OPORTO, Portugal, Aug. 7.—Tak- 
ing advantage of favorable weather 
reports over the Atlantic Ocean, 
which indicated a following north- 
east wind to the Azores and after- 
ward a side wind, we made up our 
tninds at noon on Aug. 2 to start. 

Following the whole length of our 
course over the Atlantic high pres- 
sure was reported, auguring fair 
weather for the entire flight. In the 
evening reports of the National 
Meteorological Weather Bureau con- 
firmed the foregoing, so we decided 
that there was no reason to hesitate 
any longer, especially ‘since atmos- 
pheric conditions were more favor- 
able than for two months. 

These reports were borne out dur- 
ing our flight, as during the first 
half of our flight, which took us half 
the distance during eighteen hours, 
we found conditions which left us 
fuel enough for thirty-two more 
hours of flying. 

Plane Put in Final Shape. 


The plane had been ready for a 
month, but we put it in final shape 
for the start, tested all connections, 
filled all the tanks and made a final 
inspection of the entire ship. We 
had 6,200 liters of benzine, 220 liters 
of oil and the total weight of the 
plane amounted ‘to 8,000 kilograms 
(about 17,000 pounds). 

Notwithstanding this great weight, 
we were fully confident that our 650- 
horsepower Lorraine-Dietrick engine 
would prove equal to the task of lift- 
ing the plane at the start, as during 
tésts the plane took off after a 400- 
meter run when weighing 7,200 kilo- 
grams. . 

The plane had been flown 150 
hours before our start over the At- 
lantic and we had full faith in its 
strength and durability. No im- 
portant defects were descovered and 
no weakness, and the thirty-two hour 
non-stop endurance test convinced 
us of the absolute airworthiness of 
the machine. 

We had had the greatest assistance 
from M. <Amiot, builder of the 
plane, and his technical staff, and 
they put as much enthusiasm into 
the preparations as though they 
themselves were to be borne over 
the unknown water wastés on its’ 
silver wings. 


Crowd Saw Them Off. 


We took with us in the way of food 
two chickens, biscuits, ten liters - 
water and some coffee. ~ 

The plane was equipped with Morell 
magnetic compasses, one earth in- 
ductor General Electric compass 
and an improved sextant of Fave 
Leptite, which proved of inestimable 
value during the flight... 

In case of a. forced. landjng, ,the 
plane, equipped with dumping valves, 
could be supported for some time on 
the water by the empty tanks; and 
we also had an. inflated rubber boat. 

The day before the start was di- 
vided by us between the meteorologi- 
cal bureau and our friends... We 
went to sleep about 11 P. M. in order 
to get up at 3 P. M., at which time 

‘ we headed for the field. We found 
there numerous cars and a large 
crowd, composed of Government rep- 
resentatives, friends and well wish- 
ers, gentlemen of the press and the 
usual large sprinkling of curiosity 
seekers. 

Plane Gives Assurance of Power. 

At the time of the start the ceiling 
was overcast and the weather misty. 
The wind blew across tke runway 
and we could not make use of it for 
the take-off. Nevertheless the plane 
lifted easily after a 700-meter run, 
giving us a thrilling assurance of its 
power.

IN SUBMARINE F-{4 
‘RAED IN ADRIATI 


italian Undersea Craft Sunk 
by Destroyer Is Brought to 
Surface in 34 Hours. 


CREW’S SIGNAL LONG HEARD 


Reports and Appeals for Aid 
Cease as Rescue Is Near 
Achievement. 


CHLORINE GAS WAS DEADLY 


Divers, in a Desperate Struggle 
Against Odds, Attach Air Line 
and Cables to Hull. 


ROME, Aug. 7 (4).—The Italian 
submarine F-14 with its crew of 
thirty-one dead from poisonous gases 
was brought to the surface of the 
Adriatic tonight from which it had 
sunk after a collision thirty-four 
hours before. 

The weary salvagers, who had per- 
formed almost a naval miracle in re- 
trieving the submersible peered hope- 
fully into the opened hatches only to 
find they were gazing into the tomb 
of their comrades. sae 

They had been forewarned of the 
tragedy when during the afternoon 
the submarine telegraph ° signals 
from the stricken craft had suddenly 
ceased. They continued to-drive- at 
their task, however, in the hope that 
the ominous silence meant simply 
that the crew had withdrawn to a 
safer part of the submarine, or at 
worst, that they were simply weak- 
ened by the difficulty of breathing 
in the fouled air. The revelation 
that all were dead came as a:shock. 

Captain ‘Weil and Commander Fa- 
sulo were the officers who died in 
the submarine. 

The salvage fleet dispersed sadly 
from the anchorage to which they 
had clung. Besides the powerful 
cranes mounted on floating pontoons 
which had actually raised the F-14, 


five torpedo boats, two scout cruis- 


ers and a number of tugs from 
which the divers had descended 
made up the group which had 
worked unceasingly. 


All Italy Had Been Apprehensive. 
Wireless to THE New YORK Times. 

“ROME, Aug. 7.—The question of 
whether any of the F-14’s crew were 
alive had been agitating all Italy and 
filling with apprehension the minds 
of their comrades of the navy work- 
ing frantically in-the face of great 
obstacles to save them. 

This apprehension was caused by 
the fact that although divers early 
this. morning were able to attach a 
pipe through which air was pumped 
into the hull, messages which were 
— sent by megns of a submarine 
signalling device ceased early this 

ternoon 

In these messages, tapped out in 
the Morse code and received by 
sound ‘detectors on other submersi- 
bles and surface ships; the impris- 
oned men had at intervals described 
their desperate plight and made 
piteous appeals for help. 

Hope had not been abandoned. It 
was surmised that the men might 
have been forced to take refuge in 
the’ conning tower or some other 
part of the vessel, or have been over- 
come by fumes from the: accumula- 
tors, the effects of which might not 
be fatal for some time. Moreover, 
the heavy sea that had seriously 
handicapped the rescue work had 
subsided. 


Rescue Work Dangerous. 


Ever since the F-14 was sent to the 
bottom at 8:45’°A.°M., Italian Time, 
yesterday, when, as she emerged 
suddenly off-Brioni Island -at the en- 
trance to the harbor of Pola, the de- 
stroyer Giuseppi Missori crashed into 
her stern, efforts to save her crew 
had been unceasing.

PROHIBITION ISSUE 


Dr. Albert Shaw, in Reply to 
Senator Pittman, Denies He 
Criticized Governor. 


CALLS STAND COURAGEOUS 


Asserts Many of His Republican 
Friends Believe Dry Law Is 
Hopeless Fallure. 


Governor Smith forced the prohi- 
bition issue into the national cam- 
paign by his message to the Demo- 
cratic National Convention after the 
Demcecratic platform builders had 
done their best to keep it out by 
merely pledging their party to law 
enforcement, according to Dr. Albert 
Shaw, editor of The American Re- 
view of Reviews. 

This statement was embodied in a 
letter from Dr. Shaw to Senator Key 
Pittman of Nevada, in reply to one 
from the Senator taking Dr. Shaw to 
task for an editorial in the July issue 
of the magazine characterizing the 
Governor’s statement as a ‘“‘broad 
and sweeping repudiation’ of the 
prohibition plank in the Democratic 
platform. The letter was made pub- 
lic yesterday.. 

Senator Pittman in his letter to Dr. 
Shaw quoted from the stenographic 
record of the discussion at the exec- 
utive meeting of the Committee on 
Resolutions to show that it was the 
deliberate intent of the platform 
builders that their plank should leave 
candidates of the party at full liberty 
to entertain and voice their own 
views with regard to the merits or 
futility of prohibition. 

In his letter to Senator Pittman 
Dr. Shaw wrote: 

“Far from criticizing the Governor, 
I thought he showed his courage and 
straightforwardness in standing firm- 
ly by views that he was not disposed 
to modify merely on grounds of party 
expediency. I understood that the 
convention had adopted its platform 
with deliberate purpose (1) to satisfy 
those who think that prohibition is a 
desirable thing in itself, (2) to con- 
vey the impression that Democrats 
regard the law as capable of being 
better enforced than at present. 

“Unquestionably, as an obvious 
matter of fact, the Governor’s mes- 
sage forced the issue of prohibition 
into the campaign. It seemed to me 
that his stand was not in keeping 
with the program of the convention 
or the intentions of the Platform 
Committee. But this stand of his 
was already fully known, and the 
point raised as to ‘repudiation’ does 
not seem material. It is not a ques- 
tion of what the Governor meant, but 
rather a question of how the dry 
Democrats choose to view it. 

“Many of the wisest and most ex- 
perienced men of my acquaintance, 
Republicans and Democrats alike, 
agree with Governor Smith and Mr. 
Raskob in believing that national 
prohibition is a flat failure, with no 
possible hope of future success. I 
understand that the Democratic Con- 
vention meant to place itself on rec- 
ord as not aceepting this judgment 
of the so-called wets, thus favoring 
the opposite opinions of the many 
well-known leaders who have been 
identified with the dry position. 

“It was only from this standpoint 
that I had regarded Governor Smith 
as intending, for himself personally, 
to repudiate an attitude that the ma- 
jority in the convention had to as- 


sume. 

“‘Every man is entitled to state his 
views for himself, and I am under no 
temptation to give a warped inter- 
pretation to the words of so frank 
and outspoken a Democratic leader 
as Governor Smith. If he does not 
himself regard those words as repu- 
diating the platform (on this single 
ome of prohibitic \‘ I salty accept 

is view. And, of course, accept 
your statements in full as regards 
the adoption of the plank. 

‘In this connection, my own opin- 
ions are of no immediate importance. 
But I may add, with all deference 
to many men of greater legal and 
constitutional knowledge than mine, 
I have always thought that it must 
be wholly one thing or wholly the 
other.

MONTREAL, Aug. 7.—It was an- 
nounced here tonight that as a result 
of negotiations held in Montreal to- 
day a settlement of the outstanding 
differences between the Hearst group 
of newspapers and the newsprint 
manufacturers associated with Cana- 


dian Sales, Ltd., has been reached. 


The various suits and. counter-suits 
ending before the courts in the 
nited States and Canada have been 

withdrawn. 


The suits originated with the insti- 
tuting. of action. in. New York .on 
June 16 by William bagrrp t Bo sey 
and the Ne per and ne 
A mad Corporation, a Hearst 
sidiary, for $24,740,000 damages 
against the Canadian Paper Sales, 
Ltd., and a number of Canadian 
newsprint manufacturers for alleged 
breach of contract. 

The papers set forth that the News- 
paper and Magazine Corporation had 
made an oral agreement about April 
2 with the Canadian sales company 
to supply a score of Hearst news- 
papers with 3,000,000 tons of news- 
print, to be delivered 300,000 tons 
annually. for ten years. 

According to the papers, the Ca- 
nadian manufacturers who were to 
supply the pend were the Abitibi 
Power and Paper Company, Anglo-

Senator Knight, in Palo Alto, 
Declares Hoover Appeals More 
to New Yorkers. 


COMPARES BUSINESS LIVES 


State’s Representative on Notifica- 
tion Committee Also Cites Repub- 
lican’s International Experience.

PALO ALTO, Cal., Aug. 7.—Her- 
bert Hoover’s qualifications for the 
Presidency make more of an appeal 
to the average New York voter than 
do the qualifications of Governor 
Smith for that office, in the opinion 
of State Senator John Knight of 
Buffalo, who was Mr. Hoover’s guest 
this afternoon. 

Mr. Knight, who is here to repre- 
sent New York on the Notification 
Committee, declared Governor Smith 
to be a man entirely without business 
experience, except such as he has 
gained through politics, while, on 
the other hand, Mr. Hoover is a man 
of great constructive ability gained 
in private as well as in public life. 

New York State, in Mr. Knight’s 
view, will vote Republican in No- 
vember, first, because the State, he 
said, is normally Republican, and, 
secondly, because he believes Gov- 
ernor Smith’s strength as a vote- 
getter was at the peak in 1924 when 
he defeated Theodore Roosevelt for 
Governor by less than 110,000 votes. 

‘What about prohibition? 
will that issue, in your opinion, af- 
fect the result in New York?” Sen- 
ator Knight was asked. 

“IT can’t answer that question. 
Your judgment on that is just as 


good as mine,’’ Senator Knight re- 
plied. 

Reverting to Governor Smith’s 
lack of experience in business, Sena- 
tor Knight said he was also ignorant 
when it came to great questions such 
as must come before the President 
of the United States for decision. 


Has Known Smith Fifteen Years. 


“These questions,’ he explained, 
“are such as involve our relations 
with foreign governments, and 
major domestic policies of a national 
character. These are matters Mr. 
Hoover thoroughly understands. That 
fact, I feel, will not be forgotten by 
a majority of Americans who will 
vote next November.”’ 

Senator Knight recalled that he 
had known Governor Smith for more 
than fifteen years, and left the im- 
pression that because of this lon 
acquaintance he spoke from knowl- 
edge of a first-hand and personal 
nature. 

“Do you think Governor Smith 
has a chance in any of the Eastern 
States?’ was another question asked 
of Senator Knight.

Now, I have a 
feeling, ‘because the Governor is 
usually explicit, that before the end 
of this campaign he will tell us how | 
he. proposes. to.suggest to Congress 
that ‘this law shall be modified, but 
I am willing to wager that. no mat- 
ter what the method proposed there 
will be many protests, and: whatever 
it is the Supreme Court has to pass 
on it before it becomes the accepted 
law of the land. 

“Tf the majority of the people in 
this country really want the Volstead 
law modified, the Governor will suc- 
ceed, perhaps, in getting them to 
agree on some degree of modifica- 
tion and, this being a Democratic 
Government, the minority must bow 
to the will of the majority.

THREE POWERS URGE 
ELIGIBILITY OF SPAIN 


France, Germany and Great Brit- 
ain Back Her for Semi-Perma- 
nent Seat on League Council. 





GENEVA, Aug. 7 @).—Great Brit- 
ain, France and Germany today took 
action jointly to insure the election 
of ‘Spain as a’ semi-permanent mem- 
ber of the Council of the League 
of Nations.

RAST IS WORRYING 
REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 


Unpropitious Reports Cause 
Work to Call Series of Confer- 
ences After Notification. 


HE SEEKS TOUR BY HOOVER 


Moses Takes Similar Plea’ to Palo 
Alto, as Well as Eastern Head- 
quarters Controversy.

WASHINGTON , Aug. 7.—Leading 
Republican campaign workers are 
deeply concerned over political condi- 
tions in New York, New England 
and throughout the Middle Atlantic 
States. ‘When he ran for: President 
in 1896, William Jennings Bryan 
called this general area ‘‘the enemy’s 
country,’’ as indeed 1t was from Mr. 
Bryan’s point of view. It is a 
strange reversal of politics that the 
Republican ‘party should ‘now regard 
the Atlantic Seaboard and its imme- 
diate hinterland as ‘‘the enemy’s 
country,’’? where it will be ‘obliged to 
give strenuous battle to prevent an 
invasion of the Democratic foe. 

An inkling. of this State of the 
Republican managerial mind was 

iven today in a formal statement 
rom the headquarters of the Na- 
tional Committee that soon after his 
return to Washington from attend- 
ing the Hoover notification cere- 
monies at Palo Alto, Cal., on next 
Saturday, Dr. Work, Chairman of 
the committee, will’ hold a ‘series of 
conferences with party workers in 
New England and Atlantic Seaboard 
States. 

Chairman Work, it was explained 
in the statement prepared for news- 
papers, made teritative plans for 
these: conferences before he left 
Per for California last Fri- 

ay. . 

Kinsley Makes Arrangements. . 

Earle S. Kinsley, member of the 
National; Committee .for Vermont, 
whose. title is that of assistant to the 


Chairman, said today that Dr. Work 
had asked him to complete the neces- 
sary arrangements for the confer- 
ences. National Committeemen and 
Committeewomen, State leaders and 
party workers in counties and other 
subdivisions. , will. comprise Dr. 
Work’s conferees. Mr. Kinsley said 
that “‘‘in' the case of some of the 
smaller States, there is a possibility 
that: several States will be asked to 
join in a combined meeting at some 
central: point.”’ 

Nothing was said in the press 
‘‘thand-out,’? however, to indicate 
that these conferences had any Oe 
significance’ than the desire of 
Chairman Work, as his position was 
explained :by~ National Committee- 
man Kinsley, to canvas the. situa- 
tion, to discuss common problems, to 
let the national leaders learn. what 
is being done in the field and at the 
same time enable them to tell the 
State and county leaders what is 
being done to put over the national 
as well as the entire Republican 
ticket... But from informed sources 
came supplementary information 
that gave greater significance to 
Chairman Work’s prospective visits 
to key points in States between the 
Potomac and the Canadian line. 


Disquieting Reports Received. 
It’ seems that the reports to Na- 
tional Headquarters from most of the 
sections to be visited by the Chair- 


man‘ are not propitious for the Re- 
publican cause. With the exception 
of rock-ribbed Republican. Maine, 
which Dr. Work will omit from his 
itinerary, there are signs of Repub- 
lican disaffection, due chiefly to the 
engaging personality of Governor 
Smith and certain views which he 
symbolizes. 

It is not known definitely that the 
Republican national management is 
concerned over that party stronghold, 
Vermont, but the understanding is 
that Green Mountain leaders will be 
invited to one of Chairman Work’s 
conferences. Massachusetts, New 
York and New Jersey are States of 
especial cayse for concern on the 
part of the national chiefs of the Re- 
publican campaign. 

In connection with the authorized 
announcement of the conferences to 
be called by Chairman Work, it be- 
came known today .on good authorit 
that Dr. Work left Washington wit 
the intention of telling Mr. Hoover 
when they got together at Palo Alto 
that his personal appearance on the 
stump in New England and the Mid- 
dle Atlantic States was .urgently 
needed to overcome a pronounced 
Democratic, or perhaps it should be 
called Smith, trend in these sections. 

There is definite disagreement 
among those prominent in the party 
over the intention credited to Mr. 
Hoover not to make any extensive 
campaign tours, but to confine his 
speeches, with the exception of those 
to be delivered over the radio from 
Washington, where he contemplates 
spending the most of his time. until 
November, to half a dozen addresses 
or so. 


Work Favors Extensive Tour. 


There is reliable information that 
when he left ‘Washington Chairman 
Work had decided to urge Mr. Hoover 
to undertake a rather extensive 


speaking tour which would carry him 
into the States of the Eastern sea- 
board between Maine and Virginia. 
According to the present view attrib- 
uted to Dr. Work and some of his 
chief advisors, it is vitally necessary 
for Mr. Hoover to show himself and 
plead the Republican cause to the 
electorate in these States in order to 
overcome the defection which these 
leaders detect in what ordinarily is 
sound Republican territory. 

Senator George H. Moses of New 
Hampshire, chairman of the commit- 
tee appointed by the Kansas City

Hoover of his nomination, who is 
now on his way to Palo Alto, has 
made no secret of his concern over 
the litical situation in the East.

The statement gave the following ac- 
count of what Mrs. Rogers said to 
Representative’ Franklin W. Fort, 
Secretary of the National Committee, 
when she called on him today: 

‘In stores and among_ business 
men, Mrs. Rogers. said, she has 
found a sentiment that Mr.. Hoover 
has been tried in every sort of an 
emergency and has not been found 
wanting. In the contact of the 
Massachusetts commercial and in- 
dustrial community with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce under Secretary 
Hoover, there had been many in- 
stances of direct benefit both to the 
business men and workers, Mrs.

MACDONALD FAVORS 
RECOGNIZING RUSSIA 


British Labor Leader Declares in 
Toronto It Is Needed for 


Peace of Europe. 








TORONTO, Aug. 7 (Canadian 
Press).—J. Ramsay MacDonald, for- 
mer ‘British Premier, today urged 
the resumption of diplomatic rela- 
tions with Soviet Russia in a news- 
paper interview, and a few hours 
later, addressing the Canadian Club, 
expressed his intention of fighting 
communism in the British Isles with 
all the vigor he possessed. 

The leader of the British Labor 
Party, who arrived here with his 
three daughters from Montreal today, 
said he favored recognition of the 
Soviet Government because it was 
necessary for the peace of Europe, 
otherwise Russia was a menace. 

‘“‘There must not be one nation left 
outside like that,” he said. ‘‘We do 
not have to agree with their views 
before we recognize them. Just be- 
cause their religion or their ideals— 
which the British Labor Party de- 
tests—are not ours, are we to adopt 
a holier-than-thou attitude?’’ 

As proof of British labor’s dis- 
avowal of Communist policies Mr. 
MacDonald later told the Canadian 
Club audience that the Communist 
Party in Great Britain had already 
appropriated money for the purpose 
of fighting the Labor Party at the 
polls in the next general election. 

Discussing the prospects of his 
party at the election the former 
Premier said he did not possess the 
power of a prophet, but it was more 
than possible at labor might re- 
turn to power in Great Britain and 
that it might have something to do 
with the restoration of peace and 
stability in Europe. The task would 
require skill and tact, and ‘‘perhaps 
a new faith and a new belief,’’ he 
added. 

Interpreting the British Labor 
Party to his audience, Mr. MacDonald 
said it was not a class movement, 
but a movement of intellectuals try- 
ing to systematize its policy by em- 
ploying imagination and genius to 
present day problems.

She and Granlund Also Deny

Among the forty or more persons 
who pleaded not guilty yesterday to 
indictments alleging conspiracy and 
maintaining nuisances in connection 
with the operation of night clubs 
were Murray W. Stand, Democratic 
Alderman’ of the Fourth (east side) 
District; Helen Morgan, star of Zieg- 
feld’s ‘‘Show Boat,’? and Nils T. 
Granlund, radio announcer for Sta- 
tion WHN. Federal Judge Isaac M. 
Meekins fixed bail at $1,000 in each 
case. Mr. Stand answered when the 
name ‘‘Murray Doe’’ was called. 

The same Judge who heard the 
Alderman’s attorney enter a com- 
plete denial of his client’s guilt 
heard also John A. Bolles, a former 
Alderman, new Vice Chairman of 
the New York County Republican 
Committeee, deny on the witness 
stand that he had acted as an inter- 
mediary in passing a bribe of $300 
to Samuel Kupferman, a former 
prohibition agent. Kupferraan and 
Palmer Tubbs, also a former prohi- 
bition agent, are on trial before 
Judge Meekins and a jury for the 
alleged acceptance cf bribes while 
they were Federal officers. Their 
trial was interrupted yesterday to 
hear the pleas of the thirty-odd 
“night club conspiracy’’ defendants. 


More Padlock Actions. 


In another courtroom in the Fed- 
eral Building Judge Julian W. Mack 
issued a six months’ padlock decree 
against the Scandia Restaurant, Inc., 
at 701 Seventh Avenue, where Prince 
William of Sweden was entertained 
during his visit here. 

In still another part of the build- 


' ing summonses and complaints in ten 


new padlock actions were filed by 
Assistant United States Attorney 
Robert B. Watts, head of United 
States Attorney Tuttle’s Prohibition 
Division. 

When the indictments against 
Texas Guinan, Miss Morgan, Mr. 


Granlund and 136 others were first 
made public, it was reported that the 
‘Murray Doe”’ indicted in connection 
with the activities of Helen Morgan’s 
summer home, was Alderman Stand. 
This was confirmed yesterday, al- 
though J. Arthur Adler, attorney for 
Mr. Stand and many other night club 
defendants, told Judge Meekins that 
Mr. Stand appeared voluntarily 
merely because Mr. Watts believed 
him to be the ‘‘Murray Doe’’ in- 
dicted. 

“My client,” said Mr. Adler, “‘not 
only is not guilty, but he does not 
know anything about the facts upon 
which this indictment is alleged to be 
based.

Mr. Stand, himself, made no com- 
ment.

Miss Morgan Near to Tears.

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Giant German Plane Makes Test F light; 
Romar Expected to Do 200 Miles an Hour 





TRAVEMUNDE, Germany, Aug. 7. 
—The world’s largest hydro-airplane, 
the Romar, made its first flight 
here early this morning. The ease 
with which the eighteen tons consti- 
tuting the gross weight of the ship 
with partial load was lifted into air, 
manoeuvred and landed again con- 
vinced the builders, the Rohrbach 
Metal Airplane Company of Berlin, 
that the Romar will serve satisfac- 
torily in the transoceanic service 
between Germany and the Argentine, 
for which she is designed. 

The machine rose into the air 250 
yards after the start, and Pilot 
Steindorf handled it with the same 
ease with which he controlled com- 
bat planes during the war. After 
rising 300 feet, sharp curves were 
made, banking at nearly 90 degrees. 
Curves were made into the wind, and 
other tests of manoeuvring ability 
were essayed in the fifteen minutes 
the flying yacht was aloft. 

The landing was made on a choppy 
sea without more splash than a 
motor boat running at the same 
speed. . 

Today’s short flight was the begin- 
ning of a series of tests which prob- 
abily will be the most severe an air- 
plane ever received. As this, with 
two others now in course of com- 
pletion, are meant for transoceanic 
service, seaworthiness is one of the 
main requirements. 

If the machine is obliged to land 
in midocean the Lufthansa, which 
will operate the service, wants as-

surance that the passengers will be 
safe. Therefore the Romar will be 
sent into the Baltic Sea at one of its 
roughest periods and allowed t® ride 
the waves to see whether the moun- 
tains of water crashing on the wings 
will overstrain them. Many tons’ 
weight already has been placed on 
the wing tips with satisfactory re- 
sults, so the engineers are confident 
that the Romar will come through 
the tests with flying colors. 

Today’s flight was a real triumph 
for the aeronautical engineers. In 
many phases of the ship’s construc- 
tion they followed purely mathemat- 
ical calculations, having no prece- 
dent for guidance. So far not a sin- 
gle error in their work has been dis- 
covered. That the machine will at- 
tain a speed of nearly 200 miles an 
hour with its three motors running 
at full speed, developing 2,400 horse- 
power, the constructors ame now con- 
fident. < 

America will have an opportunity 
to see the Romar late in the Autumn, 
as it is the intention of the Rohr- 
bach company to fly the machine via 
the Azores to Washington, getting it 
there for the twenty-fifth anniver- 
sary of the first flight of the Wright 
brothers. The machine will attempt 
no new records on the trip, desiring 
rather to find the best route for 
ships of this type for regular service. 
It is most likely that the Germany- 
Argentina service will be opened Jan. 
1, using the Romar type of plane for 
crossing from Africa to Brazil.

COURT SAVES SEIZED LIQUOR. 


$256,000 Alcohol to Ge to Govern- 
ment——$40,000 Whisky Doomed. 


Confiscated alcohol valued at $256,- 
000 was saved for governmental use 
instead of being dumped into the bay 
by order of Federal Judge Mosco- 
witz in Brooklyn yesterday. At the 
same time he ordered destroyed 537 
cases of uncut Scotch whisky, valued 
at about $40,000 at bootleg prices. 

The whisky and alcohol were part 
of the cargo of the steamship An- 
sonia, which was seized by Coast 
Guardsmen a year ago after a chase 
through the bay. They had been or- 


dered ‘destroyed by United States 
Marshal Jesse D. Moore, but after 
a number of requisitions for the al- 
cohol had been made by various gov- 
ernmental departments, Judge Mos- 
cowitz ordered its distribution as 
follows: 

To the Naval Hospital, 15,000 gal- 





loms; to the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment, 10,000 gallons for munitions 
making; to the United States Public 
Health Service, 500 gallons; to the 
Shipping Board, 50 gallons. Govern- 
ment chemists have attested the 
purity of the alcohol. 

The 587 cases of Scotch whisky are 
to be poured into the bay off the 
army base in Bay Ridge, Brooklyn. 


BORDER RUM BOATS FLEE. 


Ten In Niagara Fleet Vanish as 
Blockade Is Tightened. 


BUFFALO, Aug. 7 ().—Rum row 
in the Niagara River began to 
dwindle today. Threatened by @ 
double assault of United States Coast 
Guard boats -and Canadian Customs 
forces, ten of the rum runners left 
anchor off Fort Erie nd Bridgeburg, 
Ont., during the night for points 
unknown. 

One of the boats and the cargo 
of a second of the original fleet of 
twenty-seven craft have been cap- 
tured and three are known to have 
broken the blockade and Janded on 
Navy Island. The rest of the boats 
were trying to return cargoes of 
liquor to Canada before the Cana- 
dian customs officers seized it 

Of the $250,000 worth of liquor 
aboard the rum runners last week, 
comparatively little has been landed 
on the American side of the river, 
Lieutenant Martin W. Rasmussen, 
district Coast Guard commander, 
said today, 

Informed that the rum fleet was 
athering on the “Tanadian side, 
jeutenant Rasmussen last week or- 

dered five of his swiftest patrol boats 
into the river to cover strategic 
points. In addition several customs 
boats stood by to help out, and 
squads of customs border patrolmen 
kept watch on shore. 


PLANS BERLIN-MOSCOW HOP 


German Baron to Compete in Flight 
for the Hindenburg Cup.

BERLIN, Aug. 7.—In order to cap- 
ture the Hindenburg: Cup, Baron 
Frederick Call von Koenib-Wachau- 
sen will soon start a flight from Ber- 
lin to Moscow, a distance of about 
1,700 kilometers, in a Klemm-Daimler 
lane. His intention is to continue 
he flight to Tehuran, Persia, 4,600 
kilometers further, with the motto, 
“German plane, German motor.’’ 
The flight will be controlled by the 
German-Russian Air Company and 
the plane will touch at Charkow, 
Rostow, Armavir and Wladikawskas.

At iuncheon to Him and Aides 
He Asserts Flying Boat Has 
Proved Value in Sea Flights. 


HIS PLANE SIGHTED AGAIN 


Steamer Valprato Discovers the 
Wreckage but Probably Will Be 
Unable to Salvage it. 


Captain Frank T. Courtney, com- 
mander of the seaplane Whale, which 
fell into the ocean near the Azores 
last Thursday in an attempt to span 
the Atlantic, reiterated his desire to 
try the westward transatlantic flight 
again at a luncheon yesterday given 
in honor of himself and his com- 
panions at Wanamaker’s by the 
British National Chamber of Trade. 

In the meantime word reached New 
York that the plane had been “‘picked 
up” in mid-ocean. The captain of 
the Lloyd Mediterranean steamer 
Vaiprato wirelessed to the August 
Hansen Company, steamship agents 
of 25 Beaver Street, to this effect, 
but failed to specify whether the 
Plane was in tow or whether it had 
beer hoisted aboard. 


To Order Plane Abandoned. 


Officials of the agency got in touch 
with the Captain at the Ritz-Carlton 
Hotel, but the aviator decided to 
withhold instructions until he had 
more definite information. Accord- 
ingly a’request for details was for- 
warded to the Valprato. Agency of- 
ficials said that if the seaplane were 
being towed the ship’s master would 
be ordered to abandon it because its 
six-ton weight would retard the 
progress of the vessel. It was con- 
sidered unlikely that the ship’s tackle 
would be strong.enough to hoist such 
a weight aboard. 

The Valprato is due at Sydney, 
Nova Scotia, next Friday. 

The fliers. experienced less diffi- 
culty. yesterday with immigration 
authorities than had been indicated 
when they arrived here Monday on 
the Atlantic Transport liner nne- 
waska, which rescued them after the 
plane had come down in flames. In- 
stead of being obliged to visit Ellis 
Island, they were visited by officials 
at their hotel, where the aviators 
received them clad in pajamas. Cap- 
tain Courtney and Fred Pierce, Hugh 
Gilmour and E. . Hosmer, his 
fellow fliers, were told that it would 
not be necessary to report at im- 
migration headquarters. Technically 
the ship that brought them in with- 
out passports would be liable to a 
$3,000 fine. 


Holds Attempt No Failure. 


In his address at the luncheon Cap- 
tain Courtney declared he did not 
regard the flight as a total failure 
and continued: 

“It demonstrated conclusively in 
my opinion that in the flying boat 
lies the future of a regular air ser- 
vice between Europe and America. 
Our plane showed that a bi hoy poat 
can sustain itself on the water indefi- 
nitely. Within a few years I believe 
an express service between this coun- 
try and Europe with flying boats will 
be an actuality.” 

He said the venture cost between 
$60,000 and $75,000. 

Other speakers were Joseph H. 
Appel, head of the John Wanamaker 
store; Sir William Perring, heading 
a ee of British merchants; 
Lewis Bernays, Acting British Con- 
sul General, and Lindsay Crawford, 
Trade Agent of the Irish Free State.

tively hich altitude, which enabled 
us to clear the hills north of Paris 
without any difficulty. 

This made us regret that we did 
not take 500 liters more of benzine, 
which we now knew could have been 
easily done. 

A few minutes later familiar faces 
and Paris were behind us in the 
morning mist. 

During our flight over France we 
had cloudy, calm weather, mist and 
a slight tail wind. The plane pro- 
ceeded at 175 kilometers an hour. We 
were escorted at first by one plane, 
which was assigned to watch over 


the first mile of our journey 
the air. 


Fishermen Wave to Fliers. 
We left land at Lorient at 7:28 
A. M., while numerous sailors and 


fishermen were waving us godspeed 
on our venture. 

The air was so calm that twen 
minutes after the start we were able 
to reduce the revolutions per minute 
by one hundred. Judging from the 
slight motion of the waves, we knew 
that we had a favorable wind. This 
condition did not last long, though. 

About half an hour after leaving 
the shores of France we came into 
a fog bank so thick .as to be totall 
impenetrable to the eye and extend- 
ing to the level of enty meters 
above the ocean surface. With a 
plane as heavily loaded as ours, we 
could not risk flying so low, so we 
had to choose the route between the 
fog and the clouds, unable to make 
any observations or get our bearings. 

The plane was flying with amazing 
evenness at an altitude of 300 meters. 
At 9 A. M. (always Greenwich Time, 
five hours eartier than New York or 
Fagen baie a eros a reduced 

e revolutions per nute an- 
other one hundred, which Sneteb us 
to make telling savings of our fuel. 
We never saw the sun until 11 A. M., 
when the fog started lifting. 


Plane Was Off Its Course. 


Observations taken with the sextant 


showed that we were fifty kilometers 
off our course, due to a north 








wind. Our flying speed at that time 
was 180 kilometers per hour, and our 
position 45 north 10.30 west. 

From that point on the weather 
became marvelous. We could not 
hope for better visibility, which was 
easily fifty kilometers. The waves 
began breaking, indicating a freshen- 
ing of the wind. Observations were 
easily taken and we flew ahead at an 
altitude of fifty meters. 

We found out by that time that 
piloting over the water was very easy 
and not at all tiresome, no matter 
whether the plane travelled through 
mist or in the clear. The air in the 
lower strata was of even temperature 
due to the close proximity of the 
water, and the plane proceeded like a 
powerful automobile on a good high- 
way, 


Weather Continues Glorious. 


The void around us was compen- 
sated for by the beauty of the blue 
ocean and the even rhythm of the 
motor, working like a clock. At 5:30 
P. M. we were already at the point 
41 north 23.30 west. 


At this moment, instead of con- 
tinuing toward the Azores I gave 
my comrade a new course due west, 
to the crossing of the steamship lanes. 
This was cutting 150 kilometers from 
our route. 

The weather continued glorious, the 
wind came steadily from the north- 
west, the plane flew at 180 kilometers 
an hour. We were at the latitude of 
the Azores, 41 north 28 west, at 7.30 
P. M., after fifteen hours of flying. 

About 8 P. M. the sky became ver- 
cast and the watér was covered by a 
fog blanket 300 meters thick. The 
wind was weaker and, ing from 
the waves, came from south. At 
10.30. P. M. we were at 41.30 north 
34 west, flying at 175 kilometers an 
hour. e were forced to fly through 
the fog close to the water to avoid 
stronger winds. 


Flow of Oil Noticed. 


In order to meaSure our deflection 
from the course I went to the bot- 
tom of the plane where the drift in- 
dicator was built in. There I noticed 
a considerable flow of oi] under the 
ship, which was not there before. 

réatly alarmed I hailed Idzikow- 
ski, who soon reported a falling of 
oil pressure.

It was truly difficult to reach a 
decision. It could not énter my mind

REPUBLICAN CHIEFS 
PLAN SINGLE PURSE 


National Committee Intends to 
.. Exere’se Absolute Control 
of Party’s Funds. . 


NUTT ATTENDS PARLEY HERE 


Treasurer Promises Enough Money 
for Vigorous Battle Against 
Smith in New York, 


The Republican National, Commit- 
tee, through Dr. Herbert Work of 
Colorado, its Chairman; J. R. Nutt, 
its Treasurer, and the other mem- 
bers of its Executive Committee, in- 
tends to exercise absolute control of 
the party purse strings in this cam- 
paign, This was learned yesterday 
when Mr. Nutt arrived here on his 
first visit of the campaign to confer 
with New York State Republicans 
and promised the aid of the commit- 
tee and sufficient money for a vigor- 
ous battle to carry the State for Her- 
bert Hoover, Republican nominee for 
President. 

The conference was held at the 
new Eastern headquarters of the Na- 
tional Committee, which were opened 
on Monday in the Salmon Tower 
Building, 11 West Forty-second 
Street. Others at the conference 
were Daniel E. Pomeroy, Vice Chair- 
man of the National. Committee, 
Jeremiah Milbank, Eastern Cam- 
paign Treasurer, and Walter E. 
Hope, his assistant, Herbert: M. 
Straus, Treasurer of the Republican 
State Committee, and William H. 
Hill, Chairman,.and Alan Fox, Secre- 
tary, of the New York State Hoover 


.| Campaign Committee. 


The conference was regarded as of 
particular importance because the 
nature of the Republican campaign 
in this State depended upon the fi- 
nancial support which the State 
Committee and the Hoover Cam- 
paign Committee received from the 
National Committee. The budgets 
submitted by Mr. Straus and Mr. 
Hill, which provide for an‘ intensive 
campaign in this State. were said to 
have been approved, at least tenta- 
tively, by Messrs. Nutt, Pomeroy 
and Milbank. This approval was 
said to assure an extremely active 
campaign against Governor Smith in 
his own State. 


Based on Community Chest Plan. 

The Republican National Commit- 
tee, it was learned, as a result of 
the conference, intends to be 


through accredited representatives 
the sole agency for the collection 
of party campaign funds and pro- 
poses to make allotments of these 
funds to the party and campaign 
committees in the different States, 
and to the Senatorial and Congres- 
sional committees. The plan, which 
is based on the ideas of the com- 
munity war chest used in many 
cities during the World War, is un- 
derstood to have been approved by 
Mr. Hoover. It was tried and put 
into effect partly by Will H. Hays, 
National Chairman in the 1920 cam- 
paign, and virtually abandoned by 
William M. Butler, National Chair- 
man in the 1924 campaign. If fully 
carried out, the plan would central- 
ize the power to run the campaign 
in Dr. Work and his associates. 
Under the plan, the National Com- 
mittee will make allotments of funds 
to the New York State Republican 
Committee, as it will to the party 
committees in the other ‘States, and 
to the New York State Hoover Cam- 
ek Committee. The New York 
tate Republican Committee, in turn, 
through George K. Morris, its Chair- 
man, and Mr. Straus, its Treasurer, 
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will make allotments to the sixty-two 
Republican County committees in 
the State,.including the county com-. 
mittees in New York City. 

It was explained that the 
to permit solicitation of funds by the 
National Committee only was to pre- 
vent waste, duplication and the pos- 
sible collection by. unauthorized Pt 
sons.

Under this system, it was necessary 
for Mr. Straus and Mr. Hill to. get 
the approval of Mr. Nutt and Mr.

There have 
been influential Republicans, among 
them some from ew York, who 
have informed leaders of the Na- 
tional Committee - that Governor 
Smith was invulnerable in his own 
State and that New York could not 
be carried for Mr. Hoover. Persons 
of this belief have expressed opinion 
that, while money enough -should be 
spent to give the appearance of a 
brisk campaign for Mr. Hoover in 
New York State, the real effort, both 
in money and work, should be made 
elsewhere. 

Mr. Hill, Mr. Fox and Mr. Straus 
were reported to have opposed this 
view of the New York situation suc- 
cessfully. They are said to have in- 
formed Mr. Nutt that New York 
State not only could be carried for 
Mr. Hoover but would be. The Re- 
publican National Treasurer was in- 
formed that Mr. Hoover was certain 
to get at least 500,000 plurality up- 
Statee and that this was larger than 
any plurality Governor Smith could 
ps | in New York City. 

Mr. Nutt also was told of the plans 
to organize’a Hoover league in every 
town of the State and was promised 
a party organization which would in- 
crease.the Republican. vote up-State 
and hold down Governor Smith’s city 
plurality. Mr. Nutt also was iIn- 
formed of the plans of Manhattan 
and Brooklyn organizations to in- 
crease the party registration and to 
take other measures to increase the 
Republican vote. A conference be- 
tween Mr. Hill and the Republican 
leaders of the five counties in New 
York City to discuss definite plans 
will be held next week. 

At the conclusion of the confer- 
ence Mr. Nutt was said to have be- 
come convinced that there was an 
excellent chance of carrying New 
York for Mr. Hoover, and to have 
assured those at the conference of 
the willingness of the National Com- 
mittee to help in every way. Earlier 
in the day Mr. Nutt and Mr. Mil- 
bank were said at the headquarters 
to have gone downtown for other 
conferences. It was assumed that 
these had entirely to do with the 
raising of campaign funds. 

The decision of the National Com- 
mittee to collect all contributions was 
said to be not wholly satisfactory to 
some of the leaders of county organ- 
izations, who prefer to have their 
own funds. It was pointed out, how- 
ever, that in this city there was noth- 
ing to prevent each assembly district 
organization from collecting a fund 
of its own for local purposes. This 
probably will be done, it was said, in 
most districts and the money raised 
will be spent ostensibly for local can- 
didates 

This method, it was said, also was 
displeasing to Senator George H.

WILLIAMSTOWN, Mass., Aug. 7. 
—The Institute of Politics devoted 
most of its attention to China to- 
day, and the net result of the dis- 
cussions was a series of question 
marks. 


With the occupation of Peking, 
the Nationalists have unified China, 
but will she stay unified or will she 
split up into warring factions again 
because of the ambitions and jeal- 
ousies of the victorious military 
leaders? 

Will the Kuomintang (Nationalist 
Party) remain in control and carry 
on a sort of benevolent dictatorship 
until the masses can be educated up 
to modern democratic self-govern- 
ment, or will it revert to the Com- 
munist domination of a year ago? 
Should the unequal treaties, par- 
ticularly with respect to extraterri- 
toriality privileges for foreigners, be 
abolished immediately, or should 
they continue in effect until China 
demonstrates her ability to. govern 
herself and to afford protection for 
foreign citizens and property? 

These questions were argued at 
length by Americans, Chinese, Japa- 
nese and a Russian, but no general 
agreement was reached except per- 
haps on the subject of communism. 





There seemed to be a general appre- 
hension that unless the United S$ ae 
and the other Western nations did 
something: soon to help the Nation- 
alists develop China, the Chinese 
might again turn:to the Russian 
Soviets for aid and thus revive the 
spread of the Bolshevist world revo- 
lution propaganda as the late Sun 
Yat Sen did in 1923 after failing in 
efforts to get American and British 
are mia for the Nationalist revo- 
ution, 


Blakeslee Says Danger Threatens. 
Professor George H. Blakeslee of 
Clark University, leader of the round 
table on ‘‘Problems of the Pacific,’ 
said the moderates were in control 


of the Nationalist Party now. They 
have broken the grip the Russian 
Communists had on China, have ex- 
ecuted thousands of ‘‘Reds’’ and 
have driven thousands more out of 
the country. 

The prevailing attitude among the 
leading Chinese was that the Rus- 
sians had been turned out ‘“‘when 
they showed their claws,’’ and would 
be thrown out again if they tried to 
return, ~ 

Professor Blakeslee himself and 
some he recently talked with in 
China, were not so optimistic. He 
said the strength of radical senti- 
ment was shown by the way Chinese 
Communist groups bobbed up again 
after they were suppressed, and by 
frequent peasant uprisings in the 
South. 

George Bronson Rae, publisher of 
The Far Eastern Review of Shang- 
hai, supported the Blakeslee view, 
saying that George Sokolsky, one of 
his editors, had just sent word from 
China that there was a_ strong 
“‘back-to-Moscow’’ movement in the 
Nationalist Party. He asserted that 
it was very important that the 
United States do something to coun- 
teract this. 

Major Gen. Victor A. Yakhontoff, 
formerly of the imperial Russian 
Army and former Secretary of War 
in the Kerensky Cabinet, asserted 
he had documentary evidence that 
the Third Internationale and the 
Chinese Communists were conspiring 
to take over the Nationalist move- 
ment. He did not think the Soviet 
Government in Russia would offi- 
cially aid this scheme because this 
question had been settled in_ the 
split between. Stalin and Trotsky. 


Caution on Treaties Urged. 


M. Zumoto, editor of The Herald 
of Asia at Tokio, former member 
of the Japanese Diet and a leading 
Japanese Liberal of the old school, 
declared that the foreign powers 
should not revise their treaties with 
China until she ‘‘puts her house in 
order.’’ 

Japan, he declared, could not af- 
ford to jeopardize her vast interests 
in Manchuria and elsewhere in 
China. amounting to $1,000,000,000, 
by ‘‘any hasty, careless steps at this 
critical moment.’’ 

He replied to the Nationalist argu- 





ment that China could not put in- 
ternal reforms into effect until her 
hands were freed by treaty revision, 

pointing to the example of Japan.

selves from ‘‘a humiliating inferior 
status,” but, being a practical realis- 
tic pecrls had looked the facts in 
pl — one nee completed bce 
prehensive ‘orm program ore 
emmandiog: and ‘obtaining the aboli- 
tion of their unequal treaties with 
foreign countries.

Y. C. Hoe, a Chinese graduate stu- 
dent at Harvard, replied by denying 
Mr. Zumoto’s tion that the 
Japanese had remained on the best 
of terms with foreigners during the 
reform period. He said there had 
been as many attacks on foreigners 
by Japanese as there have been re- 
cently by Chinese, 

In any event, he said, the whole 
Chinese people wanted treaty revi- 
sion, had. waited for it for thirty 
years, and now for the first time 
presented a united front in this de- 
mand. The recent tariff autonomy 
treaty with the United States, he 
added, led the Chinese to hope they 
would be successful in getting a gen- 
eral treaty revision. 


Larger Meeting Is Held. 
Because of the wide interest in the 
Far East among institute members, 
and the limited number who can 


attend any round table, an extra 
conference on Japan and Manchuria, 
open to all members, was held to- 
n ght, Mr. Zumot defended Japan’s 
policy in China on realistic grounds, 
declaring it was dictated by her re- 
quirements as an industrial nation. 

Mr. Zumoto declared that Charles 
E. Hughes’s recent address at 
Princeton, justifying American inter- 
vention in Nicaragua to protect: the 
lives and property of American citi- 
zens when the native Government 
broke down, was equally applicable 
to Japan’s course in taking military 
action to protect the 200,000 Japa- 
nese and 900,000 Koreans and her 
vast property interests in Manchuria. 

He denied the recent.charge by Dr. 
C. C. Wu, American spokesman. for 
the Chinese Nationalist Government, 
who will address the institute later, 
that Japan’s recent military move- 
ments signified an attempt to estab- 
lish a protectorate over Manchuria. 

Because of China’s past actions he 
concluded all classes and parties in 
Japan are united in the determina- 
tion that Japan must retain her con- 
trol of Manchuria until China proves 
her ‘‘ability and determination’’* to 
keep Manchuria ‘‘free from hostile 
designs,’’ meaning Russia. 

At the round table on protection of 
citizens abroad Professor Philip Mar- 
shall Brown of Princeton took issue 
with yesterday’s criticism of Presi- 
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or Brown said he thought 
the President was right in saying 
the American citizen and his prop- 
erty abroad were a part of the na- 
tio ; Recording to. -Pro- 
fessor Brown, a man is the “‘living 
money of his country,’ and wherever 
he 8 he is an integral of his 
nation, with fundamen rights 
which are the interest and concern 
of his compatriots. 

Professor Borchard explained that 
the only objection he had to the 
President’s phraseology was the im- 
plication many persons had derived 
from it that a citizen abroad had ex- 
traterritorial. privileges. When an 
American acquires land in Mexico, 
for instance, it does not become part 
of the American domain, but re- 
mains part of the Mexican domain. 


Captain W. R. Gherardi, U. S. N.,

CHEERED IN FRANCE 


. Enthusiastic Crowds Welcome 


_the Royal Piigrim to World 
War Scenes. 


AI VETERANS: AT VIMY RIDGE 


Populations of Near-By Towns Join 
Them in Celebrating Canadian 
Army’s Great Victory. 


LILLE, France, Aug. 7 (#).—The 
pilgrimage of the British war vet- 
erans, with the Prince of Wales, who 
arrived here from England today, 
as its central figure;-is becoming a 
demonstration on a large scale of 
Anglo-French friendship. 

The popularity -of -the Prince is 
being constantly demonstraied, as, 
for instance, at Bethune today. The 
Prince found ‘himself free for fifteen 
minutes after a ceremony and de- 
scended to the street with the Pre- 
fect. As he walked bareheaded in 
the beautiful sunshine around the 
square he was greeted by loud cheers 
from the populace while heads were 
craned from every available space at 
windows and on roofs. 

Pending tomorrow’s great cere- 
mony, when the pilgrims will concen- 
trate at Menin Gate, there was a 
touching service this morning on the 
highest point of Vimy Ridge, where 
the imposing lighthouse mortuary 
and the still uncompleted memorial 
church stand above the French dead, 
who lie in 34,000 graves about the 
hillside. A light is always burning 
at the top of the lofty tower, be- 
neath which repose a vast number of 
unknown French soldiers. 


British Wreath to French Dead. 


Here in the presence of Marshals 
Weygand, Gouraud and Pétain and a 


host of notable officers, Colone! John 
Brown, representing the British Le- 
gion, placed a memorial wreath 
while the national .anthems .were 
played. The-wreath was inscribed: 

“To the undying memory of 
France’s glorious dead from their 
comrades of the British Legion. We 
shall never forget the friendship 
ferged in fire.’’ 

At the conclusion the whole party 
marched in procession, headed by 
playing bands, to Vimy, where all 
were entertained at luncheon. 

In the reception accorded aim dur- 
ing the ceremonies in Lille, the 
Prince in an unaffected speech in 
the tongue of his hosts thanlecd tne 
town for its cordial welcome and ex- 
pressed his pride at havihg taken 
part in a pilgrimage to the places 
he knew so well. He said that he 
hoped to see the bonds uniting the 
French and British armies knit still 
closer and concluded with, ‘‘gentle- 
men, I thank you from the bottom 
of my heart.” 

The next ceremony was the laying 
by the Prince at the monument to 
the dead a wreath of:lilies and carna- 
tions inscribed: 

“For the glory of those who are 
commemorated by this monument 
this wreath is placed by his Royal 
Highness, the. Prince of Wales, as a 
tribute by the British Legion. ds 

This brought. the day’s public func- 
tions to an end. The Prince dined 








privately with the. Prefect. and at- 
tended a concert given by the Legion 
at.a.local. theatre. 

The Prince reached Lille late this 
afternoon after a motor trip from 
the coast. He and his party were 
met at Bethune by Admiral Lord 
Jellicoe, head of the British Legion, 
who had crossed from Ryde in a de- 
stroyer. The Prince was attired in 
a bowler hat and a gray flannel suit, 
but he wore a row of decorations, 


Scenes at Vimy Ridge. 


BEAUCOURT, France, Aug. 7 ).— 
Vimy Ridge, one of the bloodiest 
battlefields of the World War, was 
turned into a picnic ground today 
when the great pilgrimage of British 
veterans and their families  cele- 
brated the Canadian victory of 1917. 

Mayors of near-by towns greeted 
the pilgrims and many of the resi- 





dents of those places joined the visi- 
tors. All, including Countess Haig, 
widow.of the Field Marshal, carried 
their lunches in cardboard boxes as 

walked over verdant fields, 
which have replaced the shell-torn 
desolation of the conflict. 

Not all the pilgrims were actuated 
by holiday spirit, One old mother 
was there who had lost six sons in 
the war, and little companies gath- 
ered at the cemeteries to sing hymns.

though reluctant to yield its prey, 
increased in fury, rendering further 
work well-nigh impossible. The 
rescuers, however, stuck grimly to 
their task, struggling for a foothold 
on the wind-swept, sea-lashed pon- 
toon. 

By noon today a second steel cable 
was in position. But still it was im- 
possible to begin raising the sub- 
marine lest the wildly dancing pon- 
toon snap the cables, thus undoing 
in an instant the result of thirty 
hours of nerve-racking, dangerous 
work. 

While the men were helplessly 


‘watching for the slightest break in 


the weather which would render it 
possible to begin hauling the 
submarine to the surface they 
were obsessed -by the fear. that 
the watertight compartments might 
break at any moment under the 
strain they were never intended to 
bear and that the crew would be 
swept to instant death 


Rescuers Doubted AU Were Alive. 


Although communication was kept 
up from the F-14 until this afternoon, 
it was by no means sure that all the 
crew were alive. 

The accident. occurred during 
manoeuvres off the Dalmatian Coast. 
While carrying out a simulated at- 
tack against enemy warships the 
F-14 rose to the surface right under 
the bow of the Giuseppe Missori, 
which, proceeding full steam ahead, 
rammed her with terrific force. The 
destroyer suffered only slight dam- 
age, but the submarine, with a great, 
gaping gash in her hull, sank almost 
instantaneously. 

Whether any of the crew or how 
many died in the first rush of water 
was not known. The F-14 carried 
more than her usual complement 
which is twenty-five, as there were 
six apprentice machinists aboard for 
a course of instruction. 

As the accident occurred just off 
the Italian naval base of Pola help 
was speedily forthcoming. Not many 
minutes passed before the first res- 
cuers were on the spot. Within an 
hour a pontoon was towed from Pola 
Harbor to the approximate site of 
the disaster tvhile seaplanes: circled 
overhead anxiously scanning the 
depths for a glimpse of the crippled 
submarine. No sooner was she defi- 
nitely located than divers began 
their first dangerous descents into 
the turbulent sea. 

Admiral. Foschini rushed to the 
scene aboard the Cruiser Aquila and 
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personally took command of the 
rescue - operations while the re- 
mainder of the squadron: stood by to. 
tender what assistance it could. . 

All day. yesterday the rescuers 
toiled. Relays of divers summoned 
from wherever they could be ars 
made descent after descent only to 
have their efforts frustrated by the 
wind and ra rk seas. Finally dusk 
fell and wi t the storm abated 
somewhat. The squadron, ranged 
around in a circle, pine its search- 
lights concentrated on the pontoon 
to enable the work to continue 
through the night. 

Then this morning, just twenty- 
four hoursa after the F-14 plunged 
to the bottom, the first victory in 
attaching the air line was achieved. 
A few hours later everything was 
ready to start hauling, but the res- 
cuers had perforce:to wait on the 
weather. 

When this had moderated suffi- 





ciently Admiral Foschini gave orders 
to begin hauling. This work, neéces- 
sarily very gra ual, had to be con- 
ducted with the utmost care, lest one 
or both of the steel’ cables. give way.

Senator Calls Move to Release Mac- 
Guckin the “Final Touch 
to Outrage.” 


In accordance with a tentative de- 
cision by the Department of Justice, 
James McGuckin, customs guard 
wanted in Hoboken on a charge of 
murder resulting from the death of 


Leo Boic2, 2 longsnoreman, who was. 


shot July 24 while attempting. to 
smuggle two pints of liquor from 
Pier 2, was turned ovér to. the Hud- 
son County authorities yesterday. 

At thin, pale-faced young man of 25, 
looking more like.a bewildered farm 
boy on his first visit to the city than 
an officer of the Government, Mac- 
Guckin was surrendered to Assistant 
Prosecutor Aloysius McMahon in the 
Court House at Jersey City. He re- 
fused to make a statement and was 
arraigned within a few minutes be- 
fore Judge Daniel T. O’Regan in the 
Court of Oyer and Terminer. 

United States District Attorney 
James W. McCarthy told the Court 
that the charge against MacGuckin 
was not a capital offense within the 
definition of the Constitution, and 
was therefore a bailable offense. Mr. 
McMahon agreed and said he had no 
objection to bail being fixed. Mr. 
McCarthy suggested bail of $10.000 
and the assistant prosecutor said this 
was sufficient. Judge O’Regan fixed 
that amount and ordered MacGuckin 
committed to the county jail pending 
the arrival of bail. 

The court proceedings were fin- 
ished a few minutes after 11 A. M., 
but at 3 P. M. the bond had not ma- 
terialized. Fifteen minutes later In- 


spector William Mangin, customs

PALM BEACHES DARK: 
SWEPTBYHURRICANE

night as the tropical storm raging 
off the coast reached hurricane pro- 
lpr here and disrupted all util- 
ty services. 

The barometer at Rainbow Pier, 
utting out into the turbulent Atlan- 

ic, read at 29.35 for the several 
hours tonight, 

At 10:15 P. M. the wind appeared 
to be shiftig to the southwest. This 
would tend to indicate that the storm 
centre proper, which was at the Ba- 
hamas yesterday, was passing into 
the State some few miles north of 
Palm Beech. It is evidet from the 
difference of wind directions between 
Palm Beach end Jupiter that the 
storm is of small circumference but 
marked intensity. 

Jupiter is about twenty miles north 
of Palm Beach. Reports from the 
Government station there are to the 
effect that the wind has increased 
with a falling barometer. 

No lives have so far been re- 
ported lost in Palm Beach or its 
vicinity. One man, an employe of 
the Florida Power & Light Company, 
was badly shocked when a high 
tension line fell on his truck during 
the morning. Several persons were 
rescued from craft in Lake Worth 
during the day. 


Waves Battle Boulevard. 


The famous Palm Beach Boulevard 
was being battered by the waves and 
part of it was expected to fall into 
the sea before morning. 

Palm Beach streets were becoming 
inundated by the heavy downpour 
driven by the wind. In Lake Worth, 
waters were washing over bridge ap- 
proaches and small boats were in 
danger. Business was at a standstill 
here and the damage to trees and 
small buildings is increasing. 

The winds have increased and then 
decreased during the day. Between 
4 and 5 o’clock this afternoon, the 
highest velocity was noted when the 
storm swept along the ocean front 
at a force of 70 miles an hour. Winds 
in West Palm Beach have been muc’: 
lower, not having increased much 
above a 45-mile velocity. Before mid- 
night the wind was blowing from the 
West-Northwest, having shifted from 
the North during the late afternoon. 


Rain Is Heavy All Day. 


This wind is being broken by heavy 
rains that have continued since early 
morning. , 

The first appearance of the storm 
here was about 3 A.M. It came asa 
regular tropical storm that did not 
appear to gain in intensity until just 
before noon, when the barometer 
started its rapid descent from 29.75, 
where it had hovered since the start 
of the rain. 

Barometer readings started at 11 
o’clock Sunday night, with the first 
warning from Washington. 

The Weather Bureau be~>meter, lo- 
cated within a steel and ‘:on building 


in West Palm Beach and protected 
in that way from the full blow of the 
shifting winds, read at 11 P. M. at 
29.60. Instruments along the ocean 
front have reached cs low as 29.32, 
then jumped rapidly to 29.38, drop- 
ping back to remain stationary at 

30. 

The electric power here went off 
about 3 o’clock in the afternoon and 
has remained off, as many wires are 
down. Some telephone service was 
maintained and the Western Union 
kept up a line out of Palm Beach. 

Skippers of the Falm.Beach Yacht 
Club moored their craft in safe 
havens along Lake Worth. Many 
boats were in the basin of the Ever- 
glades Club, while others were made 
fast to the banks of the Palm Beach 
Canal, several miles south of West 
Palm Beach. 

The first intimation of the storm 
early yesterday was followed by fa- 
vorable reports from the Miami fore- 
cester. The Miami report had the 
present tropical disturbance recurv- 
ing to sea to the eastward of Nassau, 
the Bahamas. 

According to all available informa- 
tion, it now appears that the storm 
shot northeastward and that Palm 


Beach and the vicinity was catching | 


the westward rim of the blow. 


* Ocean Boulevard Cut Off. 


Wind-blown débris cluttered the 
highways around Palm Beach. The 
Ocean Boulevard was blocked along 
the stretch that was reclaimed after 
the hurricane of September, 1926, 
had taken the road away. 

So far, the North Ocean Boulevard, 
on which are Winter residences of 
E. T. Stotesbury and others, was 
still open to traffic. 

“he apparent assurance this morn- 
ing that the storm would not hit 
here in full force brought out many 
persons on the streets and into the 
rain which started early in the day. 
During the afternoon, after. the 
barometer had begun its descent, 
residents donned bathing suits, as 
business suspended, and started for 
the ocean front to take precautions 
to protect property. 

At 6 P. M. the centre of the hurri- 
cane was reported at about seventy 
miles southeast of Palm Beach and 
moving slowly north-northeast.

Later the tanker was towed 
to Prall’s Island by two tugs and 
there beached. 

Captain Anthony Morieski, 28 years 
old, of 81 Hope Avenue, Passaic, 
N. J., and Engineer George Terrable, 
26, of Hasbrouck Heights, N. J., had 
been cleaning the feed. pipe, which 
was clogged, and the firemen believe 
that a small amount of gasoline had 
leaked out. The two men had just 
started the engine, while Harry 
Katler, of 141 River Drive, Passaic, 
business agent of the tanker’s own- 
er, the United States Oil Company, 
‘was about to cast off but had not yet 
slipped the hawser when .the .explo- 
siori carried him to the dock.

FOREIGN POLICIES DEBATED 


Dr, Lotane Leads Discussion of Our 
Interventions -in Latin America at 


Institute of Public Affairs. 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHARLOTTESVILLE, Va., Aug. 7. 
—Count Carlo Sforza, speaking be- 
fore the Institute of Public Affairs 
tonight on ‘‘Have We a Crisis of 
Democracy?” expressed a firm belief 
in the permanence of democratic 
ideals of government, despite the 
trend toward dictatorships in cer- 
tain European countries. 

Introducing himself as. the native 
of a countty ‘‘whose Government is 
presently the most striking negation 


of freedom,’’ the Italian Senator, 
who has served his country as Min- 
ister for Foreign Affairs and Am- 
bassador to France, expressed the 
conviction that even Russia, ‘‘the 
verter in which dictatorship is most 
strongly entrenched,’’ is at the part- 
ing of the roads, and-that to the list 
of countries which have fallen into 
dictatorship other new, strong na- 
tional creations might be opposed. 

Pointing out that European re- 
covery has been most rapid where 
popular freedom and democratic con- 
trol have remained untouched, Count 
Sforza declared that what matters 
after all is not a bare list of coun- 
tries fallen into dictatorships, but 
results, and that results are all for 
democracy. 


Institute Turns to Foreign Affairs. 


Count Sforza’s address came at the 
end of a day devoted chiefly to dis- 
cussions of foreign affairs. Although 
the institute was founded primarily 
to deal with national, State and local 
governmental problems the relations 
of the United States with Latin 
America were held to be such that 
this, question could not be ignored. 

Under the leadership of Dr. John 
A. Latane a round table and an open 
forum debate were held on this sub- 
ject, the main question being: ‘‘Does 
the right to protect lives and prop- 
erty of American citizens abroad 
justify interference in the internal 
effairs of a foreign country either by 
forceful intervention or by withhold- 
ing recognition from a de facto Gov- 
ernment which the Department of 
State considers unfriendly to Amer- 
ican interests?”’ 1 

One of the most interesting state- 
‘ments presented on this subject was 
that of Dr. Victor Belaunde, former 
Professor at the University of San 
Marcos, Peru, that much more could 
have been accomplished at the Ha- 
vana Conference had a resolution 
providing for collective intervention 
been advocated instead of the aboli- 
tion of intervention. 

Conflicts arising between Govern- 
ments, Dr. Belaunde_ declared, 
should- always be settled by arbitra- 
tion. He urged that there is need 
for new rules of international law 
governing wrongs peony out of leg- 
islative action. Accusations of ag- 
gression or imperialism, he declared, 
would be eliminated if collective in- 
tervention were substituted for uni- 
lateral intervention. 


Talks on Foreign Policies. 
The question of how our foreign 





policies are to be brought under 
constitutional or democratic control 
was described by Dr. Latane as a 
problem which American democracy 
has never had to face, yet one on 
which the future of the Republic de- 
pends. Dr. Latane enumerated re- 
cent instances of action by the 
United States in Latin-America, in- 
cluding the 8 gait of loans, the 
appointment of financial advisers, 
the use of official recognition to de- 
stroy or establish a so-called favor- 
able Government, the supervision of 
elections and.-the policy of ‘‘intel- 
lectual sanitation’ of Latin-America 
instituted by Secretary Kellogg to 
discourage the spread of radical 
propaganda in the nations to the 
South. ; : 

In the course of discussion of in- 
vestments in Latin erica, G. But- 
ler Sherwell of the Committee ‘on 
Latin-American Research of Colum- 
bia University pointed out that it is 
difficult to find ewan arn that may 
lead to a radical change in the polit- 
ical and economic conditions in the 
Central American countries until 
concession granting, ‘‘the blight in- 
herited from Mother Spain,’’ is oblit- 
erated. 

“The unfortunate feature about 
American investments in  Latin- 
America,’’ he said, ‘‘has been the 
contention, at home and abroad, that 
the policy of the United States toward 
these countries is determined by the 
interests of investors and with a 
view to obtaining economic and even 

olitical control. It has been charged 
hat the armed forces of the United 
States have been used to collect debts 
and protect grasping ‘concession 
holders. 


Denies. Debt Collection by Force. 


“The United States has -not col- 
lected debts by force,’”’ he continued, 
“and oficial declarations have made 


it quite clear that American capital 
going abroad does so at its own risk. 
The United States cannot pursue:-a 
policy of economic or financial im- 
perialism when American invést- 
ments are voluntary. Many Latin- 
American countries desiring: foreign 
capital are particularly desirous that 
such capital come from the United 
States,- since they know that the 
Government of this country seeks 
only a fair opportunity and fair 
treatment on the part of foreign Gov- 
ernments for just rights acquired in 
good faith,’’ 

If Latin-American Governments will 
adhere to the policy of protecting 
such rights, and will discontinue the 
policy of granting ruinous conces- 
sions, Mr. Sherwell foresees little 
likelihood of any considerable dis- 
turbance in the. relations of the 
‘American family of nations. 

A round-table discussion on ‘‘In- 
creasing Public Expenditures in This 
and Other Countries,’’ led by Tax 
Commissioner Mark Graves’ of New 
York, developed this morning into a 
symposium on the difficulty of enact- 


jing proper. tax legislation in State 


Legislatures, due. to the...general 
apathy of the public in regard to 
taxation and the ‘‘slipshod’’ way in 
which much of the business of the 
Legislatures is con@ucted. ?

OUT OF COURT ROOM 


Plunges Throvgh Paper “Wall 
and Slides Down Chute 
> Used by Builders. 


POLICE GIVE QUICK CHASE 


One..Bullet Pierces Shoulder .and 
.» Second Stops Flight—Has 
Long Prison Record. . 


Clarence Faulk, a slender, supple 
negro waiter, sat in the complaint 
room in West Side Court yesterday 
morning. With him were two 'com- 
panions, his partners in a robbery. 
The three were waiting for Detec- 
tive Jerome Butler to draw up the 
papers that might induce Magistrate 
Dreyer’ to start them on -their way 
to long prison sentences. 


‘Faulk, whose thirty years had |‘ 


been punctuated by various attempts 
at burglary, was sitting apart. 
While his fellows conversed in low 
tones, he said nothing. His eyes, 
the lids drooping, were fixed in a 
monotonous stare upon a wall at the 
end of the room. The wall was 


made of paper. Beyond it there 


might have been a thirty-foot drop, 
or there might have been a concrete 
bulwark. But Faulk was in a mood 
to take a chance. 


Dives Through Wall. 


Suddenly, as the rap of a gavel 
was heard, the negro leaped from the 
complaint room bench. He dived 
head-first into the paper wall, com- 
ing out on a pile of refuse that had 
been heaped up by a wrecking crew 
which was preparing for alterations 
in the court building. A foreman of 
the wrecking crew, red-haired and 
smaller than the negro, dived for 
Faulk’s knees, but was shaken off. 
Faulk gained his feet, rolled over a 


pile of rubble, and slid down a chute 


that workmen were psing to remove 
rubbish. At the end of the chute 
was a waiting truck, and Faulk 
leaped from it to the ground. 
eanwhile confusion reigned in 
the complaint room. Detective But- 
ler dropped his pen, and Detectives 
Thomas Tunney, brother of the 
champion, and Valter Mitchell wa- 
vered between following the fugitive 
and watching the remaining charges. 
Then the detectives all decided to do 
the same thing at once. They ran 
through the hole in the paper wall, 
and tumbled, one after the other, 
down the chute. Butler fired his 
pistol at Faulk as the negro ran to- 
ward Ninth Avenue down Fifty- 
fourth Street. The bullet passed 
por re his right shoulder, coming 
out the other side, but he ran on. 
At the corner of Ninth Avenue and 
Fifty-fourth Street there is a car- 
barn. Faulk made for a large open 
door and disappeared for a moment. 
Then Butler came around the cor- 
ner, saw the fugitive headed for a 
sandpit, and fired again. The bul- 
let hit Faulk above the heart. The 
negro stumbled, made a last futile 
effort to burrow into the sand, and 
collapsed. Detectives Tunney and 
Mitchell came up behind Butler, 
their pistols drawn, but there was 
nothing else to do. Faulk was taken 
to Bellevue, where his condition last 
night was ‘said to be serious. His 
record shows six convictions and two 
sentences in Sing Sing.

tracting scores of spectators, Faulk’s 
two companions, Joseph Patterson 
and John Benjamin, sat stolidly on:

He told the court 
the three had stolen $1,100 worth of 
furnishings.

Thompson Names G. K. Schmidt as 
Controller and Warns Department 
Chiefs to Economize.

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—The lid, which 
has been up and down in Chicago, 
but mostly up, so often that its 
hinges are well nigh worn out, is 
down again and its clamps securely 
fastened, under rigid orders from 
William F. Russell, Mayor Thomp- 


son’s newly appointed Commissioner 
of Police.

This dis- 
trict, ruled by the indicted Ellers, 
also felt the full force of the lid to- 
day. Stege doubted that Davis’s 
murder was connected with Twen- 
tieth Ward politics. 

Capone was in distress today be- 
cause Commissioner Russell’s_lid- 
slamming order had caused post- 
ponement of the opening of his new 
gambling palace in the Hotel Lex- 
ington.

BRENNAN NOW DYING, 


_HIS\DOCTORS DECLARE 


[Mlinois Democratic Leader. Sinks 
Into Diabetic Coma’ After 
Septic Poisoning. 


Special to Thé New York Times. 

CHICAGO, .Aug. 7.—George E. 
Brennan, Democratic leader of Illi- 
nois, has. Jost his battle against 
death, his’ physicians said tonight. 
He may ‘live through the week, but 
the end is only a matterof hours 
and is inescapable. 

Mr. Brennan is at the John W. Mur- 
phy Hospital in a diabetic coma, a 
condition commonly the cause of 
death in connection with diabetes, 
one that the records show may last 
from twenty-four nours to three 
days, but is almost invariably the 
precursor of death. ; 

The first symp’oms of a sinking 
of this character began to develop 
late Monday night. Halting them 
was then beyond the powers of med- 
ical science. Mr. Brennan’s family 
were told of the condition. 

Mrs. Brennan and their daughter, 
Mary, were with him and he slowly 
lapsed into unconsciousness. At 
times he seemed to recognize them, 
but he did not spéak. Apparently 
he was not in pain. 

Dr. ©. R. G. Forrester and Dr. 
Karl Meyer, Mr. Brennan’s doctors, 


said the approach to death’s door 
was not due directly to the cause of 
his being taken to the hospital ten 
days ago, that.is, septic poisoning as 
a result of the extraction of two 
teeth, but to a kidney ailment of 
which he had been the victim for 
eight years. 

Dr. Forrester discovered proof of 
diabetes late in 1922, when Mr. 
Brennan was preparing for the 
Mayoralty primary and the later 
campaign which resulted in the elec- 
tion of Mayor Dever. An operation 
then became necessary upon the 
stump of a leg which was cut off by 
a railroad car when Mr. Brennan 
was a car checker in his youth at 
Braidwood, Il. 


PROF. SVERDRUP ARRIVES. 


Scientist Ascribes Failure of Flights 
to Labrador Current. 


Professor Harald Sverdrup, who 
arrived from Oslo on the Norwegian- 
America liner Stavangerfjord yester- 
day, said that in his opinion the 
failure of recent Western transat- 
lantic flights was due to weather 
conditions caused by the Labrador 
current, which is extremely predomi- 
nant this year and has brought wind, 
ice and fog. 

Professor Sverdrup, who is a noted 
explorer and scientist, has come over 
to deliver an address on oceanogra- 
phy at Woods Hole, Mass., at the 
convention of the National Academy 
of Sciences. He said that he did 
not believe either the Nobile expedi- 
tion or Commander Bryd’s expedi- 
tion to the Antarctic will add any- 
thing to science.

lis important place among the textile fibers now assured 


Introduced as artifical silk, rayon at first fell 
farshortofactively competing withthenatural 
fiber. Early progress was comparatively slow. 

The reverse may be said of the past five 
years. Improved yarns and a better under- 
standing of rayon’s characteristics have 
steadily widened its use. Cotton, wool, linen 


HE manufacture of artificial silk be- 

gan in 1892 in France. First pro- 
cesses used cotton linters for the cellu- 
lose base. Today 75 per cent is viscose 
rayon which utilizes wood pulp. 


Output before the war was accounted 
for almost entirely by four countries: 
France, Germany, Great Britain and 
Belgium. In the United States, little ad- 
vance was made until after 1912. War 
and post-war developments have greatly 
altered this situation. The United States 
has become the largest producer, turn- 
ing out ever one-fourth of the total and 
showing consistent gains each year. 


Between 1919 and 1927 world produc- 
tion of rayon jumped from 40,000,000 to 
285,000,000 pounds. The Armistice re- 
leased man power and raw materials, 
munition plants were easily converted 
to rayon mills, stocks of goods were de- 
pleted, and depreciated currencies 
brought strong demand for textiles of 
low cost. : 


Wide Activity This Year 


Improved methods and better yarns 
also have helped give the industry new 
impetus. Plant capacity is being ex- 
panded at a higher rate than last year. 
New. companies have been formed and 
established companies are adding new 
units. Domestic production, itis thought, 
will reach 100 million pounds for 1928, 
and total world output more than 300 
million. 

Such expansion naturally leads to new 
talk of over-production. Demand for 
rayon has been slow this spring, 
especially the last few months; but prob- 
ably this is due to the present inactive 
condition of all textiles. 


For several years considerable fault 
was found with rayon goods, both by 
manufacturers and consumers, use 
of their low ténsile strength and their 
peculiar affinity for dyes. They were 
also heavy, extremely lustrous, and lack- 
ing in elasticity. Knit goods had a de- 
cided tendency to sag and stretch, and 
the smooth threads once broken would 
slip and run more readily than silk. Due 
largely to their chemical composition, 
rayon yarns and fabrics would not take 
the same dyes as silk, cotton or wool. 
Popularly-known as artificial silk, the 
new fiber was discredited because it 
would not stand the same treatment 
accorded real silk or cotton. 


Product Greatly Improved 


Experiments have brought great. im- 
provements. For some rayons it has 
been necessary to develop a new line of 
dyes. These, however, have made possi- 
ble effects not otherwise attainable. Fur- 
ther chemical treatment, tighter twisting 
of the filaments, etc., have helped a great, 
deal in subduing the high sheen. The 
creation of hollow filament yarns rot 
only has reduced ‘the luster of viscose

yarns but has lessened their weight and 
increased their covering capacity. Elas- 
ticity and tensile strength have been 
improved. The result has been a finer, 
softer yarn with qualities more nearly 
approaching natural silk. 


Toward other textiles rayon plays a 
dual role, stimulating demand in some 
instances, competing sharply in others. 
Used with the older fabrics it has proven 
a means of introducing novelty effects 
of unusual sales appeal. Creations of 
exclusive Juxury fabrics by French 
manufacturers, on the other hand, and 
their employment by French designers, 
has started the industry toward a new 
standing. Especially worthy of mention 
is the notable success of rayon velvets. 
Wool coatings with designs worked out 
in artificial silk, window curtains of cot- 
ton similarly treated, and various ma- 
terials for interior decoration, all have 
served to help erase the old notion of 
rayon as a cheap and artificial fiber. 


In knit goods and cotton goods a vol- 
ume market has been developed. The 
most active item in American wash goods 
departments this. year has been rayon 
voiles, selling in competition with cotton 
voiles and other sheer constructions. 
How close they have come to competition 
with silk voiles and chiffons cannot. yet 
be determined. ire 


Rayon vs. Real Silk 


However, the possibility of rayon’s 
cutting into the consumption of real silk 
now begins to deserve consideration. As 
rayon approaches silk in quality, its two 
advantages as a wholly manufactured 
product are emphasized: production can 
be expanded or contracted quickly in 
response to demand, and. prices are 
usually :established for several months 
at a time. 


Rayon’s future competition with wool 
and cotton is more problematical. It al- 
ready has replaced cotton to a large 
extent in underwear and its introduction 
into men’s underwear, if well received, 
will further compete. with cotton. In 
dress: goods, rayon’s advance has been 
almost entirely in use with cotton and 
has increased rather than decreased the 
sales of cotton goods. Seasonal varia- 
tions in styles may give rayon a com- 
parative, advantage intermittently but 


and even silk manufacturers are employing 
it to give to their products a new decorative 
appeal. It now begins to encroach on the 
province of natural silk. Already established 
in the apparel, furniture and decoration 
fields, the ultimate possibilities in rayon are 
as yet undefined, 


cotton has wearing qualities and cover- 
ing capacity that rayon manufacturers 
are not trying to simulate. 

Wool consumption has declined 15 
per cent in the last five years, due to in- 
creasing favor for lighter weight clothes. 
Rayon gained some of this loss but it is 
silk that actually has cut into this field. 
The use of rayon as a decorative feature 
in woolen and worsteds is very small 
comparatively and as in the case of cot- 
tons is more likély to increase than de- 
crease the consumption of wool. Sniafil 
and other fibers spoken of as artificial 
wool have so far proved valuable only 
in weaving with tops into lower-grade 
cloths. By their employment woolen 
goods which are now high compared to 
the other textiles may be enabled to 
compete on a more profitable basis. 

Rayon’s silky qualities give it popular 
appeal while its price makes it accessible 
to the volume market. Unlimited possi- 
bilities for increasing production prevent 
seasonal shortages such as occur in the 
case of natural fibers. These factors, to- 
gether with the manner in which new 
uses have been found for rayon yarns 
with every considerable improvement in 
quality, seemingly make it safe to pre- 
dict the ever increasing importance in 
the textile field.

Extended Rediscount Power 
of Federal Reserve Banks 


The amendment of May 29 to the 
Federal Reserve Act, extending the re- 
discount power of Federal reserve banks, 
should benefit not only member banks 
but also agriculture, industry, and com- 
merce in general. It broadens the types 
of sight or demand drafts which a Fed- 
eral reserve bank may rediscount for, or 
purchase from, member banks. 

For almost a decade the reserve banks 
had no power to rediscount sight drafts 
held by member banks. This denied 
rediscount facilities to an important type 
of agricultural paper—sight or demand 
drafts secured by bills of lading on wheat, 
cotton, and other agricultural products 
in shipment, on which member banks 
lend in large volume during crop moving 
seasons. 

Reserve bank officials felt these drafts, 
although without definite maturity, were 
a liquid and desirable form of paper. In 
1923, a new provision was written into 
Section 18 of the Federal Reserve Act 
making them eligible for rediscount un- 
der certain conditions. 

However, the term “agricultural prod- 
ucts” contained in the 1923 provision 
caused difficulty. Because of certain 
court decisions defining similar terms it 
seemed appropriate for the Federal Re- 





The Trend of 
New Capital Issues 
During the First Half of 1928 


The figures of new capital issues dis- 


close a total for the first six months of 
1928 slightly lower than for the same 
period of 1927. This is the first time 
since 1928 that new issues have not ex- 
ceeded those of the previous year. 

However, refunding operations during 
this period were much greater than last 
year’s large volume. As a result of this 
increased refinancing, total offerings were 
about 7 per cent. greater than in the first 
half of 1927. 

A significant change is the increase in 
new stock issues as opposed to the de- 
cline in new bond issues. New bond flo- 
tations in the first half of 1928 were 
about 18 per-cent. smaller than last year. 
Stock issues increased more than 50 per 
cent. New domestic offerings declined 
7 per cent., while foreign offerings 
amounted to almost a billion dollars, an 
increase of 31 per cent. Foreign financ- 
ing in the corporate field showed a pro- 
nounced advance as compared with last 
year, but the amount of foreign govern- 
ment and municipal loans was practically 
unchanged. European capital require- 
ments also showed an increase.

It also makes sight 
or demand drafts eligible for rediscount 
in connection with exportation as well as 
domestic shipment of such products. 
The third change in the law is more 
technical. The old law was concerned 
with bills which “‘are drawn to finance” 
shipments. The new law concerns bills 
which “grow out of” shipments. This 
change in wording indicates that the 
rediscount facility will not be limited 
solely to bills drawn to finance a ship- 
ment in the first instance. It is believed 
that the phrasing is broad enough to 
cover sight drafts drawn by one bank 
upon another and secured by documen- 
tary export bills on their way to market, 
either for discount or as exchange.

Reconstructing 
Inheritance Taxes 


In the years preceding 1925, the estate 
of a resident of this country who died 
might be subject to three distinct classes 
of inheritance taxation. 


1. By the Federal Government 

2. By the State of his residence 

8. By otherStates, on securitiesin their 

jurisdiction 

In 1925, President Coolidge suggested 
cooperation between the various states 
with a view to correcting this situation. 
As a result of the interest aroused, the 
following measures have been adopted: 

1. The maximum rate of the Federal 

tax has been reduced from 40 per 

cent to 20 per cent, and the limit of 

exemption for estates of resident 

decedents has been raised from 

$50,000 to $100,000. 

2. The Federal government allows 

a credit against the Federal tax of 

inheritance taxes paid to any state, 

up to 80 per cent of the amount of 

the Federal tax. 


8. Many states have made recipre- . 

cal agreements designed to lighten 

the inheritance taxes on property of 
decedents of other states. 

The third measure has been effective 
in removing an unsound form-of taxa- 
tion. Formerly, if a resident of New York 
died owning stock in a Colorado corpo- 
ration, for example, the State of Colo- 
rado collected an inheritance tax from 
the estate of the New York decedent on 
the theory that he had enjoyed the pro- 
tection of the laws of Colorado through 
his ownership of stock in a corporation 
chartered by the latter State. In some 
cases, these taxes on the estate through 
the very multiplicity of the states levy- 
ing them, ran into large sums of money. 
Under certain circumstances it was pos- 
sible for taxes due to exceed the amount 
of the estate. 

Now many states agree not to tax the 
intangible personal property of New 
York decedents in return for the promise 
of New York not to levy a similar tax 
against decedents of those states, 

‘There has been no substantial change 
-in the amount of inheritance taxes levied 
by the individual states on the estates 
of their own residents. But the Federal 
estate tax has been reduced, the severity 
of its provisions lessened, and the unjust 
tax on the intangible personalty of non- 
resident decedents has been eliminated 
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Foreign Credits , 
and the : 
German Money Market

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Among the numerous influences to which the’ 
money market is subject there are some in 
country which repeat themselves typically 
longerorshorter intervals. Foryearsithasbeenoba 
served in Germany that a fewdaysbeforethestock, 
exchange settlement call money usually 
more plentiful at receding rates, because the funds’ 
accumulated in anticipation of the settlement 
sought temporary profitable employment as call 
money on the stock exchange. Funds collected: 
for reparation payments likewise serve to 
money rates inasmuch as the central 
which accumulate these funds and on the due 
dates transfer them to the reparation agent, are 
in a position lace them temporarily at 
disposal of the money market. To a larger or! 
smaller extent this is particularly manifest in 
connection with the interest on the Industrie 
Obligationen under the Dawes plan, which the 
Bank Fuer Industrie Obligationen collects twice 
annually and places at interest before the money, 
is finally handed over.

Short term American money is of importance 
to Germany because to a certain extent it serves, 
transitory purposes, viz., the carrying through, 
of transactions which are settled within a short 
time. As naturally a comparatively small part 
only of the foreign funds placed here on daily 
call can be used for such purposes, the sum’ 
available for such transactions decreases in the' 
same proportion as the total amount of foreign' 
funds in Germany. This circumstance probably 
contributed to the further tightening of 
rates in Germany during July when for the first 
time the supply of the market with daily money, 
resulting from the above mentioned 
tory arrangements, became less noticeable. The} 
carry over rate was raised by 144% and is 
on an average 814% as against 8% in June and 
May. This stiffening of interest rates offers a 
certain inducement to foreign countries to 
ploy funds in Germany and it is a fact that) 
quite recently short dated American , credits 
have again been placed here.

Only three crews are left, 
all Anglo-Saxon—the Canadian Argo- 
mauts, the Thames Rowing Club of 
London and the Californians. 


California to Row Canada. 


As a result of the draw the Ameri- 
ean eight will row the Canadians 


tomorrow, the winner to meet Great 
Britain on Friday for the Olympic 
rowing championship. The general 
opinion is that the Californians 
should win tomorrow by a narrow 
margin and that the final on Friday 
should be a great struggle. 

The race today between California 
and Italy was dull, the losers setting 
a stroke of fifty at the start, trying 
to jump away to a good lead.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7-—T. V. 

O’Connor, Chairman of the United 
States Shipping Board, disclaimed 
any responsibility today for improper 
training of: the American Olympic 
team, which was quartered on the 
President Roosevelt, a Government- 
owned vessel, at Amsterdam. The 
coaches of the team, he asserted, 
were responsible for the diets.

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 7 (),—An at- 
tempt to withdraw the United States 
team from competition because of 
a decision adverse to the American 
boxers in the first elimination bouts 
of the Olympic championships today 
will be made tomorrow, it was re- 
vealed after the bouts.

Stumpf, manager of the team, has 
determined to see General Douglas 
MacArthur, President of the Amer- 
ican Olympic Committee, tomorrow 
morning ‘in regard to withdrawing 
the squad.

KEPT IN OLYMPICS 


International Federation Votes, 
16 to 6, to Retain. Six Track 
and Field Events, ~ 


800-METER RUN IS DROPPED 


Women Lose Plea for Ten Tests as 
Canadians Vote That All 
Be Abolished. 


ALISTERDAM, Aug. 7 (#).—The In- 
ternational Amateur Athletic Feder- 
ation, after a spirited debate, to 
voted 16 to 6 to retain the women’s 
track and field events in the Olym- 
pic program, but by a vote of 14 ta 8 
it rejected a full list of ten events 
asked by the Women’s International 
Sports Federation, 

he 800-meter event, which was 
the most hotly contested of all the 
program, was rejected by a 12-to-9 
vote, with one abstention, while the 
broad jump, shot-put and 200 meters 
jorit also failed to command a mae 
ority. 

The six events, which 2t American 
suggestions. found favor with the 
federation’s delegates, weve the 100 
meters flat, the 400-meters relay, the 
high jump, the discus t>row, the 
javelin and the 80-meter h-irdle. 

Those opposing the retention. of 
the women’s events in the Olympics 
were headéd by a country whose woe 
men athletes won the present Olym- 
pic women’s track and field meet~ 
Canada. The Canadian delegates 
were supported by Great Britain, 
Ireland; Finland, Hungary and Italy. 


Australia Breaks Away. 


Australia and South Africa bolted 
the British Empire’s united front 
and voted: for the women’s events, 
as did also the United States, Japan, 
Austria, Belgium, Tcnmark Es- 
tonia, Frarcs, Germeanv, Greece Hol- 
land, Norway, Poland, Sweden and 
Switzerland. 

The United States delegation op- 
posed the inclusion of the 800-meter 
run, the broad jump, the shot-put 
and the 200-meter dash among the 
women’s events but the 200-meter 
event came very near adoption, The 
vote on it stood deadlocked with 
eleven nations favoring and eleven 
opposing, whereupon e organiza. 
tion’s President, Edstrom of Sweden, 
cast the deciding vote against it. 

At the suggestion of the Japanese 
peers. kag the I. A. A. F. council will 
consider the advisability of including 
some middle distance run such as 
500 or 600 meters. A special com- 
mission will also look into a plan for 
holding trial heats for the women’s 
events at Los Angeles in 1932 on suc- 
cessive mornings and, setting aside a 
a day for women’s finals exclu- 
sively. 


Lady Heath Makes Plea. 


The women’s athletics question was 
settled after considerable oratory in 
which Lady Heath of Great Britain 
urged somewhat dramatically: ‘‘Let 
us help you raise our national ban- 
ners on the Olympic pole. We are 
now your comrades and co-workers 
in . industry, commerce, art and 
science, why not in athletics? If you 
approve of athletics for women at all 
you must approve of participation in 
the Olympics, for women need the 
stimulus of matching their prowess 
against others of the world’s best 
athletes quite as much as the men.’’ 

Replying to the argument that wo- 
men were not in the ancient Greek 
ONES, Lady Heath retorted that 
neither were the Lop, step and jump, 
fencing and pistol shooting.

SARATOGA SPRINGS, N. Y., Aug. 
7.—A yearling colt was sold here to- 
night for $75,000 which is the great- 
est amount ever paid in America and 
Surpasses all recorded sales for 
yearlings elsewhere in the world. 
The colt is by Whisk Broom II out 
of Payment and was purchased by 
the East-Land Farm Syndicate from 
Mrs. Thomas J. Regan of Muir, Ken- 
tucky. A glamour of mystery was 
thrown about the purchase by the 
secrecy surrounding the identity of 
the persons composing the syndicate. 

The ay J in the sales ring was 
made by B. L. Squires as agent for 
other interests. Pressed to reveal 
those for whom he was acting, 
he declined. Later, however, it was 
ascertained that Charles V. B. Cush- 
man and A. S. Cushman were mem- 
-bers of the syndicate making the 
purchase. 

The sale was made on the second 
night of the Fasig-Tipton yearling 
sales and the colt was knocked down 
by E. J. Tranter, President of the 
company. Tranter himself made a 
bid of $70,000 for an unnamed 
woman. This purchaser originally 
gave Tranter an order to go as high 
2 peat but later raised the figure 


Tranter Out of Bidding. 


When Squires went to $75,000 
Tranter withdrew. The sale price ex- 
ceeds by $5,000 the price paid by W. 
R. Coe in 1927 for a Hurry On— 
Fatima II colt which has since been 


named Hustle On and which is ex- 
poted to make his first racing start 

n the forthcoming Hopeful. It sur- 
passes also the figure of $72,500, 
which is the highest recorded price 
for an English yearling.. It is also 
$1,000 more than the price of $74,000 
reported to have been paid in Eng- 
land recently. 

The bit of horseflesh that caused 
all the excitement is a good-sized 
mar aad foaled on March 19, 1927. 

e is a brother to Uome and three- 
fourths brother to Spot Cash. Whisk 
Broom II, sire of the colt, is also the 
sire of Victorian, Whiskery, Diavolo, 
Nedana and John P. Grier. 

Charles V. B. Cushman has been 
well known for years as one inti- 
mately connected with horses. He 
has shown with great success in 
horse shows and is a comparatively 
recent addition to the ranks of 
thoroughbred owners. He was active 
in the yearling market last season 
and paid substantial sums for sev- 
eral horses. Among them was Pen- 
nant Lass, a filly by Broomstick, 
and Sir Martin, a half-brother to 
aaa winner of last year’s Hope- 


Mr. Cushman’s silks have flashed 
to the front in several of the races 
of lesser importance, but he has yet 
to win a stake of note. Although 
she has run two good races, Pennant 
Lass is yet to graduate from the 
maiden ranks. 


Mrs. Regan Congratulated. 

Mrs. Thomas J. Regan, breeder of 
the colt, was present in the sales 
paddock and was congratulated by 
friends and contemporaries. While 
Mrs. Regan has been a breeder of 
horses for years she has never bred 
either colt or filly to bring a price 
remotely approaching that paid to- 

ht. The sale of Mrs. Regan’s 
ety followed the sale of the 
Belair Stud and Sanford Stud year- 
usm and took place late in the eve- 
ning. 

That something out of the ordinary 
was ted could be seen from the 
wa: ose attending remained in 
their seats despite the lateness of the 
hour. The bidding of this record 
price was accomplished without a 
great deal of excitement, although

Johnny Bejshak rode the winger 
and was also up on the Sagamore 
Stable’s Montferrat, winner of the 
Wilton Handicap, the secondary fea- 
ture. Bejshak’s double pleased Henry 
McDaniel, Cochran’s trainer.  . 

Bejshak had a narrow escape f##om 
injury while exercising a horse re- 
cently when his mount propped and 
hurled him against a pole, but his 
coolness saved him. 


Montferrat Off in Front. 


In riding Montferrat to victory by 
half a length over the highly favored 
Sun Forward, from the J. P. Smith 


stable, Bejshak followed different 
tactics than in the Catskill. He got 
Montferrat off in front at the snap 
of the barrier and kept him there 
despite the determined challenge of 
Sun Forward all the way down the 
stretch. K. E. Hitt’s Hot Toddy took 
third, five lengths behind Sun For- 
ward. 

In the Catskill Caricature and Bud 
Fisher’s John J. Williams were the 
joint favorites at 9 to 2. They fin- 
ished at opposite ends of the field, 
Caricature first and John J. Wil- 
liams last. At the start Fisher’s 
horse was in front, but Mordine was 
rushed into the lead and opened up 
two lengths on Caricature going 
through the backstretch, with J. J. 
Moran’s Campanin rated third. 

Going around the turn H. P. Whit- 
ney’s Sage Boys moved up to displace 
Campanini in third position, while 
Mordine was still going along jat a 
smart pace.

LONDON, Aug. 7.—A: British pro- 
posal which will have the general 
effect of making the game of golf 


harder will be submitted to the 
United States Golf Association, it is 
understood, upon the arrival in New 
York of Norman Boase, chairman, 
and Henry Gulien, secretary of the 
championship committee of the Royal 
and Ancient Golf Club, who are now 
on the high seas en route. to America 
with the British: Walker Cup team. 

Recently the: Royal and Ancient 
Club called together the manufac- 
turers of golf balls and, it is stated, 
discussed with them the production 
of a ball to Swe the present one, 
which, itis felt, is making the game 
too easy. — ' 

No official announcement of the 
result of the meeting has been is- 
sued, but it is gathered that the Brit- 
ish proposal is that. the size of ‘the 
ball shall’ be increased from 1.62 
inches in diameter to 1.68 and that 
the weight ‘be reduced from _ the 
prevent .

Sports of the Tims 


By JOHN 


HAT is the lesson to be learned from the recent 
Olympic Games at Amstérdam? Ernie Hjert- 
berg, veteran of many international campaigns 

and former trainer of the Swedish and Dutch Olym- 
pic teams, has some interesting ideas on the subject. 
Mr. Hijertberg broadcasting on a short wave length 
with plenty of kilocycles in reserve: 

“I’ve held all along that in amateur athletics we in 
this country don’t do enough for our working-boy ath- 
letes. Practically all our scoring positions at Amster- 
dam were gained by college athletes or college-trained 
athletes. In previous Olympic Games non-college men 
were our winners in the weight events, but this year 
it was almost a clean sweep for college competitors 
as far as our winners and point scorers are concerned. 

“The Swedish and Finnish teams that did so well, 
comparatively speaking, were made up almost en- 
tirely of working boys. If the working boys of those 
countries can be developed into great athletes, what's 
the matter with doing the same thing in this country, 
with its much greater possibilities and opportunities? 
It can be done. Take Bob McAllister in the sprints 
and Leo Lermond in the distance run. Here are two 
real working boys. McAllister beat Williams in one 
heat, doing ten-three, and he was one of the two 
United States sprinters to reach the final. He pulled 
a tendon or something in the final, which was hard 
luck because nobody. knows what this astonishing ath- 
lete might have done if he hadn’t broken down. As 
for Lermond, ke ran the best 5,000-meter race any boy 
from this country has run in sixteen years or more. 


More of the Same. 


‘“‘Now, then, what we need is a bigger crop of ath- 
letes of that type. The field is neglected. We have 
an A. A. U. that controls amateur athletics in this 
country. What is the A. A. U. doing to develop ath- 
letes among the working classes? What should it do? 
As things are now, the colleges turn out the over- 
whelming majority of vur champion athletes. As these 
men graduate, the bigger athletic clubs usually take 
hold of them and offer them opportunities to continue 
in training and competition. It seems to me, with 
these fields well covered, the duty of the A. A. U. lies 
among the working boys, literally millions of them. 
These lads should be induced and encouragéd to take 
part in athletics. Small clubs should be started and 
fostered all over the country. 

“This could be done, and quite easily, too. Here’s 
an instance: At the present moment t'rank C. Fer- 
guson and other men interested in sports are arrang- 
ing, at my suggestion, an alliance of small athletic 
clubs in the Borough of Queens. Hach club is a neigh- 
borhood or sectional affair. There’s Flushing, Rock- 
away, Jamaica, New Utrecht, Corona, Elmhurst, and 
so on. Now, these names mean something not only to 
the club members but also to the people who live in 
that district. They appeal to local pride. So when 
Rockaway competes against Jamaica in dual meets, 
every one feels he has something at stake and an in- 
terest in the outcome. Even in New York City the 
inhabitants of certain sections cling to old allegiances. 
Murray Hill is more than a telephone exchange to 
those who have lived there for years. Then there's 
Yorkville, and Flatbush, and Bay Ridge, and Morris 
Heights, and Riverdale and Greenwich Village. 
Neighborhood rivalry could be built ‘nto athletic 
rivalry in these sections with just a Httle help and 
cooperation. And wouldn’t it be a good thing, too? 


Schoolboy Athletes. 


*“‘Another thing: What becomes of our leading 
schoolboy ethletes when they graduate from school? 


KIERAN. 


I mean high school athletes. Comparatively few of 
them go to college. What becomes of the rcst? They 
drop out of athletics for lack of opportunity to keep 
at the game. They quit. This is a heavy loss from 
an athletic viewpoint because these boys stop just 
after they have shown signs of promise and before 
they are old enough to reach top form. More than 
that, there must be another class lost: the boys who 
naturally develop late and aren’t ready to show what 
they can do in high school days. 


“Then there are those high school boys who play on 
the football teams before graduation. Rarely do they 
play football after graduation. But they are good 
athletic material. They could go in for track and 
teld activities after graduation—if they had facilities. 
But there are no facilities, or so few that it doesn’t 
solve the big problem. 


“The first thing that is needed is neighborhood clubs. 
These clubs could conduct dual meets and cross-coun- 
try runs among themselves. Why shouldn’t we have 
a hundred sectional clubs in New York City? Think 
of the number of young athletes this would bring into 
competition! Of course, we have our bigger clubs, 
o-:r school teams, our business-house athletic organiza- 
tions and all that, but this neighborhood scheme 
would bring out boys who couldn’t be reached by the 
other methods. It would tap a new field and a big 
field. 


Counting the Cost. 


‘‘How much would all this cost? Not much. The 
local groups don’t have to start with a marble club- 
house and 2 private athletic field. Prizes for competi- 
tion might be nominal. I think giving certificates 
would be a good scheme. There are plenty of athletic 
fields around the city, handy to all sections. No boys 
would have to go as far to an athletic field these days 
as all of us had to go in the old days. 

“Well, why all this boost for track athletics? I'll 
tell you why. You can practice or compete in this 
sport in almost any weather, any season and any time 
of the day. Individual equipment costs practically 
nothing—just a running suit and a pair of shoes. You 
could play about four games of baseball in the Yankee 
Stadium in a day, which would call seventy-two play- 
ers or just a few more into action.

How 
many golfers can get on a golf course? How many 
track athletes could be accommodated by the same 
extent of land? 


“All this is a big point in favor of track athletics 
over other sports for the growing boy or the young 
man, especially in crowded sections. It gives a boy 
real sport as cheaply as possible. A great number of 
boys can compete within a limited time and on a com- 
paratively small field. By getting the boys interested 
in it, their families will naturally take an interest in 
their successes and failures on the track. Neighbor- 
hood rivalry will stir up ambition and a desire to beat 
the other fellows. 


“To give a real impetus to the whole thing, to give 
the working boy a chance against the college-trained 
athlete, an adequate coaching system would have to 
be provided. The A. A. U. could arrange this through 
its sectional branches. This would be a great move- 
ment even if it didn’t turn out a champion athlete in 
ten years. Here’s a chance for the old-timers to stand 
behind a great movement for the younger genera-

But there 
is no doubt that with the foreign 
credit now at its disposal in this 
country and in England, together 
with the relatively large stock of 
gold which it now has on hand, it 
could proceed safely to stabilize the 
Spanish currency. 

When this is done, it will almost 
complete the return of Europe to 
the gold standard. All the principal 
countries except Spain have in that 
manner put their currencies in order. 
Rumania has not yet done it, though 
the foreign loan which she has been 
for some months endeavoring to 
negotiate was supposed to be mainly 
for that purpose. But her excep- 
tional case, together with the un- 
solved deflation of the currency in 
Portugal, Yugoslavia and Turkey, 
hardly counts in the general Euro- 
pean trend. Steadily, and by differ- 
ing financial expedients and at 
different valuations, all the leading 
European currencies have been made 
payable in gold. It has been a 
notable swinging back to the basis 
which the financial judgment of ex- 
perts all over the world regarded as 
indispensable before the war, but 
which had since come to be thought 
of as hopelessly shattered. Yet 
within ten years the old currency 
foundations have been built on 
again, and the effect has every- 
where been regarded as, on the 
whole, highly beneficial.

CHICKLING INDEMNITY. 


In wickeder days the Third As- 
sistant Postmaster General was 
called “the Axeman.” That official 
is still axing, but in the nobler 
method of this improved age. De- 
capitation is out. Questionnairing, 
tabulation and recapitulation are in. 
Unawed by the shadow of a defi- 
ciency foreseen by the Postmas- 
ter General, the Third Assistant took 
up not long ago the problem of 
an indemnity for deaths of day-old 
chicks shipped by mail. He framed 
a questionnaire of thirteen points, 
all relating to the mailed baby chicks 
from Jan. 1 to June 30, 1927. Every 
member of the National Baby Chick 
Association, or of any other baby 
chick association whose address was 
known to the department, got a 
copy. 

It is depressing to note that the 
industry to which so signal a mark 
of official interest was given was 
inert. Less than one-fourth of the 
chicken shippers shipped answers to 
Washington. This coldness to poul- 
try farm relief is regrettable. Is a 
benevolent Government more eager 
to indemnify than the sufferers are 
to be indemnified? Still, the sound 
moral health displayed by the ma- 
jority of the responsive minority 
more than justifies the intellectual 
and physica! ffort of the inquiry: 

If the Postoffice Department 
were to pay indemnity on account 
of the death of day-old chicks, 
would you be as particular to see 
that the day-old chicks mailed by 
you were as healthy and likely to 
withstand transportation to the ex- 
tent that you do now when the de- 
partment does not pay indemnity 
on account of the death of day-old 
chicks? Yes, 775; no, 99. 

The department’s English may 
have the pip, but its heart and that 
of the pullus-producers heard from 
is true. On the question whether, 
if indemnity were to be paid for day- 
olds deceased, the mailer would be 
content to be insured against actual 
loss, but not against the profit he 
would realize from the sale, the poll 
stood: Yes, 645; no, 229. So the 
Third Assistant’s possibility or pious 
hope seems to have been received 
less ardently than could be wished. 

‘If the department agrees to pay in- 
demnity for dead ephemeral chick- 
lings, “less deduction of a certain

Whatever uncertainty these fig- 
ures may cause regarded as facts, 
they ooze poetry. They call up the 
great deep. They sing. ‘“ Walk her 
down for Mother Carey!” But in 
August one pines for knowledge: 
“Total number of day-old chicks 
* shipped by mail, 97,137,378; by ex- 
“ press, 24,441,798.” Thus we get a 
little light upon the future “ chicken 
dinners” of a nation and are only 
left to wonder where all the ritual 
mushrooms come from. 








CIVILIAN AIDES IN MANILA. 


The Philippine Legislature now 
favors appropriating a sum of $150,- 
000 to be expended by the Secretary 
of War for technical experts to 
assist the Governor General in dis- 
charging the complex duties of his 
post. If this measure is approved 
by Governor STIMSON it will no 
longer be necessary for him to de- 
pend on army officers in the per- 
formance of civil functions. He will 
have specialists in various fields, like 
agriculture, law and finance, to ad- 
vise him. If the economic develop- 
ment of the Philippines, which not 
only Colonel STIMSON but also Fili- 
pino leaders like Senator SERGIO 
OSMENA are anxious to see carried 
out, is to be effective, the new tech- 
nical aides will be of great help. 
This is particularly true of agricul- 
ture. The Philippine farms are still 
in a primitive stage. Owing to the 
large area of immensely rich virgin 
soil, the possibilities of developing 
the resources of the islands scientifi- 
cally, following the example of the 
Dutch in their East Indies, are so 
great as to hold promise of increased 
wealth for all the people of the 
islands. 

A measure to provide advisers for 
the Governor General was voted by 
the last session of the Philippine 
Legislature, but was vetoed ty the 
Acting Governor General on the 
ground that it was inadequate and 
unconstitutional. At the time a bill 
was pending in Congress to furnish 
money from American rather than 
from Philippire sources for these 
assistants to the Governor General. 
This has not yet been acted upon. 
Since the action of the Philippine 
Legislature supplies money for one 
year only, it must be considered as 
a temporary expedient. Even should 
succeeding Legislatures renew the 
appropriation, they have it in their 
power, if ever they wish to em- 
barrass the American Executive, to 
cut or withhold the appropriation. 
By a provision in the Philippine 
Constitution the Governor General 
is empowered to continue an appro- 
priation item from the previous 
budget in the event that he disap- 
proves a new item. But this neces- 
sarily rouses opposition in the Fili- 
pino Legislature and is a possible 
cause of friction between that body 
and the Governor General. 

It has been the contention of per- 
sons who have closely studied the 
Philippine problem that the ideal 
solution would be for the American 
officials in the Philippine Islands, 
including the technical advisers of 
the Governor General, to be paid out 
of the American Treasury. There 
would be advantages in making the 
Governor’s aides wholly independent 
of Philippine politicians. As a tem- 
porary expedient, however, the deci- 
sion of the Philippine Legislature 
should be beneficial. Despite the 
able services rendered the American 
Governors in the past by military 
aides, they have had, in too many 
cases, to deal with matters which 
were beyond their experience and 
training. The logical thing is to 
provide civilian aides for the Gover- 
nor General. 


CONNECTICUT DEMOCRATS. 


The Democratic Party in Connec- 
ticut is ‘‘down but not quite out.” 
Is there any hope for it? Professor 
LANCASTER of Wesleyan University 
would like to know, and he discusses 
the question in the National Munic- 
ipal Review. If ever there was a 
moated political citadel, it is that 
over which Squire RORABACK pre- 
sides. Of the 297 members of the 
present Legislature 271 are Repub- 
licans, and the -ratio is common 
enough. Four out of five Justices of 
the State Supreme Court are Repub- 
licans, eleven out of thirteen Superior 
Court Judges. All the eight Sheriffs 
are Republicans and they have the 
appointing of 116 deputy sheriffs, 
besides the jailers and deputy jailers. 
So it goes with most of the offices 
up and down the State, save in 
the few urban centres like Water- 
bury, Danbury, Hartford and New 
Haven, which are either predomi- 
nantly Democratic or have large 
Democratic minorities. Where the 
Democrats are in a hopeless minority 
they often have a working under- 
standing with the majority party 
which assures them a few scraps of 
patronage through the long, lean 
years. 

The whole force of tradition and 
momentum is behind the Republi- 
cans. In forty years the Democrats 
have controlled the Executive de- 
partment for only six. Governor 
BALDWIN. was almost alone in his 
glory. The last Democratic United 
States Senator from Connecticut re- 
tired in 1879! CLEVELAND managed 


to carry the State by a few hundred 





votes, but BRYAN proved his party’s 
undoing there. They still speak rue- 
fully in Connecticut of the “ Bryan 
blight.” MCKINLEY beat him two to 
one, and ever since then, except in 
1912, Connecticut has gone Repub- 
lican in Presidential years. The 
Republican Party in Connecticut is 
the party of “respectability.” The 
“feudal magnates who have ruled 
“Connecticut society in Church and 
“State since the days of the Wol- 
‘ cotts, the Dwights, the Ellsworths 
“and the Trumbulls are today Re, 
“ publican almost to a man.” 

Professor LANCASTER concedes that 
there is a slight hope of rejuvenating 
the minority. He would have it 
quit accepting crumbs of patronage 
thrown from the master’s table. He 
would like to see its champions lay 
siege a little more vigorously to the 
citadel. Might not something be 
made of the alliance between the 
power interests and the dominant 
party? It would help, he thinks, 
for the party to seek new leadership. 
Nowhere does the Professor men- 
tion the present campaign and its 
personalities. They have kindled 
great hopes among the Democrats 
of the State, and planted fears in 
the hearts of the Republicans. Gov- 
ernor SMITH has many friends in 
Connecticut, and prohibition is none 
too popular in the urban communi- 
ties where the Democrats have from 
time to time shown signs of life. 
There is a contagion slipping across 
the borders from New York, and 
supporters of HOOVER will have to 
impose a vigorous quarantine if they 
would withstand it. It will prove 
particularly catching to those men 
and women of independent leanings 
who, though they may be few in 
numbers, have long been restless 
under the Republican yoke. 








POLISH AVIATION. 


In spite of their narrow escape 
from disaster, Majors IDZIKOWSKI 
and KUBALA talk of trying again. 
They carried no radio outfit, they 
took with them no dependable rub- 
ber boat, and if they provided them- 
selves with a repair kit they did not 
prove themselves expert in mending 
a broken feed pipe which disabled 
the motor. It was providential that, 
on their return flight toward Spain, 
they fell in with the Samos, which 
not only rescued the Polish aviators 
but salvaged their machine. Their 
misadventure, which has its own 
lessons, should not divert attention 
from the progress that Poland is 
making in commercial aviation. 

Poland, which was really the heart 
of Continental Europe, could qualify 
as a maritime nation only by per- 
mitted access to the Port of Danzig 
through a corridor. No one expected 
Poles to challenge the Atlantic and 
attempt to do what airmen of Eng- 
land and France had failed to ac- 
complish. But the plane in the air 
is now a common sight in that 
country. For six years the Polish 
Air Transportation Company has 
been operating services between the 
principal cities and into adjoining 
countries. The number of flights in- 
creased from 271 in 1922 to 3,779 in 
1927, passengers carried from 659 to 
8,160, kilometers flown from 104,688 
to 1,054,546. Mail, baggage and com- 
modities are transported. Among the 
cities embraced in the routes are 
Danzig, Warsaw, Lemberg, Czerno- 
witz, Vienna, Lodz and Cracow. One 
can ride from Warsaw to Vienna 
for 120 zloty, a little over $13 of 
American money. Some of the 
services are daily, others three 
times weekly. The Silesian and the 
Posen Aero companies have separate 
routes. Late in 1927 services to con- 
nect with the German trunk lines 
from Berlin to Moscow and to Con- 
Stantinople were projected. Poland 
is a party to the International Con- 
vention for Air Navigation. In the 
1927-28 budget was an appropriation 
of 6,500,000 zloty, about $715,000, 
for civil aviation. As in the United 
States, many of Poland’s best avia- 
tors are trained in the army. So, 
on a survey of its activities, it does 
not seem extraordinary that Majors 
IDZIKOWSKI and KUBALA came to the 
front to try their fortune in a flight 
across the Atlantic to New York 
from the shores of friendly France. 


. IN. GREAT-GRANDFATHER’S 
- DAY. 

Not one hundred and fifty years 
ago—three generations only—there 
was in formation a new nation, and 
there was in existence a simple civi- 
lization upon the basis of which an 
entirely different one has since been 
erected. How different the new is 
from the old has rarely been more 
clearly presented than by an article 
in The Atlantic Monthly for August, 
being a translation of an old diary 
kept by FRANCOIS, Marquis de Barbe- 
Marbois. The social order was com- 
plete, but in many respects seemed 
crude both te the observer who kept 
the diary and to us who read it. 

In 1779 those people began the 
day with wine and cakes; at 10 in 
the morning they drank tea or cof- 
fee and ate fruit or cold meat; wine 
was drunk with every visitor and 
often before sitting down to a mid- 
day dinner that lasted two hours; at 
5 there was more drinking, and a 
frugal supper topped off the. gas- 
tronomics of the day. ‘There were 
no napkins; the long ends of. the 
tablecloth served that purpose. The 
women all sat together at. table; 
they left at dessert and the men 
drank and told the usual kind of 
post-prandial stories. _The women 
ugéd no rouge or powder, and what 





stays they wore were loose. ~The 
State severely punished: infractions 
of ordinance, but if a man paid the 
equivalent of fifty dollars he might 
beat his wife. They had ugly houses 
with no ante-rooms; opened the doors 
themselves; the Judges went about 
their circuits afoot and the leading 
citizens did the family marketing. 
The museum building of the uni- 
versity was “ hardly extraordinary,” 
and the college President made a 
bad error in Latin while welcoming 
the diary-keeper and his friends. A 
very great man of the colony, re- 
vered in history, scorned, as did his 
neighbors, the use of a handkerchief 
for specific purposes. One could not 
mention knees, legs or garters to 
the ladies, but it was agreeable to 
suggest “ bundling” to one of them. 
New York’s innermost east side does 
not now observe the Sabbath in 
more orthodox fashion. 

This social order was not discov- 
ered by the Marquis de Barbe-Mar- 
bois in Europe, Asia or Africa. He 
found it in Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut. less than one hundred and 
fifty years ago.. Now the descen- 
dants of these simple folk, “who 
“had no galleries, no public gar- 
“dens, no palaces, no magnificent 
“temples, but held sacred any- 
“thing to do with liberty,” find 
in the immigrant colonies of these 
same cities, and even among the 
sons and daughters of immigrants, 
much the same kind of simple civili- 
zation, and naturally regard it as 
very vulgar indeed. The Atlantic 
article suggests that if the present 
descendants of. the forefathers of 
1779 will be patient for another gen- 
eration they will see among these 
immigrants as swift social progress 
as their own families have made. 

Their will to be patient may be 
stimulated by the fact that the uni- 
versity whose President made the 
palpable mistake in Latin in 1779 
was Harvard.

Not much {fs 
heard in the United 
States of the Six- 
ty-fifth Provision- 
al Regiment of 
Porto Rico, although army officers 
know it to be a soldierly body. The 
enlistments are mainly of natives. 
The commissioned officers are both 
Americans and Porto Ricans. 

Recently the Sixty-fifth has distin- 
guished itself by setting a record for 
rifle marksmanship for the whole 
army. By this it has won $25,000 in 
additional pay. Every man qualified 
as a marksman. The average score 
was 299.6 out of a possible 350. Cor- 
poral Mauave made the highest score, 
332. Six hundred and eighty-seven 
officers and men took part in the 
annual test. Two hundred and sev- 
enty-three got into the expert class 
with scores of 306 or better, and 272 
won the sharpshooter’s badge with 
290 or better. The ranges were 200, 
300, 500 and 600 yards, and the shoot- 
ing was done from four positions— 
prone, standing, sitting and kneeling. 

Formerly the old escambron field 
in Puerto de Tierra was used. It 
lay ‘along the seashore, where’ wind 
and sun conditions were not good. 
But year after year the marksman- 
ship ‘of the Porto Ricans was excel- 
lent. Meanwhile, a modern range at 
Camp Buchanan was being prepared. 
Now the Sixty-fifth leads the United 
States Army.

Claims of perfect 
beauty and long life 
for as the reward for the

psec teeth are not made by 
The Journal of the American Dental 
Association. It is more modest than 
that. To neglect children’s teeth will 
not necessari‘y cause disease and dis- 
figurement, but will subject them in 
adult life to suffering and ineffi- 
ciency. Most medical work is now 
projected along preventive lines, and 
dentistry is taking its place in the 
modern ranks. 

Two years ago one of the dentists’ 
organizations passed resolutions de- 
claring that ‘‘the only hope of real 
progress lies in the prevention or 
early control of dental disease.’’ It 
is proposed to carry the banner 
further in the coming meeting of the 
American Dental Association at Min- 
neapolis this month. 

One important work which all den- 
tists can do in their practice is to 
educate parents to guard their chil- 
dren’s deciduous teeth. Instead of 
ignoring the ‘‘baby teeth,’’ unless a 
painful emergency demands speedy 
attention, they must learn that sys- 
tematic examination and regular hy- 
gienic care will solve most of the 
dental problems which now confront 
adults. When people recognize the 
significance of children’s dentistry, 
they will demand the service by 
which the association expects to 
“mold the human countenance into 
lines of grace and beauty, and give 
growing children a fairer chance in 
life.’’

‘THE KELLOGG TREATY. 


Europe’s Interpretation Is Seen as 
Differing From Ours. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The approaching signature of the 
Kellogg treaty to outlaw war raises 
certain questions for all who oppose 
contractual participation by the 
United States in European affairs or 
the assumption. by the United States 
of commitments involving such par- 
ticipation. While, in so far as Ameri- 
can interpretation and therefore re- 
sulting policy are concerned, one 
may accept at its face value Secre- 
tary Kellogg’s statement that since 
his treaty is without sanctions it is 
similarly free of legal commitments, 
one ig nevertheless bound to recog- 
nize that European opinion places 
a wholly different interpretation 
upon it. 

The comment of Sir Austen Cham- 
berlain the other day and the many 
published statements of public men 
in all European countries have dis- 
closed the fact that not only does 
Europe regard the sole value attach- 
ing to the proposed treaty to reside 
in the extent to. which the United 
States is prepared to back its words 
by action, but also sees in the mere 
fact that we have proposed the 
treaty the disclosure of a total re- 
versal of our attitude toward Europe. 

These European assumptions may 
be summed up in the statement.that 
European public opinion believes 
that as a consequence of the new 
treaty the United States will join in 
any League action to employ mili- 
tary and naval force against any na- 
tion pronounced by the League au- 
thority to be an aggressor, or at the 
very least, will respect the naval 
blockade and the financial and eco- 
nomic boycotts which the same body 
may pronounce against any power. 
In either case we should become, 
legally, co-belligerents with _ the 
League powers. : 

Thus the distinction between Presi- 
dent Wilson’s proposal and that of 
Secretary Kellogg would appear to 
lie in the fact that while the former 
legally bound us to share in Euro- 
pean operations, having participated 
in the discussions which led to un- 
dertaking them, the latter would 
bind- us morally to share in similar 
operations which had been decided 
As between 
the two, it seems hardly to be ques- 
tioned that the former was the less 
dangerous. 

But assuming, as one can safely, 
that there is little likelihood that the 
people of the United States would 
accept this European interpretation 
of the Kellogg pact and that as a 
consequence the physical risks are 
insignificant, there does remain the 
obvious certainty that if at the mo- 
ment of a European crisis we re- 
fused to act: we should be exposed 
to precisely the same storm of criti-' 
cism and moral reprobation which 


attended our rejection of the peace 
treaties. 

The patent truth is that, in ad- 
vance of oe, eee of ‘the Kel- 
logs com Europe has given clear 

unm sable proof that it gives 
this’ document a totally different in- 
terpretation from that of its Ameri- 
can author and an interpretation also 
at variance with all American under- 
standing or purpose.

“Dr. Frank P. Graves, State Com- 
missioner of Education and represen- 
tative of the small givers who, under 
the auspices of the Carnegie Endow- 
ment:-for International Peace, con- 
tributed $500,000 toward the rebuild- 
ing of the ‘Louvain Library, arrived 
on the: French liner Rochambeau 
yesterday.’ He‘said that disturbances 
in connection with the dedication 
had: been’ somewhat exaggerated in 
the American press, and that the 
bulk’ of sane public opinion in Bel- 
gium had been against perpetuating 
in stone war hatred, as would have 
been .done if the original motto had 
been allowed to stand. 

It’ read in’Latin as follows: “Fu- 
rore Téutonica diruta, dono Ameri- 
cano restituta.’’ “This in English is: 
“Destroyed by Teuton fury, restored 
by the generosity of America.’”’ 

“There were only two outbursts 
against the facade without this in- 
scription,’’ Dr. Graves said. . ‘‘One 
was on June 28, when a group of 
ardent nationalists destroyed some 
of the columns of the facade. These 
were restored.in wood for the actual 
ceremony. The other was on July 4, 
when, in compliment to America, the 
monument was dedicated. On that 
date an airplane flew within twenty 
feet of where I was standing and 
dropped copies of the original in- 
scription. It was hardly noticed by 
the crowd. I was speaking at the 
time and it did not even warrant 
halting my address. 

‘‘These slight demonstrations, how- 
ever, were ‘not representative. In 
Belgium, as elsewhere, there was a 
very definite objection on the part 
of respectable people’ to revive war 
spirit. Not only. such prominent 
Americans and American institutions 
as the Carnegie Endowment, the 
Commission for Relief in. Belgium, 
the Institute of. American Engineers, 
President Nicholas Murray Butler of 
Columbia and Herbert Hoover were 
against the inscription, as well as 
M. Ladeuze, Rector of the University 
of Louvain, and most leading Bel- 
gians. 

**Moreover,, now that the other uni- 
versities of the world have begun 
again to collaborate with Germany, 
it would be absurd'.for Louvain to 
stand alone in maintaining war 
spirit. — 

‘It is rather natura!, since Belgians 
vividly recall the circumstances un- 
der which the buildings were ruth- 
lessly destroyed, that some hotheads 
should wish to commemorate this 


feeling, but it is hard to understand 
how an American and a man of 
genius could take the stand Whitney 
Warren has.

AFTER CAREER ON TURF 


Nicholas Forzeley, Widely Known 
Track Operator, Is Victim of 
Septic Poisoning. 


Nicholas Forzeley, who, as ‘‘Nick 
the Greek”’ and “Nick F.,’’ was a 
glamorous figure at race tracks 
throughout the country, died yester- 
day at Roosevelt Hospital, where he 
had been rushed from Empire City 
ten days ago, a victim of septic 
poisoning. Mrs. Forzeley was at his 
bedside. 

Forzeley, who was in his early fif- 
ties, was born in Manchester, Eng- 
land, the son of a Syrian cotton 
goods merchant, He received his edu- 
cation in England and, trained as a 
public accountant, soon became 
famous for his mastery of figures. 
Some twenty years ago he came to 
this country and immediately came 
into prominence in the racing world 
as a handicapper and player. His 
friends described him“as the ideal 
speculator, for he never gave any 
outward manifestation as to which 
way his luck was going although a 
fortune might be involved. When 
he was reported to have lost every- 
thing on a horse he calmly said he 
would buy another on credit and 
win. 

His most sensational operations 
took place in New Orleans in the 


Winter of 1923, when he and his part- 
ner, W. J. Potter. of Mobile, Ala., 
were reported to have made nearly 
$1,000,000 between them. This money 
is said to have been won mostly from 
up of men who did their best to 
“idea Forzeley. When twelve 
horses ran in a race they placed 
their bets, taken by Forzeley, on 
eleven. The twelfth horse, however, 
invariably won. At the end of the 
season Nick offered to hire a special 
car to take the same men back to 
New York. The Summer following 
Forzeley lost most of the fortune. 
Last year, however, he and his wife 
won. heavily on Mrs. Forzeley’s horse 
Strongheart.

200 STUDENTS BEGIN 
ARTILLERY TRAINING 


Three-Day Rain Stops. at Madi- 
son Barracks and Canipers 
Use’ Guns First Time. 


100 FROM HERE IN BATTERY 


New York City Contingent 'Adopts 
Motto With Eaglet— Seniors . 
Soon to Become Officers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

MADISON BARRACKS, Aug. 7.— 
Two hundred’ students from New 
York, New Jersey and Delaware, at- 
tending the field artillery section of 
the Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps at this regular army post, 
were introduced today to their equip- 
ment and horses when the sun came 
out for the first time since they have 
been in camp. 

For thre2 days heavy rain has im- 
peded the work of the camp, but this 
morning the rookies received a prac- 
tical demonstration of the necessity 
of keeping in the rear of a 75mm. 
field piece when the order ‘‘fire’’ 
rings out; also that it is just as well 
to stand clear of the hind legs of 
a gun horse at feeding or watering 
time. 

Of the 200 youths now living under 
canvas and seating army meals, 100 
from New York City and its vicinity 
have been grouped together in Bat- 
tery B.. Battery A, with ninety-two 
members, is made up of those from 
other sections of the corps area. 

Brig. Gen. Peter B. Traub, war- 
time commander of the Thirty-fifth 
Division, is in command of the camp, 
and the training work is in the 
hands of Lieut. Col. Frank S. Bowen, 
executive officer; Major Sylvester 
D. Downs, senior instructor; . First 
Lieutenant Edward Jenkins, ad- 
jutant; Captain Arthur Sheets, com- 
manding Battery A, and Captain 
Stanley Bacon, ocmmanding Bat- 
ter B. 


Blue Students To Be Officers. 


These officers are assisted by Re- 
serve Officers from New York City 
and nearby points. Within a few 
days their places will be taken by 
the blue, or senior, students, who, 
on completion of their course and 
service in the ‘Reserve, will be elig- 
ible for commissions in the Officers’

Move to Pine Camp on Aug. 21. 


An extensive program of drill and 
athletics has been laid out by the 
instructing officers and will occupy 
the campers until Aug. 21, when both 
batteries will move to Pine Camp 
for firing practice.

DISCREDITS APPEL’S WORD 


Governor Does Not Indicate Decision 
on Pleas for Men Due to Be

ALBANY, Aug. 7.—Governor Smith 
this afternoon held hearings in four 
murder cases and two extradition 
proceedings, applying the ‘‘rule of 
common sense,’”’ as he termed it, to 
éach. : 

He exemplified his standard of rea- 
soning as he ‘questioned: former 
Municipal Court Justice Leonard A. 
Snitkin on the credibility of George 


Appel, Queens murderer, due to be 


executed on Thursday, who signed a 
confession assuming guilt. for the 
slaying of Judson Pratt, a Manhattan 
paymaster, for which crime former 
Patrolman Daniel J. Graham was 
convicted and is now. in the. death 
house. The exzcution of Graham is 
also set for Thursday. 

’ Mr. Snitkin said his: client was not 
at the scene of the'crime.at all, but 
at his home. ; 

“Couldn’t you prove. where . he 
was?” the Governor demanded;. but 
the attorney insisted that he had 
entered no defense at all for Graham, 
believing the State had not made out 
a case against him.'~  —~ 


Thinks Graham Was “Intelligent.” 


“Now, let us apply the rule of com- 
mon sense,’’ the Governor said. 
“Graham was an “intelligent fellow. 
Any man must be intelligent to pass 
the police examinations they give 
these days. You would not want me 
to believe that he sat there in court 
hearing testimony that he killed a 
man and knowing that he was 
somewhere else and not take the 
stand? 

“If I was charged with a crime two 
miles from here at a quarter past 
two this afternoon, counsel or no 
counsel, I would prove I was right 
here.” : : 

Mr. Snitkin sought to show that his 
client was alone and could not. prove 
an alibi, but the Governor went on 
to question discrepancies in the Ap- 
we confession,’ which the Court of 

pecial Sessions found did not justify 
a new trial for Graham. 

“‘Judge,’’ the Governor said, ‘‘the 
trouble is that what Appel said was 
clearly proven to be not so. For in- 
stance, there was. no. automobile 
where he said he left the crime car. 
Appel said it was the custom for the 
paymaster to pay off outside the 
building, but the testimony brought 
out that he went through inside the 
building on his work.’’ 

The Governor listened in silence 
to the brief appeal for clemency for 
Appel, who was convicted of mur- 
dering Police Lieutenant Charles J.

Hears Miller and Russo Pleas. 


There was no defense counsel to 
represent Martin L. Miller, a negro, 
convicted of killing a school teacher 
in her Brooklyn apartment, arf the 
appearance of District Attorney 
Charles J. Dodd of Brooklyn was 
the only one noted in the case.

WIFE HELD AS MAN 


ISKILLEDINQUARREL 


Queens Woman Says Veterina- 
rian Was Wounded Trying to 
Stop Her Suicide With Knife. 


BLAMES NEIGHBORS’ GOSSIP 


Asserts She Was Told of Parties 
While She Was Away and Long Dis- 
pute Caused Her to Try to End Life. 


A quarrel which began last Satur- 
day and continued intermittently 
through the next two days cul- 
minated yesterday morning in the 
mortal wounding of Glen B. Kirk- 
wood, 26 years old, veterinary sur- 
geon and radio -ecturer, at his home 
41-30 Forty-seventh Street, Sunny- 


side Gard.ns, Queens, with a bread-| ™ 


knife and the arrest of his wife, 
Frances, 32 years old, on a charge of 
homicide. 

Mrs. Kirkwood, who was ques- 
tioned for more than six hours by 
District Attorney Richard 8S. New- 
combe in Long Island City, blamed 
neighborhood gossip for the trouble 
between her and her husband. She 
told him the stories she heard about 
her husband paying attentions to 
other women had upset her so she 
tried twice to commit suicide. She 
insisted her husband received the 
cut in the abdomen which resulted 
in his death when he tried during 
the second attempt to take the 
knife away from her. 

After putting her story in writing 
Assistant District Attorney William 
H. Robinson arraigned Mrs. Kirk- 
wood before Magistrate Daly in 
Long Island City. She was held 
without bail for a hearing Friday 
morning. 

The Kirkwoods were married less 
than a year ago. Mrs. Kirkwood 
was divorced about two years ago 
from John C. McAvoy, a textile de- 
signer, living at 308 West Fifteenth 
Street, Manhattan. She h.3.a son, 
Lee McAvoy,-12 years old, who lived 
at Sunnyside up to yesterday, but 
is now with Mrs. Kirkwood’s par- 
énts, Mr. and Mrs. Henry W. Mott- 
age, 3% Decatur Street, Brooklyn. 


Heard Rumors, She Asserts. 


According to the story obtained 
from the hysterical woman by de- 
tectives and Mr. Newcombe, she 
said she left home about a month 
ago for a vacation at Lake Ronjon- 
koma, L. I. She declared that about 
a week ago she received “whisper- 
ing rumors’’ that her husband was 
friendly with other women. When 
he came to the cottage with her 
former husband last Saturday she 
began to upbraid her husband. 

He denied the charges, Mrs. Kirk- 
wood said, and on their arrival home 
she continued her accusations. Sun- 
day morning Mrs. Kirkwood called 
on several neighbors, according to the 
police, and on her return home be- 
came more vehement.. Sunday night 
Mrs. Kirkwood went to radio station 
WWERL at Woodside, where her hus- 
band broadcasts weekly talks on the 
care of animals. Mrs. Kirkwood 
asked William Neuman, the station 
manager, to go back to her house 
with her. She questioned him as to 
the truth of the reports regarding 
her husband. She became hysterical. 
Neuman, trying to quiet her, agreed 
to accompany her. At the Kirkwood 
home the argument between husband 
and wife was renewed as he left. 

According to the detectives. Mrs. 
Kirkwood told them she was s0 
wrought up she decided. to kill her- 
self. She told them she got'a knife 
from the kitchen and told her hus- 
band she would kill herself. She said 
her husband took the knife away. 
Mrs. Kirkwood said she brooded all 
Sunday over what had been told her 
by neighbors and ‘‘the apparent 
weak denials of her husband.’ On 
Monday, according to the police, 
Mrs. Kirkwood said she told her 
husband she would instruct Mortimer 
Michaels, an attorney at 291 Broad- 
way, to bring: divorce proceedings. 
This started the quarrel anew, it was 
said, and it continued until midnight. 
Then Kirkwood went to bed. About 
an hour later, the police said, she 
awakened him and the dispute was 
resumed. She said she ran into the 
kitchen to get the breadknife, in- 
tending to end her life. 


Says There Was a Struggle. 


Mrs. Kirkwood told the police there 
was a struggle. She said she could 
not remember exactly what happened, 
but when she recovered herself she 
saw her husband lying face down- 
ward on the floor. It was then about 
4A. M. 

From this point on the police were 
able to get versions of what happened 
from neighbors as well es Mrs. Kirk- 
wood. It was said she ran to the 
home of Frank Keenan, a neighbor. 


She told him her husband had been | | 


stabbed and asked that he send for 
a doctor. Mr. Keenan notified the 
police and the wounded man was 
taken to St. John’s Hospital, Long 
Island City, where he died at 8 


o’clock, just as the surgeons were 
about to make a blood transfusion. 
An autopsy performed by Dr. How- 
ard A. Neill at the hospital disclosed 
that the knife had pierced the body 
between the fifth and sixth ribs and 
entered the heart. 

Mr. Keenan told the police he heard 

Mrs. Kirkwood scream hysterically, 
“T’ve killed him. Get a doctor or an 
ambulance quick.’’ 
‘ Mrs, ‘Kirkwood was brought to 
court and taken back to the prison 
in Long Island City by Mrs. Nan 
Hart, the woman Deputy Sheriff who 
had charge of Mrs. Ruth Snyder 
when she was tried for the murder of 
her husband. 

Mrs. Kirkwood was asked by Mag- 
istrate Daly if she desired counsel. 
Leaning heavily on a table the weep- 
ing woman replied, ‘It don’t matter 
now.”’ 

Late in the afternoon Mr. New- 
combe gave out a summary of his in- 
terview with Mrs. Kirkwood. He 
said she told him she was divorced 
in. Brooklyn about two years ago and 
was married to Kirkwood in Port 
Chester on July 26, 1927. She. said, 
according to the prosecutor, that on 
her return from her vacation she 
fo nd ‘about the’ housé cigarette butts 
of a different brand from those her 
husband smoked, and this confirmed 
in her mind the truth of the gossip. 

“Mr. McAvoy at nis homie in West 
Fifteenth Street last night described 
his former wife as ‘‘a high strung 
and nervous woman.” He said news 
of the death of Mr. Kirkwood and 
the arrest ‘ Mrs. Kirkwood came 
as a , :

Alma Mater, the statue on the cam- 
pus of Columbia University, has 
been robbed. The gilt crown which 
she has borne on the head of her 
scepter for almost ‘thirty yéars has 
disappeared. 

Notices were posted yesterday on 
the university campus offering a re- 
ward of $25 for information leading 
to the return of the article, with 


‘no questions asked.’’ An additional | 


touch of mystery was added to the 
whole affair when it was learned 
that the robbery was committed 
more than three weeks ago. 


In the meantime: the brilliant 
drapery of Alma Mater has been con- 
cealed a | @ canvas covering so that 
she no longer beckons to students 
and sightseers from her pedestal in 
front of the library. She had just 
received a complete overhauling and 
was ready to appear in a bright new 
coat of gilt when the crown from 
the scepter in her right hand was 
stolen and she was forced to con- 
tinue her stay behind. the dirty can- 


as. 
Officials of the ‘Department of 
Buildings and Grounds: refused to 


shed' any light on the mystery or to 
give’ any ‘explanation of their de- 
layed announcement until the return 
of: Superintendent D. M. Updyke, 
who has been out of the city for 
several days. ‘ Other officials were 
equally silent. 

‘The robbery is referred to. as a 
Ha peneens prank’’. on the posted no- 

ce. 

During her long career in New 
York the pone mother of Columbia 
has held her outstretched arms be- 
fore millions of students and citizens 
who have passed before her on 116th 
Street. e statue was built by 
Daniel C. French as the gift of the 
widow of Robert Goelet; a member 
of the class of ‘60. 

Alma Mater has always been Co- 
lumbia’s foremost landmark, and has 
been considered as the genius of the 
university, with the crowned scepter 
in her hand, the open book in her 
lap, the owl in’ the fold of her gown 
and the laurel wreath on her head. 

But she is no longer a complete 
figure, for her scepter is now noth- 
ing: but' an empty stick held in the 
air, and she must watch and wait 
until. somebody comes back with her 
insignia of royalty. 








BANDIT GANG LOOTS 
MEXICAN TOWN 


After Holding Up -Eighty Auto 
Tourists Outlaws Raid 
Puente de Ixtla. 


SHOPS AND STATION RIFLED 


Ambassador Morrow Was on Visit 
Near Scene of Fighting, but 
Escaped Molestation. 


CUERNAVACA, Mexico, Aug. 7 
(®).—Several hundred Federal troops 
have been ordered to pursue the 
bandits scattered in the mountains 
beyond the town of Puente de Ixtla, 
which they attacked on Sunday after 
holding up at least a dozen automo- 
biles containing tourists. About 
eighty tourists, most if not all of 
them Mexicans and Spaniards, were 
robbed. 

One Federal officer, Colonel Leon, 
and one sergeant were wounded dur- 
ing the fight at Puente de Ixtla, in 
which the Federal troops defeated 
the bandits, who numbered at least 
100. One of the robber leaders was 
killed. 

The tourists who were robbed in- 
cluded Gerarro Calbergen, manager 
of the Mexico City Bank. of London 
and Mexico. Though none of the 
tourists was reported hurt, they were 
robbed of all their valuables and 
most of their automobiles were com- 
mandeered to insure the bandits’ es- 
cape. The bandits lined the road and 
stopped every car that passed. Some 
of the tourists were held prisoners 
for several hours, but so far as is 
known, all were subsequently re- 
leased without being held for ransom. 

After the hold-up the gang pro- 
ceeded to Puente de Ixtla, where 
they took possession of the town, 
looted several stores and robbed the 
railroad express office of several 


‘thousand dollars. They also attacked 


and robbed the railroad train which 
arrived in the town during the occu- 
pation. Then they started the en- 
gine on a wild course down the 
track. The locomotive overturned 
and was- ditched, just failing to 
collide with another train, which the 
outlaws apparently intended to 
wreck and loot. 

The Federal garrison in the town 
soon began to drive the bandits from 
the place. During the pursuit they 
found a number of the tourists and 
the captured automobiles.: Some: of 
the cars had been toppled over into 
canyons or wrecked by the roadside. 

The Federal: report said that the 
gang was composed of outlaw groups 
from the States of Mexico, Morelos 
and Guerrero, concentrated in .Mo- 
relos under the leadership of a local 
rebel named Mendoza. 


Morrow Was in Hold-Up Area.

‘LONELIEST’ ARTIST MISSING 


New York Student. Disappears on 
Provincetown Sand Dunes. 


PROVINCETOWN, Mass., Aug. 7 
(®).—Sam Hysso, known as the 
“Joneliest artist in Provincetown,” 
has disappeared. He has not been 
seen since he wandered out onthe 
sand dunes on Sunday to study the 
cloud effects of an. approaching 
storm. His sole confidant, a small 
boy, told Chief of Police John Wil- 
liams* that the man .had . recently 
complained that he was ‘‘tired out 
and sick of life.’’ 

Hysso was about 35 years old.. He 
came here recently from New York 
City, where he had been a student at 
the National Academy of Schools of 
Design. 





Samuel Hysso has been a student 
at the National Academy for the past 
three Winters. He was a Russian 
and spoke English badly.. It was 
said at the school that he seemed to 
be unhappy. 

His registration card at the school 
showed that Hysso was born -in 1897 
and that he lived at 402 Eighth Ave- 
nue in New York City while attend- 
ing the academy. The card did not 
indicate whether he had any relatives

CRITIC ASSAILS ITS TERMS 


Foreign Office Intimates Early Pub- 
‘ Heation of Anglo-French Naval 
Accord Is Unlikely.

LONDON, Aug. 7.—While the Brit- 
ish Foreign Office still declares un- 
officially that there is no mystery 
behind the Anglo-French naval agree- 
ment, it still declines to publish the 
text. i 

It states, furthermore, that early 
publication is extremely unlikely, as 
Britain wishes the United States and 
other powers concerned to have ade- 
quate time to think the matter over 
and reply to Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s communication of the terms of 
the Anglo-French ‘‘compromise.’’ 

Meanwhile, the situation has been 
complicated by Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain’s illness, which is attributed to 
overwork and will necessitate a long 
rest. Lord Cushendun, the British 
representative iz the Council of the 
League of Nations, has in conse- 
quence been appointed Acting For- 
eign Minister. He, instead of Sir 
Austen, will sign the Kellogg com- 
pact for the outlawry of war in Paris 
on Aug. 27. 


Treaty Again Criticised. 


That the Kellogg compact as in- 
terpreted by Mr. Kellogg himself and 
modified by French and British rep- 
resentations has been twisted from 
the treaty originally intended to pro- 


hibit resort to war ‘‘into an. agree- 
ment which gives its signatories the 
Togpalitied right to declare war on 
their own unsupported assertion that 
it is a war of self-defense,’’ is the 
editorial allegation of The Manches- 
ter Guardian today. 

The Guardian maintains that in its 
present form the Kellogg compact is 
as a peace instrument far inferior 
to the League Covenant. 

“No one will suppose that either 
M. Briand or Sir Austen Chamber- 
lain was consciously disloyad to the 
Covenant,’’ it says. ‘‘Yet they have 
gone out of their way tc give the 
Kellogg pact an interpretation which 
if. applied .to the Covenant would 
destroy it. 

“Mr. Kellogg,’’ continues the Guar- 
dain, proposed a pact to renounce the 
use of war simply and without quali- 
fication as an instrument of national 
policy: What finally emerges is a 
pact which not only textually admits 
the right to go to war in self-de- 
fense but the preliminary discussion 
on which gave the right of self-de- 
fense a scope and an emphasis which 
makes it doubtful whether the lo 
holes for war are not on the whole 
wider than before the discussions be- 
gan, 


Kellogg’s Explanation Quoted. 


Mr. Kellogg himself says the pact 
in no way restricts or impairs the 


right of every nation to decide on its 
own respons vty, whether any given 
circumstances require it to make war 
in self-defense. That interpretation 
is explicitly confirmed b . Briand 
and Sir Austen Chamberlain in notes 
which have for the countries they 
represent as much binding authority 
as the treaty itself. 

“Add to this Mr. Kellogg’s further 
assurance that defensive war may be 
waged ‘regardless of. treaty pro- 
visions’ and the case for Germany’s 
right to invade Belgium in 1914 is 
complete. ; 

“The Covenant of the League of 
Nations deliberately and definitely 
restricted. the right to declare war 


give color to the pretext of self- 
‘defense. There would in all cases 
be ‘a period of delay before war 
could lawfully be declared. It made 
no reservations about self-defense. 
The: ultimate right of self-defense 
is inalienable just because no treaty 
can take it away. For that reason 
it needs no specific safeguard. 

“The smnlony pact has occasioned 
a strange and ominous return to old 
ways of thinking. American partici- 
pation in world affairs is worth pay- 
ing for, but if the price is to be the 
resurrection of unlimited control 
of the right to wage war on an un- 
corroborated assertion of national de- 
fense, then the price ’is:too high.”’:

ON BROOKLYN LINKS 


Caddy Discovers Body of Luigi 
Marino in High Grass Near 
12th Av. and 86th St. 


GANG MOTIVE DISCARDED 


Clues Show He Was Killed Else- 
where—First Husband of: Victim’s 
Widow Also Murdered, She Says. 


For the: second time in her life Mrs. 
Concetta Marino found herself a 
widow as the result of a:murder yes- 
terday. The ‘body of her husband, 
Luigi Marino, hacked and slashed in 
more than a score of places, was dis- 
covered by a caddy on the public 
golf. links in high grass about 100 
yards back from Twelfth Avenue and 
highty-sixth Street, Brooklyn, at 9 
o’clock yesterday morning. 

After a long day of questioning 
friends and relatives, and examining 
the place where the body was found, 
detectives of the Fort Hamilton Sta- 
tion, under Captain John Ryan and 
Acting Lieutenant Raymond Honan, 
could fix no motive for the crime 
and had found no material clue. 
Fifty-seven dollars in cash and a gold 
watch, found in the dead man’s 
pockets, precluded robbery as a 
motive. 

Mrs. Marino, weeping, was taken 
to the station house after a partial 
identification of the body had been 
established by cards found in the 
posckets, inscribed ‘‘C. Marino, Tai- 
lor, 255 Forty-sixth Street, Corona.’’ 
The body bad already been removed 
to the Kings County Morgue, but she 
identified a hat and an umbrella 
found beside the body as belonging 
to her husband. Later she identified 
the body at the morgue. 


Last Seen on Monday. 


Mrs. Marino told the police she 
had last seen her husband at 9 
o’clock, Monday morning, when he 
left the house, going, as she sup- 
posed, to the movies. Monday night 
was the first night he had ever 
failed to return home, she said. She 
also disclosed, between her sobs, that 
her first husband, Giuseppi Vitatta, 
a butcher, had been murdered by 
bandits who held up his store thir- 
teen years ago. 

Lieutenant Honan was at first-in- 
clined to suspect a connection be- 
tween the murder and. Brooklyn 
gang warfare, which had been active 
since the murder of Frankie Yale 
a month ago. Yale was slain less 
than a mile from the spot where 
Marino’s body was found. Honan’s 
investigation convinced him, how- 
ever, that Marino could have had 
no connection with the underworld. 

Evidence at the scene of the crime 
indicated that Marino had been mur- 


‘dered elsewhere and his body taken 


to the spot, probably in an automo- 
bile, where it was found. Blood 
stains were traced on the ground 
from the roadway to the 7 grass. 
On the other hand, little blood was 
found around the body. The 
wounds, detectives said, were suf- 
ficient to have caused death several 
times over. The head was nearly 
severed, as if by an’ axe, and there 
were deep incisions in the abdomen. 
The torso and legs also were muti- 
lated.. 

As far as policemen could discover, 
Marino was last seen alive at 7:30 
Monday evening when he boarded a 
Bergen Avenue trolley near 19 Boe- 
rum Place, presumably to go home. 
Both Joseph Scalia, rs. rino’s 
brother, and Frank Vitatta, a brother 
of her former husband, who lives at 
the Boerum Street address, told de- 
tectives that they saw him get on 
the trolley. 


Family Is Questioned. 


All members of the family and rela- 
tives were brought to the station 
house and questioned, but little in- 
formation was gained except from 
the two men, who said they saw him 
Monday evening and with whom he 
had spent much of that day. 

Scalia said the dead man had come 
to his home at 206 Hoyt Street in the 
forenoon, leaving soon to go to a 
movie. At noon Marino appeared at 
Vitatta’s butcher shop at 137 Smith 
Street, where he had lunch. Then 
he went to Vitatta’s Boerum Place 
home ‘in the late afternoon, where 
he had dinner and where Scalia 
joined the other two men. They re- 
mained togéther until Marino took 
the trolley for home. 

Detectives said they had learned 
that Marino had been discussing the 
sale of a barrel of wine with the 
men. Marino had the wine, it was 
said, and was anxious to sell it to 
Scalia and the Vitattas. 


ASKS SEVERITY FOR GUNMEN 


Judge Nova Warns Grand Jury Not 
to Be Fooled on Pistol Permits. 


County Judge Algernon I. Nova. of 
Brooklyn urged members of the Au- 
gust Grand Ju to deal severely 
with pistol-carrying gangsters in a 
brief address yesterday. 

“You will not find it difficult to 
satisfy yourselves where the holder 
of a pistol permit is legitimately en- 
titled to it,” he said. “‘But don’t let 
the wool be pulled over yor eyes by 
these gangsters. Bandits and gang- 
sters can be eliminated from Brook- 
lyn only by earnest cooperation of 
the Grang Jury, the police, the Dis- 
trict Attorney and the courts.” 

Judge Nova spoke about pistol per- 
mits issued outside of the county in 
which the holder resides, a common 
trick of gangsters who wish to arm 
themselves and still stay within the 
law. He said that such permits were 
legal only when the holder lived in 
the' county where they were issued. 
Frank Yale, Brooklyn gunman mur- 
dered a month ago, had a pistol per- 
mit issued from: Suffolk County.

CHEMISTS ARE TOLD 


ndustrial Expert Says $300,000 
Investment in Brains Paid 
2,800 Per Cent. 


NEW USES FOR 


RESIN 


Institute Hears We Use 70 Per Cent. 
of World’s Rubber, but 
Grow None.

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—Scientific re- 
search is the one form of gambling 
in which skill plays the leading part, 
declared Dr. L. V. Redman, direc- 
tor of research of the Bakelite Com- 
pany at tonight’s meeting of the 
American Chemical Society Institute 
at. Northwestern University. 

The stakes are for big money and 
big discoveries, and the gamble is 
with time and ingenuity, he said. 
One investment of $300,000 brought 
in a dividend of 2,800 per cent. 

“But it took almost ten years for 
the yield to come,’’ said the expert 
on research, ‘‘and at no time was 
there any certainty of success.”” As 
a result, Dr. Redman in his talk on 
“The Economics of Research’’ 
urged caution. 


“The most careful eget must 
be used in deciding what new prod- 
ucts and new processes should’ be the 
subject of research. Scientific effort 
and research should not be spread 
over too large a field,”” he warned. 

“A few thousands of dollars spent 
successfully on research may mean 
that peer’ more times the original 
outlay will have to be spent before 
the work can be put on a manufac- 
turing basis. All this manufacture 
would have to go out before any 

rofit can be made.’’ 
arge organizations are willing to 
take the gamble, it was explained at 
the meeting. 

Application of research, declared 
Father J. A. Niewland of the Uni- 
versity of Notre Dame, in a confer- 
ence on ‘‘Resins,’’ is making prac- 
tical the use of wy A substances 
which used to go into the chemists’ 
waste basket. 

The uses for resins, familiar as 
radio parts and imitation amber, in- 
crease as hundreds of new methods 
for making them are found. 

“A new type of resin is now bein 
obtained from. acetylene gas an 
Lay api better .known as carbolic 
acid. 

‘An interesting development of 
modern chemistry,’’ said Father 
Nieuwland, ‘‘is that as one use for 
material goes out, others come into 
take its place. At the present time 
there are practically no dyes made 
from aniline, but the production of 
aniline is greater than ever, since it 
is used for many other things, in- 
cluding resins. ; 

“The practical importance . of 
resin is that it can be used for more 
and more of man’s. needs, especially 
in relation to the use of electricity. 
Certain types of furniture will pro 
ably be made. from resins and it is 
a, mig that ‘even automobile 

odies, or at least parts of them, will 
be made from resins before long. 
It is simply.a matter of the chemists 
working out methods for making 
resins sufficiently cheap.”’ 

Among the other speakers on the 
subject were Dr. W. J. Kelly of the 
Resinous Products Corporation of 
Philadelphia; Dr. R. H. Kienle of 
the General Electric Company of 
Schenectady, N. Y., and Dr. G. §. 
Rutherford of the Western Electric 
Company of Chicago. : 

“Although the United States uses 
about 70 per cent. of the world’s rub- 
ber supply, it produces none of it,’’ 
declared’ Dr. W. J. Kelly, Philadel- 
phia chemist and member of the 
American Chemical Society Institute 
at today’s luncheon of the Collegiate 
Club at the Morrison Hotel. “The 
annual consumption in this country 
is 500,000. tons of rubber,’’ he said. 
Synthetic rubber, Dr. Kelly pointed 
out, is still impractical for general 
use,

borough. Mr. Johnson said in his 
statement: 

“As to the West Twenty-eighth 
Street bath Mr. Allen said that a 
count on July 21 between the hours 
of 7 A. M. and 10 P. M. by his in- 
vestigators showed that only 602 per- 
sons bathed,’ whereas the bath at- 
tendants reported 5,670. 

“An affidavit by Attendant William 
J. Klingenschmidt swears that on 
Saturday, July 21, at the West 28th 
Street bath, there were .3,155 male 
patrons and 2,515 female patrons, a 
total of 5,670. Against this affidavit 
of a man officially present all day is 
the visit of a young ‘woman from 
Allen’s office who, Klingenschmidt 
says, reported at the 28th Street bath 
between 3 and 4 P. M. on Saturday, 
July 21, and spoke to Catherine Cas- 
sidy and Ma Fitzpatrick, atten- 
dants, saying she wag a student from 
Columbia. She remained fifteen min- 
utes and went across the street and 
sat in a park. She returned at 8 
P. M. accompanied by another 


young woman and remained fifteen 
minutes and went away. 
Capacity 9,000 in 15 Hours.

“Eight Companies File Reply to 
Charge by Counsel for 
Trade Commission. 


DEFEND CROSS LICENSING 


Present Standard of Efficiency 
Would Be Impossible Without 
It, Respondents: Assert.

“WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Admit- 
ting the ‘‘cross-licensing’® of radio 
transmission and reception patents, 
but contending that it was necessary 
to the progress of wireless communi- 
cation, the Radio Corporation of 
America and seven other corpora- 
tions today filed with the Federal 
Trade Commission a brief renewing 
their motion for dismissal of the 
charge of creating a monopoly in 
restraint of trade. 

The brief was signed by John W. 
‘Davis, for the American Telephone 
and Telegraph Company and the 
Western Electric Company; J. P. 
Cotton, Thurlow M. Gordon and I. 
EH. Lambert, for the Radio Corpora- 
tion of America; Darius E. Peck, for 
the General Electric Company; Fred- 
erick H. Wood, for the Westinghouse

the Yinited Fruit Company and Wire- 
less Specialty Apparatus Ag mith, 

Contending that Edwar mi 
attorney for the pein ea 
failed to furnish proof of his aieon. 
the reply stated that the cross-licens- 
ing charge and the allegation that 
the companies were working in con- 


junction with each other were not 
enied. 


Declares Action Would End Broad- 
casting. 

“The brief filed by counsel for the 

commission apparently asks for can- 

cellation of the cross-licenses,”® the 


reply stated. “If that is a serious 
request, this is the gravest case that 
ever came before the commission. 

“It would close every broadcastin 
station in the age ag It woul 
make it impossible to build another. 

“It would stop the sale of every 
broadcast receiving set and of every 
tuhe for such a set now made by 
these respondents. 

“It would stop the sale of every 
set manufactured by their twenty- 
five licensees under the patents of 
the respondents—and these constitute 
the bulk of all the receiving sets 
that are made today. 

“It would the whole 
world-wide system of radio commu- 
nication Sas centers in this country. 

“It would paralyze the whole ship- 
to-shore communication system 
the Radio Co tion. 

“It would wipe out an investment 
of hundreds of millions of dollars. 

“It would tear apart and destroy 
the whole basis of modern radio 
communication.’®

proof submitted by the officers of 
the respondent com: es, the brief 
stated, ‘‘could jus a step which 
would. rig “e one of the major in- 
dustries of the country.”* 

Efficiency Is Vital Question. 


The “vital question” in the proceed- |; 
ings, the brief declared, is one asked 
by the commission, which was char- 
acterized as going “‘straight to the 


heart of the entire case.” The ques-|} 
tion was: 

“Could the have 
operated with a the de- 
gree of efficiency wi 
now operate in the absence of cross- 
licensing?” 

The respondent companies denied 
that communication ‘‘even approach- 
ing the present standard of efficiency 
was possible with any apparatus law- 
fully available prior to cross-licen- 
sing. << would be possible today with- 
out it.’ 

Assailing Mr. Smith’s brief as ‘‘not 
meeting the issue,”’ the respondents 
said that the Commission’s counsel 
“assumes that because a patent is 
described in some such general terms 
as a ‘radio receiving device’ or a 
‘radio signaling device’ it covers a 
complete system of radio transmis- 
sion or reception, and that a complete 
receiving or transmitting set of mod- 
ern type could be manufactured by 
means of that patent.”’ 

No such omnibus patents exist in 
the whole art, the reply stated, add- 
ing that every radio receiving set 
and every radio transmission set 
contains a large number of devices, 
each having a wholly separate func- 
tion, and that ‘‘even a single one of 
these numerous devices may contain 
a dozen or more wholly different 
patented inventions which supple- 
ment each other.’ 

The apparatus made by the eight 
companies—or those of them manu- 
facturing—“‘is the best the world 
knows how to build,’’ the respondents 
concluded.

TRENTON, N. J., Aug. 7.—Sep- 
tember was designated as safety 
month by Governor Moore in a 
proclamation issued today.

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CITY BUYS 240 TRUCKS 
AT COST OF $1,175,000 


Ordered From  American-La 
France Corp. of Elmira for Street 
Cleaning Department. 


Two hundred and forty trucks cost- 
ing more than $1,175,000 recently 
were ordered by different boroughs 
of New York City from the Ameri- 
can La France and Foamite Corpora- 
tion of Elmira, N. Y., it was an- 
nounced yesterday by Charles B. 
Rose, President of the corporation. 

The Borough of Manhattan placed 
one of the largest orders of the kind 
ever given when it asked for 
the delivery of eighty-eight Ameri- 
can-La France seven and a half-ton 
motor trucks for the Street Cleaning 
Department.

3 TETANUS VICTIMS 
CURED BY ANTI-TOXIN 


Treatment Given Daring July by 
Department of Health Saves 
Their Lives. 


Detailed accounts of the successful 
treatment of three tetanus victims 
with tetanus anti-toxin within a 
month were made public by the City 
Department of Health yesterday, to- 
gether with a warning by Dr. Shirley 
W. Wynne on the importance of ad- 
ministering the anti-toxin early in all 
cases of wounds, particularly where 
the wound was deep or badly torn, 
or. contaminated with dirt. 

The first case was that of a ten- 
year-old boy who cut his toe on July 
2. He had a high fever and was suf- 
fering from painful muscles, spasms 
and difficulty in opening his mouth 
when admitted to the Coney Island 
Hospital on July 16. He was dis- 
charged as cured on July 24. The 
second case, in the same hospital, 
was that of a young man who was 
injured in the hand and about the 
eye while shooting fireworks. The 
third case was that of a man 58 years 
old who had received a deep wound 
in the palm while digging a ditch 
two weeks ago.

UNION RECOGNITION IS ISSUE 


Organized Journeymen Will Return 
to Work After Few Hours— 
Others to Stay Out. 


East siders must shave at home to- 
day if the plans of the Master Bar- 
bers’ Association and the . Interna- 
tional Union of Journeymen Barbers 


ployed: in the 2,000 shops south of 
Fifty-ninth Street.and east of Fifth 
Avenue prove effective. ‘The strike, 


set for 9 o’clock this morning and 
called by Locals 752 and 900 of the 
union, is not over wages, but is more 
of-a campaign to unionize all the 
members of the trade. 

According to Abe Greenwald, man- 
ager of Local 752 of the International 
Union of Journeymen Barbers, the 
original plan had been to call out all 
of the 4,000 hitherto unorganized 
journeymen barbers in the 2,000 non- 
union hattan shops, leaving un- 
touched the 3,000: union shops 
owned by members of the Master 
Barbers’ Association and employing 
5,400 union' members. The decision to 
change the strike into a progressive 
sectional one, beginning with the 
east side shops, closed and open, and 
spreading gradually over the entire 
borough, was reached yesterday 
afternoon after a cqnference between 
leaders of both ‘the trade organiza- 
tions involved. 

Above Fifty-ninth Street, on both 
sides of Fifth Avenue, Mr. Green- 
wald said, the batber trade is al- 
ready 95 per cent. unionized, so that 
a strike in that district is not im- 
mediately contemplated. Only 80 per 
cent. of the shops affected by today’s 
proposed strike are unionized, he 
said. The purpose of the strike, 
according to Mr. Greenwald, is to 
organize the other 20 per cent. of the 
shops. Next week, he added, the 
strike may move on to the west side, 
where only 20 per. cent. of the shops 
are unionized. 

The strike in the non-union East 
side shops will continue indefinitely, 
according to Mr. Greenwald, but the 
men will remain out of the union 
shops only for a few hours or a day 
at most, largely for purposes of 
census taking by'the union. 


SUE W. B. FRENCH’S WIDOW. 


Trustees Want Ruling on Ante- 
Nuptial Agreement. 


A suit for a construction of an 
ante-nuptial agreement made by the 
late William. Barton French on Nov. 
24, 1916, before his marriage to Jen- 


nie Emmet, daughter of Henry C. 
Emmet, by which she was to receive 
half the income from a $400,000 share 
of the estate of his father, Seth 
Barton French, was filed in the Su- 
preme Court yesterday by Kenyon B. 
Conger and the United States Trust 
Company, the trustees. 

The complaint shows that in 1921, 
when Mrs. French. was suing her 
husband for a ¢tvorce, an agreement 
was’ signed providing that if she got 
her decree she was to continue to re- 
ceive half the income, but if she re- 
married her interest was to cease. 
Mrs. French insisted on receiving 
the share provided for her after her 
marriage on Oct. 22, 1925, to Fred- 
erick Pierce. The, agreement pro- 
vided that on Mr. French’s death his 
former wife was tc .get the entire in- 
come. Mr. French’ killed himself 
with a revolver at Santa Fe, N. M., 
on Feb, 1.

British Delegation at Brussels 
_ Congress Back Kellogg 
_~ Anti-War Treaty. 


Special Cable to Taz Nsw YORK Tmxs. 
- BRUSSELS, Aug. 7.—Bolshevism 
and Fascism alike were denounced 
today ‘before the Socialist Interna- 
tional, Congress here. 

The Italian delegate, Turati, for- 
mer editor of Avanti of Milan, who 
is a refugee from Italy, described 
the terrors experienced in those who 
dared: to oppose the present régime 
in his. country. 

*‘In Italy,’’ he said, “‘Fascism has 
killed smiles and laughter.’’ 

Turati described his escape from 
Italy in a motor launch and conclud- 


“I did not choose the miserable life 
of an exile to save my wretched life, 
but in order to avoid being reduced 
to odious submission.”’ 

It was a Russian, M. Roussaloff, 
who: assailed Soviet rule, which, he 
declared, should be considered by 
Socialists as a malignant internal 
disease of their cause. 

‘In Italy there is Bolshevist Fas- 
cism,’ but Russia is suffering from 
Fascist Bolshevism,’’ he said, calling 
upon the Socialists: of the world to 
come to the rescue of the social de- 
mocracy in Russia. 

In’ committee. the Kellogg anti-war 
compact dominated the discussion. 
The British delegation, through Ar- 
thur Henderson, strongly supported 
the Kellogg proposal, urging .its in- 
terpretation by the world workers, 
which if rightly drafted in a resolu- 
tion would ‘’close the gap in the 
League .of Nations Covenant and 
would make -war’ impossible in all 
circumstances.”’ 

The British idea was opposed, how- 
ever, by. the Belgian, De Braukers, 
former League delegate, who con- 
tended that: the Kellogg compact in 
reality undermined the League Cove- 
nant’ guarantees against aggression 
without recognition of the zones of 
interest of. the great powers. 

Another conflict. developed in com- 
mittee over a resolution introduced 
by the Austrian delegate, Fritz Ad- 
ler, against drafting the services of 
women in war time. This resolution 
was opposed by the French, in view 
of the Boncour mobilization law. and 
the: conflict will probably come be- 
fore the plenary session of the con- 
gress. ;

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EQUITY RATIFIES | 
ACTION ON ALIENS 


Conncil Approves Recently 
Adopted Regulations Governing 
Actors’ Employment Here. 


An amendment ‘to the constitution 
of the Actors’ Equity Association 
whereby the recently adopted regula- 
tions governing the employment cf 
alien actors in this country will im- 
mediately become effective was 
formally ratified by the Equity 
Council yesterday. 

The regulations are practically the 
same as those adopted at a general 
meeting of the actors’ organization 
on March 19. They provide (1) that 
foreign companies may enter, play 
and leave as units without Equity 
interference; (2) that alien actors 
who on March 19 were here under 
the immigration quota will not be 
within the jurisdiction of the 
Equity . regulations, and (3) that 
actors who are able to prove that 
they have played 100 weeks in this 
country, some part of that time be- 
tween Jan. 1, 1923 and Jan. 1, 1928, 
will also be exempt. 

Any foreign player who does not 
come within the foregoing classi- 
fications may appear with Equity 
members during the run of the 
specific producticn for which he is 
engaged. At the end of that period 
the player must return to the coun- 
try from.-which he came or remain 
idle for:six months. 

For alien players already in this 
country the rules will become oper- 
ative on Nov. 1; for others planning 
to come here they will become effec- 
tive at once. 

These regulations were formulated 
last Winter by an Equity committee 
and adopted by the organization as 
a whole at a general meeting on 
March 19. In order that the regula- 
tions might be official, the Council 
was empowered to change the Con- 
stitution to provide for them at a 
second general meeting on May 238. 

The council also adopted regula- 
tions _for the control of casting 
agencies. These will 'e submitted 
for approval at an EHauity general 
meeting to be held on Sept. 14.

Nituaticlivg: Money’ Rh Money Rates Bring 
Recessions.on Stock-Exchange 
and Trading Is Irregular. 


The stock market did very well 
yesterday until the threat of tighter 
Money appeared on the horizon, and 
when it did, practically all the gains 
which had been established were 
quickly lost.- Money advanced from 
6 to 7 per cent. by easy stages, and 
so completely does the monetary sit- 
uation dominate the stock market at 
the present time, that successive 
waves of selling developed with each 
advance in the call rate. Just why 
money should suddenly become tight 
at- this stage of the proceedings, 
when funds ordinarily are in supply 
and when thére igs no apparent 
strain, was not quite clear in the 
financial district yesterday. Possi- 
bly it might be construed as another 
step in the campaign for higher 
money rates, which the banking in- 
stitutions of New York, with the aid 
of the Federal Reserve banks, ap- 
pear so intent on putting into ef- 
fect. 

At any rate, an _advance in the 
money rates had a very keen psycho- 
logical effect on the market, well 
demonstrated yesterday. Stocks had 
advanced briskly on the opening and 
renewal of 6 per cent. They hesi- 
tated mildly when.the rate advanced 
to 6%, and then started a-decline and 


-| lost practically all the morning gains 


when the arbitrary figure of 7 per 
cent. was reached. Why money in 
New York should command a 7 per 
cent. figure on call is not entirely 
clear to even those well accustomed 
to judge conditions. There is no ap- 
parent stringency and no, particular 
press for funds in any quarter. It 
is quite apparent to the outside ob- 
server that money as well as stocks 
may be mianipulated. At least this 
was the conclusion drawn by the ma- 
jority of people who were engaged 
in: dealings in the money market 
yesterday. Bankers ‘generally are 
not of the opinion that a 7 per cent. 
rate on call funds is warranted or 
justified at the present time. How- 
ever, they may be wrong. 

Trading in the stock market con- 
tinued very professional. There were 
some attempts to push ahead the 
oil and copper shares, and in the 
main these groups did better than 
any other. But so professional was 
this acceleration that increased 
offers of stocks, as the money rate 
advanced, caused the withdrawal of 
bids and most of the morning gains 
were obliterated in the afternoon de- 
clines. The day’s net results indi- 
cated a considerable degree of irregu- 
larity, just such a trading day as 
was to be anticipated in midsummer. 
It was quite evident, however, that: 
the professional efforts to ‘‘start a 
market”? and bring the general 
public back into trading, as they 
were in April, May and June, have 
met but half-hearted response. It is 
quite likely that the professional 
short interest is bigger at the 
moment than at any other time this 
year. The bears do not believe that 
it can be done. 

The. commodities generally were 
irregular, with most of the agricul- 
tural products in what seems to be 
a waiting attitude, without definite 
trend and anticipating further news 
from the growing districts about the 
actual outturn. As yet there are no 
disappointments on the horizon for 
those who believe that the agricul- 
tural year will be a banner one, but 
this opinion, of course, may -be. re- 
versed as weather conditions de- 
velop. It is not at all infrequent 
that ‘‘money crops are made’’ after 
Sept. 1. In the foreign exchange 
list, the outstanding development 
yesterday was the strength of pesetas, 
due entirely to the: fact that: an 
American-London loan‘for stabiliza- 
tion purposes has been arranged.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 





News, Comment and Incident, 


The advance on the Stock Exchange 
was halted yesterday as the call- 
money rate rose to’ 6% ‘and then 7 
per cent. after renewing at 6. In 
the' early déalings the market went 
forward under‘ the impetus of the 
widest public participation since the 
big bull movement ended in June. A: 
flood of selling’ was released in the 
early afternoon, however, following 
the increase in the charge for de- 
mand money,.and from that time un- 
til the close of the market the main 
body of stocks was under heavy 
pressure. The final quotations were 
for the most part ranged behind 
minus signs. Montgomery Ward and 
Warner Brothers stood.out in resist- 
ance to the selling, however, both 
closing with sharp gains, although 
somewhat below the best levels of 
the .day. Radio, Allied : Chemical, 
General Motors, International Nickel 
and United States Steel led in the 


downturn of the afternoon. Their net 
losses, however, were comparatively 
small. There was nothing like a dis- 
orderly decline at any time. The 
market in the afternoon was dom- 
inated almost entirely by uneasiness 
over money conditions, no news ap- 
pearing to paneer eu sentiment to any 


extent.

Foreign vs. Domestic Financing. 
In criticizing the -factors which 
have contributed to the stiffening of 
money rates here during recent 
months the increase in loans .made 
to foreign Governments and enter- 
prises has not escaped attention. As 
a matter of fact loans abroad can 
hardly be reckoned as weakening our 
financial .structure. When a nation 
has more money than is:required for 
its needs it.is logical that loans be 
made to others in a less fortunate 
position. In the years to come these 
loans will .come back with’ interest, 
often offsetting a decrease in trade, 
thus serving >to. equalize foreign ex- 
change rates. London, which has 


acted as banker to the world for gen- 
erations, has weathered many finan- 
cial depressions through sheer force 
of:her loans ‘and investments through- 
out the world. Certainly any cur- 
tailment of foreign financing here for 
the sake of making available more 
funds for speculative purposes on 
this side of the water would be a 
short-sighted policy.

Changes in Bond Situation. 


‘One of the most important changes 
in' the investment situation in the 
last year’ has been in the expense 
entailed in carrying bond issues by 
dealers until the. securities finally 
are sold to the public. Last year on 
several occasions a flood of new of- 
ferings swamped the market, causing 
considerable delay before the bonds 
were placed with investors, but this 
caused little concern since it was 


easy to borrow money ‘from the 
banks at interest. rates lower than 
those yielded by the bonds. Thus the 
new securities could be comfortably 
carried until disposed of. Under the 
present money market conditions, 
however, the loan rates are higher 
than the interest. yields'on the bet-

ter grade of bonds, atid the banks 
also are disinclined to renew indefi- 
nitely the loans made to carry. new 
securities. In these circumstances 
‘prices occasionally are ‘being shaded 
on the unsold portions of recent bond 
issues in order to clear them off the 
shelves.

factors responsible for the abnor- 
mally small amounts of.new- bond 
seus placed on the market in recent 
weeks.

Banks Readjust Position. 

The desire of the banks to readjust 
their reserve position at the Federal 
Reserve Bank was the principal rea- 
son assigned for the calling of loans 
which sent, the demand loan, rate 
from 6 to,6% and then:to.7 per.cent. 
yesterday..Withdrawals by the banks 
were estimated at $30,000,000. , Aside 
from the technical changes desired 
by the banks there was nothing. new 
in the credit situation. Bankers.said 
the commercial .demand was ;begin- 


ning to be felt, but while this factor 
is expected to cause a firm range ‘of 
money rates for some time to come 
it is not likely to cause. sudden fluc- 
tuations such as.occurred yesterday. 
The balances of. the banks. at the Re- 
serve bank are averaged from the 
figures on, Tuesday and Friday, and 
loans frequently are called on those 
days to bring the reserve figures into

Western Roads‘ Gain. 


Figures issued by the .Bureauof 
Railway Economics yesterday, show- 
ing. that the Western group of rail- 
roads was the only one to increase 
net’ operating: income for June and 
the six months, were in accord with 
expectations in the railroad field. 
The Western roads made similar 
showings earlier in the year. The 
question now.in the minds of rail- 
road men is whether the heavy crop 
movements’ about to start will fur- 


ther incréase the lead of the Western 
lines or whether next month’ the 
Eastern lines will decrease the dis- 
crepancy by cutting. expenses on the 
lines followed by two ‘of. their num- 


ber in June. 


Moving Picture Shares. 


The stocks of several moving pic- 
ture companies have been centres of 
bullish interest in recent markets, 
due-in part to the operations of ‘pools. 
There is, however, much géneral in- 
terest:in such stocks, due to’ the in- 
creasing production of talking movies 
and’ the earning power demonstrated 
by the large audiences at houses dis- 
playing the new type of pictures: The 
movements of the-securities are nat- 
urally' being carried along on the 
wave of public hopes in a larger divi- 
dend' return, but. some account should 


be taken of the expensive transfor- 
mation of methods, equipment and 
also personnel that talking movies 
entail. In the long.run, it is: doubted 
in some quarters whether the: “‘curi- 
osity’’ attendance at talking picture 
performances will be any greater 
than’ the attendance at normal cin- 
ema abewings.

In New York the syndicate which 
will cooperate with the Bank of 
Spain has been organized by J. P. 
Morgan & Co., and in London, the 
Midiand Bank, Barclay’s, Lloyd’s, 
Westminster, Lazard Brothers & Co., 
Hambro’s and Martin’s are all tak- 


ing part in the operation to prevent 
daily fluctuation of the peseta. 

Spain always has hitherto remained 
in a kind of isolated position in the 
world financial market, and the ac- 
tion of the committee in seeking by 
means of such powerful support to 
keep Spanish money stable has 
general approval here. 


Strong buying of the Spanish peseta, 
both here and abroad, followed an- 
nouncement yesterday of the interna- 
tional credit which: has been arranged 
for the protection of Spanish ex- 
change, and the rate advanced to a 
level more than a third of a cent 
higher than that of the previous day’s 
final quotation. The peseta, which 
had closed on Monday at 16.43 vents, 
was bid up yesterday to a high point 
of 16.78% cents and closed at 16.72 
cents, a net gain of 29-100 of a cent 
for the day. The close was the high- 
est of the last three months. 

Discussions of the credit in finan- 
cial circles centred: on the question 
whether Spain will decide to stabilize 
the peseta at its old parity of 19.30 
cents or will choose a rate nearer its 
present level. The country is in a 
position to follow either plan, in view 
of its large gold holdings, absence of 
foreign loans and favorable budget 

sition. It was pointed out that the

SPAIN DENIES INTENT © 
TO RECALL ENVOY HERE 


Compromise May Be Reached, 
Allowing Nation to Adhere to, 
Not Sign, Multilateral Treaty.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—While the 
Spanish Government is eager to be- 
come an original signer of the multi- 
lateral treaty against war, the Span- 
ish Embassy denied reports today 
that Calejandro Padilla, who has 
been Ambassador here since Oct. 11, 
1926, would be recalled because of 
his alleged failure to have his coun- 
try listed among the original signa- 
tories. 

The Ambassador has been in fre- 
quent consultation at the State De- 
partment on the matter, it was as- 
serted, but always under direct in- 
structions from his Government. 

Thus far the Spanish plea has been 
without avail, primarily, it is under- 
stood, because the Governments who 
have agreed to enter fear that if the 
bars are let down to one nation they 
will be down for all others, and the 
treaty will become unwieldly at. the 
outset, 

The compact is not to come into 
force until ratified by all the charter 
signatories, and if there are a great 
number, the refusal of one alone to 
ratify will. accomplish its defeat. 
Secretary Kellogg, it was explained, 
originally addressed only the major 
powers on the matter, Great Britain, 

trance, Germany, Italy and Japan. 
Since then Great Britain’s five 
dominions and India have become 
original signtrs, and it was felt ad- 
visable to include Belgium, Czecho- 
slovakia and Poland because they 
were parties to the Locarno treaties. 

Just how much the Russian. prob- 
lem enters into the situation has 
never been admitted, but it is. felt 
if that Government desires to ad- 
here rather than to sign that trouble- 
some collateral questions such as 
divlomatic recognition will not arise.

POLISH SALE ANNOYS BERLIN 


German Newspapers Protest Harri- 
man Purchase In Silesia. 


Wireless to THE New York TIMEs, 
BERLIN, Aug. 7.—German industry 
is highly excited over the purchase 
of the Bismarckhuette, Laurahuette 
and Kattowitz Company in Polish 
Silesia, former Germany territory, 
by the Harriman interests. 

The Nationalist papers howl over 
the alleged destruction of the last 
vestige of German interest in the 
formerly flourishing German indus- 
trial province. Even the Liberal Vos- 
sische Zeitung says editorially: 

‘‘We only have to remember the 
sale of the Upper Silesian Giesche 
works to the same Harriman con- 
cern. Formerly under a German di- 
rectorate, the Kattowztz Mining 
Company was within a few days 
transformed into a new body with a 
French-Polish majority. Polonization 
of industries evidently continues and 
there is no doubt that within a 
short time only Poles and French- 
men will sit on the directorates of 
companies acquired by Harriman. 
“The big German industrialists 
headed by Director General Flick 
made a serious mistake. They may 
have been under the impression that 
their. ship was sinking, but the im- 
pending German-Polish trade treaty 
would have saved the situation and 
removed the Damocles sword.

INDUSTRIAL BANK FOR REICH 


It Will Have Large Backing Here, 
According to Berlin Report.

BERLIN, Aug. 7.—Backed by 
American banking firms, including 
the Equitable Trust Company, Blair 
& Co., Halsey, Stuart & Co., and the 
International Germanic Trust Com- 
pany, a large financial institution 
will shortly come into existence here 
to aid middle-class and small German 
industries. 

It is understood that stocks of the 
new corporation amounting to 20,- 
000,000 marks will be placed on the 
American market in a few days. The 
company under its charter has the 
right to make loans totaling ten 
times that amount, provided the se- 
curity is sufficient. 

Part of the stock will be taken over 
by Dutch banks, and Swiss and 
Swedish banks may likewise be in- 
terested. The German stockholders 
are a group of private banks now be- 
ing organized with the Deutsche Ef- 
fektenbank of Frankfort-on-Main 
and Arnold Brothers of Dresden as 
the leaders and trustees. 





Officials of the New York com- 
panies named as underwriters of the 
new German industrial bank declined 
last night to comment on the organi- 
zation or the financing that will be 
undertaken in this country.

HITS STOCK-BUYING PLAN 


Insists Purchase of Nickel Plate’s 
Ho!dings Would Give Big Profit 
to Van Sweringens. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—A protest 
was filed with the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission today by the 
stockholders’ protective committee of 
the Chesapeake & Ohio Railway Com- 
pany against the petition by that 
road asking the commission to mod- 
ify its ruling permitting the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio to acquire stock con- 
trol of the Pére Marquette Railway. 

The commission’s order was en- 
tered May 8, andthe protective 
committee contends no new reasons 
have arisen Justifying any change. 
The members of the committee are 
George S. Kemp, Lindsey Hopkins, 
Berkeley Williams, Granville G. Val- 
entine and J. Luther Moon. 

The protestants point out that 
when the commission’s order was en- 
tered, conditioning the Chesapeake’s 
acquisition of control of the Peré 
Marquette upon its ability to acquire 
the common stock at not more than 
$110 a share, the record showed that 
the option given by the New York, 
Chicago & St. Louis Railroad Com- 
pany, or ‘‘Nickel Plate,’’ to purchase 
the 174,900 shares at $110 a share had 
expired. 

The Nickel Plate also had refused, 
it was stated, to renew the option on 
these shares at that * bye and that 
the market price of Pére Marquette 
common stock was considerably in 
excess of $110 a share from Dec. 17, 
1926, to June 18, 1927, which is the 
latest showing ‘‘of record’’ as to the 
market price of that stock. 


Point to Stock’s Higher Quotation. 


The protestants asked that the 
commission take judicial notice of 


the fact that on the day it entered 
its order conditioning the Chesa- 
peake’s vag wear A to buy at a stated 
price, the Pére Marquette stock was 
quoted on the New York Stock Ex- 
change at a high of $142.75 a share 
and a low of $139 2 share. 

The petition of the Chesapeake for 
a modyication of the commission’s 
ruling thus described by the pro- 
tective committee: 

‘A mere reiteration of the fact that 
it is unable to acquire the Pére Mar- 
quette common stock held by the 
Nickel Plate at $110 per share, and 
of the fact that the market price of 
said stock is substantially in excess 
of the price set forth in the original 
Nickel Plate option, both of which 
facts were fully known to the com- 
mission at the time of the entry of 
its order of May 8, 1928.” 


Cites Additional! Profits. 


The committee declared that ap- 
prov=l of the purchase of the Nickel 


Plate’s holdings in Pére Marquette 
common at $133.33 per share, ‘‘the 
price set forth in the present option 
agreement, would involve large ad- 
ditional profits to the Van Swer- 
ingens’ interests, who are the con- 
trolling interest in the Nickel Plate 
and also are the controlling inter- 
ests in the Chesapeake.’” ' 

The committee further said that: 

“The Van Sweringens’ interests 
caused the Nickel Plate to acquire 
the 174,900 shares of Pére Marquette 
common stock now owned or con- 
trolled by it in contemplation of the 
consummation of eir merger 
schemes and that they as owners of 
the majority of the common stock 
of the Nickel Plate should not be 
allowed to profit by the sale of these 
stocks to the Chesapeake, which they 
also control, at a price greatly in ex- 
cess of -the prices at which they 
caused said stocks to be acquired by 
Nickel Plate.’’ 

The option price of $133.33 per 
share was described as largely in ex- 
cess of its value to the esapeake, 
and the committee said it is not in 
the public interest for the Chesa- 
peake to purchase it at such a price 
when it is shown by the records in 
this case that the Chesapeake has 
urgent and unprovided-for improve- 
ments on its own lines which would 
yield a return largely in excess of the 
return of the investment required to 
acquire Pére Marquette common at 
the price which it now proposes to 
pay for the Nickel Plate’s holdings. 





NEW YORK CENTRAL 
COMPLETES CONTROLS 


Autonalic Safety System From 
New York to Chicago in 
Operation Tomorrow. 


The New York Central Railroad will 
become tomorrow the first. railroad 
with a line between New York and 
Chicago protected by electric devices 
to stop trains in emergencies without 
human aid. The 881-mile section be- 
tween Poughkeepsie, N. Y., and 
Englewood, Ill., a suburb of Chicago, 
was placed under the protection of 
automatic control in January. To- 
morrow, the thirty-nine-mile stretch 
between Poughkeepsie and Crcton, 
one mile from Harmon, where eiec- 
tric locomotives replace those moved 


by steam, will be protected by the 
automobile controls. 

Passengers between Chicago and 
Boston are now protected by train 
controls. Controls are in operation 
also on other stretches of main-line 
track and on subsidiaries like the 
Michigan Central, the Pittsburgh & 
Lake Erie, the Big Four and the 
Boston & Albany. The installations 
cover 1,682 miles of main line and 
4,766 miles of track. They cost $4,- 
631,000. 

The automatic stops work when fog 
or snow obscure automatic block sig- 
nals or whenever enginemen fail to 
slow or stop their trains in response 
to signals. 


PIERCE-ARROW VOTES 
TO JOIN STUDEBAKER 


Stockholders Approve $200,000,- 
000 Reorganization Plan Making 
Fourth Largest Motor Group. 





BUFFALO, Aug. 7 (?P).—Stock- 
holders of the Pierce Arrow Motor 
Car Company today approved plans 
for a reorganization of the company 
in which the Studebaker Corporation 
will have a substantial interest. 

Under terms of the plan, which had 
been approved by the directors, 
Studebaker will invest $2,000,000 in 
the new company, receiving in re- 
turn all of the Class B stock to be 
issued. Although the plans do not 
provide for a merger, Studebaker’s 
selling organization will be put be- 
hind the new company in the expec- 
tation that production at the Pierce- 
Arrow plant will be increased to 15,- 
000 units a year. 


The allied interests of the two 
motor companies will form the 
fourth largest manufacturing group 
in the‘industry with total assets ap- 
proximating $200,000,000. 

Certain economies, it was an- 
nounced, will be effected by the re- 
organization as a result of large- 
scale buying and from certain ma- 
terials that the Studebaker Corpora- 
tion will furnish, such as castings 
and other semi-manufactured parts. 

Each holder of the present 8 per 
cent. preferred Pierce-Arrow stock 
will receive for each share and ajJl 
unpaid dividends, $10 a share in cash 
and eight-tenths of a share of 6 per 
cent. preferred stock of the new 
company. 

Each holder of the present common 
stock will receive six-tenths of a 
share of Class A stock in the new 
company for each share held. Stude- 
baker will receive 230,125 shares of 
Class B stock in return for its in- 
vestment. 

A. R. Erskine, President of Stude- 
baker, will be Chairman of the new 
company and Myron E. Forbes will 
pb n his present position as Presi- 

ent. 

Mr, Forbes said that the ‘‘plan of 
reorganization and _ consolidation’’ 
was approved by “‘substantially more 
than the required vote of the stock- 
holders.’’ 

Mr. Erskine said that ‘‘Studebaker 
is preparing to go ahead with the 
Pierce-Arrow plan as soon as the 
organization of the consolidated com- 
pany and all necessary details are 
completed to its satisfaction.’’

$1,440,514,000 IN COTTON. 


United States Crop Is One of Best, 
Is New Orleans Report. 


NEW ORLEANS, Aug. 7 UP.—The 
value of the cotton crop produced in 
the United States during the season 
just at an end was placed at $1,440,- 
514,000 by H. G. Hester, Secretary of 
the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, 
in a statement issued today. 

This compares ‘with $1,230,512,000 
last year and $1,555,811,000 the pre- 
vious year. 

The total commercial crop for last 
season, ended July 31, was 14,443,934 
bales, a decrease under the crop of 
1926-27 of 4,761,995 and 1,170,775 bales 
under 1925-26. 

This year’s crop, which was 4,762,- 
000 bales less than last year’s, brought 
growers $210,000,000 more. 

The statement said the season 
should be regarded as fairly prosper- 
ous. The grade of the crop, Secre- 
tary Hester announced, was one of 
the best, if not the best, on record. 

“It was middling to strict middling, 
with a decided leaning to barely 
strict middling, and with compara- 
tively little below seven-eighths-inch 
staple. There was almost an utter 
absence of low grades.’’ 


FOR 50-BALE COTTON UNIT.

HEDGING OF SALES 
FORCES WHEAT DOWN 


Encouraging Reports From Liver- 
pool Fail to Help Export 
Demand.

CHICAGO, Aug.. 7.—Wheat prices 
continued on the down grade today 
and while there was a little strength 
shown early due to better Liverpool 
cables than expected, the relative 
strength in that market failed to 
stimulate the export demand to any 


extent. With persistent hedging sales, 
and selling oh houses with forei 
connections, the market gradually de- 
clined to a new low on the crop. The 
finish was within a fraction of the 
bottom with net losses of 1% to 2 
cents, with December and March 
leading.

| CHISOLME-QUITS POST 


ON FOREIGN PRISONS 


International Commissioner 
Says United States Gave Him 
Little Money and No Support. 


NO INTERESTABROAD EITHER 


Declares He Spent Thousands of 
Dollars of His Own Money In 
Five Years’ Service. 


B. Ogden Chisolm, appointed five 
years ago by President Coolidge as 
International Prison Commissioner 
on the part of the United States, has 
tendered his resignation, it became 
known yesterday. On a printed card 
which he mailed to his friends he 
said: ‘The reasons for my with- 
drawal are because of the shortsight- 
edness of the Government in not 
lending its cooperation.”’ 

By telephone from his country 
home in Ridgefield, Conn., he elabo- 
rated the reasons that lay behind 
his resignation. He accused the 
United States of giving him ‘‘very 
little encouragement’’ and so small 
an appropriation ‘that you could 
hardly discover it.’’ 

“It was really a measly eperapele: 
tion,’’ he said, ‘‘and in the five years 
I- served I spent thousands and thou- 
sands of my own money. The Gov- 
ernment would not encourage me, 
and I don’t think the people of the 
United States are very much inter- 
ested in prisons abroad or things of 
that character. They may be inter- 
ested in aviation, but they don’t care 
a continental damn about prisons 
abroad.”’ 


Says He Got No Support. 


Not only was Mr. Chisolm unable 
to make headway as a member of 


the International Prison Commission 
because of lack of support, he was 
unable to make progress, he said, 
because of his inability to reach a 
common dance with those repre- 
senting uropean countries. ‘For 
instance,”? he said, ‘“‘the United 
States has its own idea and its own 
sk aeggy in regard to prisons, and 
oreign countries run eir prisons 
on utterly different principles. A 
— many strides have been made 
ere. We have abolished the cellu- 
lar system, whereby all prisoners 
were made to eat, work and exist in 
their cells. We used to have that 
system, but now it has given way to 
the community system. The men in 
American prisons all eat together. 
‘‘The cellular system is common to 
many one rena countries, although 
they don’t have it so much in Eng- 
land. In France, England, Germany 
and Belgium they have some prison 
ideas that are far ahead of some of 
those in the Unitec States. For one 
thing, ges f pay wages to men in 
French prisons. In Sing Sing they 
pay men one and one-half cents a 
day; in the twenty-three important 
prisons of France the men can earn 
a little money. The rate in France 
is 20 cents a day. 
Early Acceptance Asked. 

“You can see from things like this 
that I couldn’t reach any common 
ground and couldn’t make any prog- 
ress. The job of International Prison 
Commissioner carries with it no sal- 
ary; it is a labor of love. I found it 
to be a thankless job. I hope my 
successor has more luck with it.” 
In his announcement of resignation 
Mr. Chisolm remarked that he 
trusted his withdrawal would ‘‘be ac- 
cepted so that my successor mer 
have time to arrange for the tent 
International Congress to be held in 
Prague in 1930. Preparations for this 

thering have been under way dur- 
ng the past Winter and having taken 
part in the ninth International Con- 
gress held in London, 1925, I was pre- 
pared to assist in the initial steps.’’

FALL:RIVER'STRIKERS 
ABANDON PICKETING 


Textile. Head’s Denunciation of 
Walkout Cools Ardor of 
Agitators. 


FALL RIVER, Mass., Aug. 7 ().— 
Picketing at the Lincoln Mill and 
the finishing plant of the American 
Printing Company, where groups of 
workers declared strikes yesterday, 
had been virtually abandoned tonight 
as agg patrolled the vicinity of the 
mills. No other plants in the city 
were affected. 

A demonstration called by the or- 
ganizers of the Textile Mills Com- 
mittee for early tonight failed to take 
place, although a large number of 
workers and sightseers gathered. 
The quiet that prevailed tonight 
was attributed by police to James 
Tonsey, head of the American Feder- 
ation of Textile Operatives, who de- 
nounced the strike during the after- 
noon. 

Police said they were prepared to 
halt picketing tomorrow as they did 
early today, when a number of pick- 
ets were arrested. Nineteen more 
were arrested at noon, and the total 
under arrest since the strike was 
declared had mounted tonight to 
forty-one. 

Officials of the Lincoln mill said 
that nearly all the workers who 
walked out yesterday had returned to 
work today. At the offices of the 
American Printing Company it was 
said that 900 employes were idle, but 
that the majority of these were 
thrown out of work against their 
will.

CHARGES ‘SLAVERY’ 
“TN GIVIL SERVICE 


Counsel for Government Work- 
ers’ League Indicts ‘‘Worn- 
Out Factory Methods.” 


HIGHER PAY DEMANDED 


Says Department Heads Loll in 
Comfort While Clerks Grind Under 
Lash of Efficiency. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Charles 
N. Galloway of South Carolina, for- 
mer United States Civil Service Com- 
missioner and now counsel for the 
League of American Civil Service, an 
organization of Government work- 
ers, charged today that there exists 
in the Federal departments at Wash- 
ington a system of “‘pools’? among 
employes that results in the applica- 
tion of certain ‘‘worn-out’’ factory 
methods to large groups of women, 
and that there exists ‘‘slave-driving”’ 
and a “‘new servitude.’’ 

“While some heads of depagt- 
ments,’’ said Mr. Galloway, ‘‘are so- 


journing in Europe, and others are 
lolling in the cool breezes of the 
Lake Country, surrounded by every 
comfort and convenience that money 
can buy, Government clerks in 
Washington are grinding on amidst 
the present insufferable heat wave 
under the of an. ‘efficiency’ 
system that is causing them to drop 
in their offices like soldiers on a 
battlefront.’’ 

The pools, he added, existed under 
the guise of efficiency, and neither 
the public, nor even Congress, fully 
appreciated just what they were. 
They existed, he declared, in both 
the departments and independent of- 
ices. 

Under the pool arrangement, he 
charged, women were corraled in one 
large room and set to work on labor- 
saving machines of various kinds. 
They were given certain tasks to 
perform, and failure to come up to 
these tasks meant the lowering of 
efficiency ratings, on which promo- 
tions, and even retention in the ser- 
vice, depended. 

“This worn-out ‘factory method,’ 
long since scrapped by forward-look- 
ing experts in business, but which is 
now applied to Government employes, 
should no longer be tolerated,’’ Mr. 
Galloway said. ‘‘Modern business has 
outdistanced the Government in giv- 
ing its employes tolerable working 
conditions. Although business houses 
dismiss with full pay their employes 
during such an excessive heat wave 
as now prevails, the Government 
takes such action only on rare occa- 
sions.’’ 

It is Mr. Galloway’s belief that 
Government employes should be 
ayers more than $5 a month increase 
n pay. 

*“‘They should have tolerable work- 
ing conditions,’’ he said. ‘‘The busi- 
ness of the people should not be con- 
verted into a treadmill.”’ 

Mr. Galloway thinks that heads of 
departments and independent estab- 
lishments have ample authority at 
present to remedy ‘‘the unbearable 
conditions now obtaining,’’ and that 
every bureau chief could act to abol- 
ish the slave-driving expedient of 
* employes in their work.”’

JEWISH WELFARE BODY. 
AIDED 12,000 IN 1927 


Social Service Association Reports 
More Unemployment—$746,- 
708 Received in Year. 


More than 12,000 persons in $3,248 
families received relief and service 
from the Jewish Social Service Asso- 
ciation in 1927, Leopold Plaut, its 
President, announced yesterday. The 
association formerly was the United 
Hebrew Charities, founded in 1874, 
but is now part of the Federation 
for the Support of Jewish Philan- 
thropic Societies. 

For the material needs of 1,901 
families, $540,926 was spent. Of this 
sum $459,209 was received from the 
federation, $81,717 from THB Ww 
YorK Times Hundred Neediest Cases 
Fund, The Evening Post Old Couples 
Fund and other special funds. Be- 
Sides the families receiving major 
care, more than 2,000 received minor 
services. 

There were 962 cases of unemploy- 
ment reported among fathers of fami- 
lies. The percentage of all families 
n which unemployment was a major 
yap rose from 28.3 per cent. in 
926 to 44.6 per cent. in 1927. Among 
problems affecting other members of 
families, chronic illnesses were first, 
with 1,340 cases of tuberculosis and 
other diseases; behavior problems, 
with 914 cases, and unemployment, 
with 690 cases. There were 237 per- 
manent disability cases. 

Nutrition clinics cared for 239 
mothers and 567 children during the 
year. Vocational guidance was given 
to 726 children who had left school, 
and the association spent $12,456 to 
aid children taking secondary train- 
ing. Scholarships amounting to $10,- 
678 went to 160 children. There were 
231 families receiving psychiatric 
care and 379 other families received 
minor service and advice. Heads of 
36 families were placed in business 
at a cost of $10,808. 

The total sum received by the or- 
ganization last year was $746,708. 


MACHINE BUSINESS STEADY. 


Reports Show July Volume Was 
Well Above a Year Ago. 


Reports from leading markets 
agree that the volume of business in 
machine tools is much better than at 
this time last year, even though the 
Seasonal decline has caused less 
active demand, The American Ma- 
chinist states. The district reports 
indicated that the July sales total 
was actually higher in a number of 
sections than that of June, reflecting 
good buying operations by the aero- 
nautical and electrical industries. 

The trend of business in Cincinnati, 
one of the important tool centres, 
has been upward for more than two 
weeks, with new inquiries pointing 
to continued activity for some time 
to come. In New York the situation 
is said to be encouraging. July sales 
n the Eastern district were up on 
fairly active buying bv the Wright 
Aeronautical Corporation and the 
General Electric Company. 

Ig the automobile centres: business 
has slowed down, but is expected to 
show marked improvement this Fall. 
Textile mills did a little buying of 
machinery in the New England 
market and in the South.

STRIPPED OF CARS 


North Suffers Because Chang 
Tso-lin Took Away 6,000 
and 300 Locomotives. 


MONEY LOSS IS ENORMOUS 


Tens of Millions of Dollars’ Worth 
of Perishable Goods Are Spoil- 
ing in Warehouses.

PEKING, July 6.—Worse than ac- 
tual civil warfare, more disastrous to 
trade and prosperity in North China 
than battles and military confisca- 
tions, is what is now termed the 
‘theft’? of more than half the roll- 
ing stock of the four main railways 
of North China. 


This ‘‘theft,’’ according 
ficial statement put out 
Nationalist Minis of Communica- 
tions, was committed by the An- 
kuochun or Northern party when it 
withdrew. to Manchuria and took 
with it more than 300 locomotives 
and more than 6,000 freight and pas- 
senger coaches belonging to railway 
lines south of the Great Wall. 

This rolling stock represents a 
value of $54,000,000, and in loss of 
revenue to the railways will mean an 
additional $25,200,000 annually unless 
it is recovered. 

There is no question about the 
truth of the assertions that when the 
late Marshal Chang Tso-lin gave up 
Peking and started on the retreat to 
Mukden, which ended in his assassi- 
nation by a bomb, he stripped the 
railways in North China of locomo- 
tives and cars. 

The Peking-Hankow system, the 
Tientsin-Pukow system, the Peking- 
Kalgan-Suiyuan system and the Pe- 
king-Mukden gona were ——- 
denuded of all engines that would 
Tun and of all a and passen- 

er cars that could be hauled away, 
oaded or empty. 

There was, of course, a valid mili- 
tary and wartime justification for 
this ‘‘theft,’’ for by crippling the 
railways south of the Great Wall 
ps 4 taking all usable rolling stock,

PEKING STUDENTS SEIZE. 
POWER CORPORATION 


Forty Being Trained by Company 
“Discharge” Directors and 
Take Over Themselves.

PEKING, July 6.—Several hundred 
shareholders in the Peking Chinese 
Electric Company, a corporation en- 
tirely Chinese-owned, which supplies 
Peking with light and power, are 
aghast at the partial confiscation of 
their immense business by forty stu- 
dents. 

Three years ago the company, hop- 
ing to train competent electricians, 
opened a school for promising young 
m2n. The company gave free board 
and lodging to tory chosen youn 
fellows, paid them $20 a month eac 
and gave them technical training 
akin to an American university 
course in electrica] engineering. 

A fortnight after the Nationalists 
took Peking these forty students sud- 
denly announced that the corpora- 
tion’s Board of Directors was dis- 
missed, that they, the forty students, 
would henceforth constitute the 
Board of Directors, and that here- 
after half of the company’s annual 
earnings would go to the forty new 
directors, the other half being gra- 
ciously left for the shareholders. 

This has scared Peking business, 
for it savors of Communist confisca- 
tion of wealth. The directors and 
shareholders have appealed to the 
local military authorities, but have 
had no help, for there is not really 
a responsible Government here to 
richt matters like this. 

In addition to this student confisca- 
tion the company complains that it 
has more than $1,000,000 bad debts on 
its books—monev owed for light and 
power used by former Governments 
which decamped without ever paying 
for service. 


CHINESE PRESS GAGGED YET 


Northern Papers Get Warning Not 
to Attack Kuomintang,

CROW CHIEF PRESENTS 
PARK TRACT TO NATION 


General J. G. Harbord Accepts 
Monatara Gift From Plenty Coos 
and Is Adopted by Tribe. 


BILLINGS, MONT., Aug. 7 ().—At 
the foot of the picturesque Pryor 
Mountains, in the Crow country, 
famed in Indian lore and legend, 
Chief Plenty Coos, head of the Crow 
nation, today formally presented to 
the people of the United States a 
tract of land to be used as a park. 
It has been the aged chieftain’s home 
for more than half a century. : 

Major Gen. James G. Harbord, re- 
tired, under special commission from 
the Interior Department, accepted 
the gift for the Government and ex- 
pressed to Plenty Coos the thanks of 
the American people. 

The ceremony was impressive. In 
thespicturesque background and with 
colorful settings, hCief Plenty Coo’s 
braves in their tribal regalia mingled 
with General Harbord’s escort of 
army reserve officers. 

Because of his admiration for Gen- 
eral Harbord as a soldier, Chief 
Plenty Coos adopted him into the 
Crow tribe, conferring on him the 
Indian name meaning ‘‘Mountain 
Eagle.’?” The Chief gave General 
Harbord an elaborate war bonnet and 
the two warriors smoked the pipe of 
peace while the young braves of the 
tribe danced around them. 

Presentation of the park, a forty- 
acre tract, forty miles south of Bill- 
ings, not as a memorial to himself 
but as a symbol of the peace that has 
existed between his people and the 
whites since the advent of the latter 
into the Crow country, has been 


planned by Plenty Coos for several 
years. 


ADVISE ABANDONMENT 
OF BRONX COUNTY JAIL 


State Commissioners Report on 
Marder of Two Keepers by 
an Escaping Convict.

ALBANY, Aug. 7.—Abandonment 
of the Bronx County jail is recom- 
mended as the only way to prevent 
such crimes as was committed there 
on July 19 when a prisoner, John F. 
McCabe, a fourth offender, killed 
two keepers and then took his ‘own 
life. This is the conclusion that 
John S. Kennedy and Miss Jane M. 
Hoey, members of the State Com- 
mission on Correction, reached after 
they had investigated the deaths in 
the Bronx jail of Keeper Morris 
Broderson and Daniel Horgan. 

The report, which has just been 
approved by the State Commission 
of Correction, points out the danger 
of a person getting contraband to the 
prisoners because of the proximity 
of an office building next door to 
the jail. Lester W. Patterson is 
Sherif? and in charge of the jail. 
The report says in part: 

“This jail contains some of the 
most desperate prisoners in the 
country, equally as important as 
those held in the Tombs Prison. 

“On the night of the double murder 
and suicide there were only five 
guards on duty. As has been pointed 
out in previous reports of the com- 
mission, the location and surround- 
ings of this jail are full of dangers 
of escapes and jail deliveries. The 
proximity of the Kaplan Building 
was specialiy pointed out. This is 
the building through which the guns 
were passed into the jail. 

“The danger of transporting prison- 
ers up and down in an elevator with 
a single attendant is again pointed 
out, as well as the lack of proper 
precautions and complete search of 
visitors; the situation at the side en- 
trance, where prison vans, supply 
trucks and refuse wagons come in; 
the danger at the rear of the jail 
facing an open lot, with a fire escape 
attached to the jail; the danger of 
rooms containing civil prisoners and 
witnesses in the second story, where 
the windows are without wire 
screens, and weapons could be passed 
to this section from the sidewalk. 
There are dangerous conditions in 
the taking of prisoners to the vari- 
ous courtrooms. As the District At- 
torney well stated in his investiga- 


eure ‘This is a sieve instead of a 
ail. 

‘There is but one remedy for the 
situation, and that is the ebandoning 
of the present county jail and the 
building of a modern and adequate 
one for Bronx County. The new jail 
should provide for cells facing on a 
corridor and toward the outside 
windows, with a proper space be- 
tween, instead of outside cells as in 
the present jail.”’ 

“It would seem that no further 
argument should be necessary,’’ the 
report concludes, ‘‘than the terrible 
tra ay of July 19 to cause the city 
offici to take prompt steps to 
provide a proper jail for this large 
and constantly growing county.”’ 


CHEMIST DIES FROM POISON. 


Dr. Hans Foesterling, Wealthy 
Recluse, Takes Fatal Potion, 


JAMESBURG, N. J., Aug. 7 ).— 
After many years of seclusion Dr. 
Hans Foesterling, well-known chem- 
ist, was dead today after swallowing 
a quantity of poison at his farm, 

Dr. Foesterling, who had con- 
ducted a number of agricultural ex- 
periments at his farm, was born in 
Germany fifty-seven years ago. He 
established a chemical manufactur- 
ing plant in Perth Amboy, which 
was taken over by the Government 
duri the World War.

time he has lived alone on his farm.

TO SELL COLUMBUS, N. M. 


Town Made Famous by Villa’s Raid 
Goes Under Hammer. 


SANTA FE., N. M., Aug. 7 (P).— 
Announcement here that Columbus, 
N. M., is to be sold for taxes recalls 
the famed raid by Pancho Villa which 
nearly led to war with Mexico. 

The sun-baked little border village 
and Villa’s burning of it on March 9, 
1916, contributed directly to the ele- 
vation of John J. Pershing to com- 
mand of the American Expeditionary 
Forces in the World War. Moreover, 
the modicum of preparedness for war 
when the country was launched into 
the World War was directly attrib- 
utable to the sacking. 

Villa led 500 of his bandits across 
the border and raided an army camp 
numbering 325 men. A brisk fight 
followed, and Villa retreated into Co- 
lumbus, little more than a cattle 
camp, where he held his position long 
enough to pillage and fire buildings. 

Brig. Gen. Pershing’s troopers pur- 
sued the bandit fifteen miles into 
Mexico, but failed to capture him. 

Three months later Pershing, fresh 
and hardened from an active cam- 
paign, was on his way to France, 

Columbus thrived during the war. 
The population grew to 2,500, but the 
armistice sounded its knell. The pop- 
ulation has dwindled to 37 persons, 
scores of houses and buildings stand 
deserted, and delinquent taxes exceed 
$30,000 now.

RATE AGREEMENTS 


Luckenbach Company Com- 
pletes Conference Arrangement 
With Tacoma Oriental Line. 


VANCOUVER BILLING FIXED 


Coffee Cargoes From Vera Cruz to 
West Figure in Third Sanction 
Announced at Washington.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—A confer- 
ence agreement of the Luckenbach 
Steamship Company, Inc., with the 
States Steamship Company and the 
Tacoma Oriental Steamship Com- 
pany was approved by the Shipping 
Board today. It covers shipments on 
through bills of lading from Oriental 
ports to United States Atlantic and 
Gulf ports of call of the Luckenbach 
Steamship Company, with trans- 
shipment at Seattle, Tacoma, Port- 
land, San Francisco or Los Angeles 
at through rates based on rates of 
direct lines. 

Transshipment expenses at Pacific 
Coast ports are to be divided equally 
between the transpacific carrier and 
the intercoastal carrier, with a min- 
nimum of $4.50 a ton weight or 
measurement to the latter. 

The board also approved an agree- 
ment of the Williams Steamship 
Company, Inc., with the Canadian 
Government Merchant Marine, Ltd., 
covering a through billing arrange- 
ment for shipments from Atlantic 
Coast ports of the United States to 
Vancouver and Victoria, via San 
Francisco. 

Through rates are to be based on 
rates to Vancouver and Victoria 
shown in the United States Inter- 
coastal Conference Westbound Max- 
imum Tariff of Freight Rates, out 
of which the Canadian line is to re- 
ceive 20 cents a 100 pounds. The 
intercoastal carrier is to absorb in- 
ward and the Canadian line outward 
State tolls. Transfer charges on 
shipments aggregating less than 100 
tons are to be absorbed eaually, and 
the coastwise line 1s to call at the 
intercoastal line’s dock when a 
cargo exceeds 100 tons. 

When single pieces or packages ex- 
ceed 4,000 pounds in weight, or forty 
feet in length, heavy lift and extra 


length rates set forth in the current 
tariff of the coastwise line will appl 
Another conference agreement to 
receive the sanction of the board 
was that of the Standard Fruit and 
Steamship Company with the Trans- 
marine Lines, covering the through 
movement of coffee from Vera Cruz, 
Mexico, to Pacific Coast ports of 
call of the Transmarine Lines, trans- 
shipped at New Orleans. 

The agreed through rate of 90 
cents is to be oe anes between 
the lines on the basis of 40 cents to 
the Standard Fruit and Steamship 
Company and 50 cents to the Trans- 
marine Lines. The cost of transfer 
and tolls at New Orleans is to be 
absorbed by the Standard out of its 
portion of the through rate. 


HITS AMERICAN INDUSTRY. 


Hillquit Tells Socialist International 
Unemployment Has Grown.

BRUSSELS, Aug. 7.—The Interna- 
tional Socialist Congress yesterday 
listened to an extensive‘outline and 





in the United States today, delivered 
by the American delegate Hillquit. 

After summarizing the great in- 
dustrial development of America 
since the war Mr. Hillquit said that 
the centre of gravity of the world’s 
industry had passed to the United 
States, but that the rationalization 
system which operated there, instead 
of improving the condition of the 
workers, had made matters more dif- 
ficult by increasing unemployment. 
‘“‘We must strive for workers’ con- 
trol until the moment when the na- 
tion can be made to replace the 
world capitalistic cartels,” he de- 
clared. 

The most important work of the 
congress today was done by the com- 
missions which are framing the reso- 
lutions and party programs behind 
closed doors. The strictest secrecy 
veils their discussions. 

The congress, seeking to symbolize 
the desire for an international rap- 
prochement, has named two speak- 
ers, one a Frenchman, Paul Faure, 
and the other a German, Herr 
Crispien.

Whim III, built by the Consolidated 


Shipbuilding Corporation of Morris a 


Heights and designed by Albert W. 
Crouch of Tams & King, Inc., of this 
city, is a single step hydroplane 
which planes on two surfaces when 
going at high speed. 

The boat embodies several innova- 
tions in the construction of large 
hydroplanes. One of these is an 
overhanging stern, which compen- 
sates for the jump forward-and-down 
when the boat rises to its cruising 
angle. Pitch adjustments on the 
Whim III are hardly noticeable. 

With a length of 56 feet, a beam of 
12 feet 11 inches, and a weight of 
30,000 pounds, the Whim III is said 
to be the largest hydroplane ever 
built. She is wered with two 
twelve-cylinder right ‘‘Typhoon’’ 
motors, each of which develops 650 
horsepower at 2,000 revolutions per 
minute. At cruising speed it is esti- 
mated that the gasoline consumption 
will be between 80 and 100 gallons 
an hour. Only aviation gasoline is 
used. Of this the boat carries 800 
gallons. 

Mr. and Mrs. Williams came to wit- 
ness the trials in The Redbird, an- 
other fast cruiser, which was for- 
merly the Whim Il. Afterward they 
boarded their new craft, which cost 
$75,000. They evidently enjoyed the 
thrill of shooting the big boat about 
the quiet waters. It moves even at 
high speed in comparative silence. 
There is a fin at the after end of 
the forward plane which makes for 
easier steering. Just in front of the 
step which starts amidships are air- 
vents leading to the engine room, 
also amidships. These vents prevent 
a vacuum from forming when the 
boat rises from the water. Ther2 
are similar vents in front of the over- 
hanging stern. 

There is a roomy cabin directly 
behind the forward cockpit which 
can easily accommodate six people 
‘The forward part of this cabin and 
the bridge are designed to deflect 
wind so Ghat there is no back-craft 
on passengers. The steersman’s 
bridge is just forward of the engine 
room amidships. Aft of this are two 
smaller cockpits and a shelter cabin 
intended for servants and luggage. 

It is expected that Mr. Williams 
will use the boat in commuting be- 
tween Glencove and the New York 
Yacht Club landing at Twenty-sixth 

Street and the East River. The trip, 
it is estimated, will take less than 
an hour. 

The boat has been on the ways 
about five months. In its first time 
trials last week it did forty-seven 
miles an hour. It was then equipped 
with smaller propellers. In the trials 
yesterday it carried two three-bladed 
propellers twenty-four inches in 
diameter with a thirty-eight piteh 
It is estimated that a cruising 5 
of forty miles-an hour will be reached 
with these turning at the rate of 
1,600 revolutions per minute.
